ALL ON BOARD RESCUED 


Unidentified Vessel, After Rip- 
ping American Boat Open, 
Speeded Away-in Fog.

of the sinking of the-American transport

English Coast was “brought. here today 
by sixty-threé: of the officers,. engineers, 
and -créw, who arrived. on, a British 
liner from Bingland. ‘The accident, ac- 
cording to the survivors, occurred at 
11:30 .P..M. during adense fog, when 
the Nueces was.one of a convoy return- 
ing in ballast: ta an American part: .: 

A steamship, which sd far has not 
been identified, crashed into the bow of 
the transport and ripped her side ‘open 
as far as the mainmast, and then 
sheered off without waiting to see what 
became of the crew of the vessel, that 
had been rammed. All vessels at these 
times run without lights, and inthe fog 
it was impossible for the officers on the 
bridge of the Nueces to see what the 
stranger was like. All they could tell 
was that she was heading toward a 
British port at a speed of fourteen or 
fifteen knots and did not. belong to their 
convoy. 

The majority of the crew of the trans- 
port were sleeping at the time and 
rushed on deck «directly they. were 
aroused.by,the impact and the yells .of 
the watch on deck, One of the stew- 
ards-was injured ih. his bunk by the 
collision, but not seriously enough to 
prevent him getting to his lifeboat. 

y All*hands on the Nueces were saved, 
the officers said today. They did not. 
have time to pack up their kits, but 
hurried to the lifeboats directly the 
whistle blew for boat stations. It was 
nearly two hours before the transport 
sunk. After pulling toward the English 
coast for six hours the surviyors were 
rescued by a torpedo boat, destroyer and 
conveyed to a port in England. * : 

- One of the officers said. that many 
collisions’ had occurred in fogs off the 
British Isles, chiefly through the steam- 
ships running without lights not 
blowing their whistles as a warn ng of 
their approach. During the same fog 
in whiek the Nueces was sunk he heard 
that a four-masted sailing. ship: bound 
from: the “East Indies by way .of the 
Cape of Good Hope had been cut clean 
in two by a big British transport bound 
‘west, which stoppéd, however, and 
lowered her lifeboats to rescue the crew 
of the windjammer. 

The Nueces was an iron single screw 
steamship, built at Chester, Penn., for 
the Mallory. Line in 1887 for the freight 
and passenger trade between New York 
and Galveston.

SEES GERMANS ABLE 


TO STRIKE HARD YET 


‘Maurice Estimates the Crown 


Prince’s Reserves: as at 
Least 40 Divisions.

LONDON, June 15.—Recent news from 

the front’ and the tone of the latest 

German communiqués indicate that von 

Hutier’s attack north of the ‘Oise has 

been checked: for the present. ‘The at- 

tack south of the Aisne, on the Soissons 
front, has all the air of being a subsidi- 
ary movement which might have been 
very dangerous if von Hutier’s success 
had been at all comparable with that 
gained by his comrade, von Boehm, on 
the Chemin-des-Dames front during the 
first days of the drive to the Marne. 

But by itself this secondary attack is 

not alarming. . 

How do we stand at the end of this 
fourth phase of the German offensive? 
The first greatGerman attacks of the 
year made a great bulge in the allied 
line astride the Somme; the second, a 
smaller, but still. serious, bulge to the 
west of Armentiéres, and the third and 
fourth tcgether, another bulge on the 
Aisne front which is equal in dépth to 
the first. The result has been to length- 
en the allied line, compared with that 
neld in the middle of March, by roughly 
seventy miles, and this must mean that 
the Allies now are compelled to keep 
from sixteen to eighteen more divisions 
on the front than they had in the line 
before.the campaign of 1918 began. 

Serious Drain on Foch’s Reserves. 

Thus,.apart altogether from the losses 
sustained in battle, there has been a 
serious drain on Foch’s reserves. It is 
true the enemy also increased his own 
front, but not to the same extent, for 
he is everywhere on the inside of the 
curve. Also he is numerically superior, 
and, therefore, does not feol the strain 


of having to hold a longer line as much 


as we do. The result of the battles of 
Marth and April has been to give the 
Germans a front of 180 miles, running 
approximately north and south from 
Nieuport to Montdidier, and to place 
them within about forty miles of Calais, 
Boulogne, and of the mouth of the 
Somme, and they can keep the impor- 
tant railway junctions of Hazebrouck, 
Bethune, and Amiens under close gun- 
fire, 

Further to the south his new front 
between Montdidier and the Marne is 
not quite so satisfactory from the 
enemy's point of view. It is true that 
at one point he is within forty miles of 
the northern suburbs of Paris, but as 
long as the French continue to hold the 
line of the Aisne to the east of Com- 
piégne and to cover the junction of that 
river with the Oise, his front af attack 
is split up, and it is difficult for him to 
make a broad drive directly against the 


French eapital 
When craesined in this way upon the 


map, the allied position looks far from 
pleasant. A smaller advance than the 
enemy already has succeeded in mak- 
ing would enable him to bring Calais 
and Boulogne under the long-range firé 
of his guns. I do not mean of his 


freak guns, which are elaborate es 
intended to frighten women and ¢ 


dren, but of his artillery, which can 
keep up a sustained fire and do really 
serious damage. In this respect Paris 
stands in the same position as Calais 


connecting the British and Belgian 
fronts north of the Somme with the rest 
of France and Paris. The enemy has 
the priceless advantage of being able 
to choose which of these vitais he will 
attack. He knows they must be de 
fended, and, therefore, attack upon 
any one of them helps him to his real 
object—exhaustion of the allied fighting 
strength. He has made very skillful 
use of this advantage recently and he 
may do so again. Fortunately, there 
are other considerations which affect 


front line we now hold as it appears on 
the map. 

Just before the Crown Prince’s attack 

of May 27 it was estimated the enemy 
had seventy divisions in reserve, and 
the, great danger which faced us was 
that the whole of this force might have 
been employed against us in one great, 
combined attack, the direction of which 
could. not be foreseen. 
. We have now received, mainly from 
French sources, revised estimates of 
the number of troops the Crown Prince 
employed in his recent efforts. In the 
advance to the Marne and in subsequent 
fighting on the Noyon-Ch&teau-Thierry 
front, it is now calculated that from 
forty-one to forty-five German divisions 
were engaged. The lowest estimate of 
forty-one would mean that at least 
twenty-eight divisions have been drawn 
from the reserve. All accounts agree 
that von Hutier’s last attack was made 
in the first instance with fourteen divi- 
sions, and that he was heavily re- 
inforced after the first day. The lowest 
estimate puts the number of divisions 
which he uged at twenty-one, and of 
these not less than fifteen must have 
come from the reserve. Therefore, the 
Crown ..Prince has employed at least 
forty-three divisions from the total re- 
serves in the West at Hindenburg’s dis- 
posal in order to get.as near to Paris 
as he hes. .. 

Foe still ‘Capable ss a Big Attack. 

This would mean that of 70 divisions 
available in the, latter half of May only 
27 are left, but while the Crown Prince 
has been fighting hard, Prince Rup- 
_precht on the British front has been 
quiet, and we must reckon that he has 
been able to. withdraw for rest, train- 
ing, and refitment a certain number 
of divisions from hie front line, which 
was thickly held at the close of this 
battles. It also is possible -that one or

brought over from thé East, so it would 
not be safe to reckon that the German 
reserves, now fit to cane part in an- 
other great battle, are less than forty.

“Before the Germans arrived at Se- 
bastopol, two new... dreadnoughts, the 
Svobodnaya Rossiya and the Volya, had 
been taken by their officers and ¢rews 
to Novorossisk.alony with two déstroy- 
ers and two steamers, and, according to 
the Kélnische Volkszeitung, their offi- 
cers had determined to bl6w them: up 
before the Germans could. reach the 
latter port. The third dreadnought, 
then. known as the-Imperatritsa Maria, 
was destroyed by fire and an explosion 
in October, 1915. There remain only two 
battleships of the Eustafi clags and two 
much older, with a few cruisers. 

‘*It does not appear certain that the 
Germans will gain control of any con- 
siderable battle force-in the Black Sea, 
though the possibility must be. recog- 
nized. Whether’ the Gdben is yet fit 
for sea we do not. know. -If the Ger- 
mans do seize the Russian -ships, “it is 
quite certain ‘they will have to refit 
them completely, to proyide them -with 
ammunition, and commission . them 
afresh with German officers and_ Ger- 
man men, perhaps with a proportion’ of 
Turks.

ACCUSES RICH FARMERS 
OF STARVING RUSSIANS 


Lenine Organizes ‘ Food Expedi- 
tions’ of the Poor to 
Seize Supplies.

MOSCOW, June 5.—Yesterday, at a 
united meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee with representatives of other 
labor organizations, Premier Lenine 
outlined. the Soviet policy against hun- 
ger. He pointed out that all the anti- 
Soviet parties were hoping that starva- 
tion would produce anarchy, which 
might or. might not be profitable to 
them, and “he proceeded to discuss 
means of dealing with the food supply, 
emphasizing the fact that raising prices 
and allowing the independent dragging 
of sacks of flour to market by indi- 
viduals who traveled with their sacks 
and engaged in speculation would make 
the task of reorganization impossible, 
and at the same time strengthen the 
capitalistic syatem in the villages.~This, 
he said, would afford new! means of 
profiteering. by rich peasants, and still 
further enslave the poor. 

In the towns the factory workers, he 
said; better understood what they stood 
to’ gain by the revolution than did: the 
country people. There must be a cam- 
paign of agitation in the country, a gen- 
eral organization of poor peasants for 
the final destruction of the autocracy of 
the rich peasants in the villages. ° It 
was, the rich peasdnts, he said, not the 
poor, who were holding up food supplies. 

He replied to the criticism of the be- 
havior of some food-seeking expeditiéns. 
by saying that‘the old principles of. the 
capitalist régime still affected them. 
He called for unit~ of the workers and 
workers’ expeditions from the non- 
agricultural districts, where starvation: 
was threatened, for bread crusades 
against speculators and against the rich 
peasants, whose interests were naturally 
to uphold the system that had made: 
them rich, and for established order in 
the place of the present disorder, and 
the holding up of stores that kept some 
districts féd and doomed others-to death 
by hunger, and increased the power of 
the rich over the poor. 

-This, he said, would not only put’ an 
end to hunger, but also carry claas- 
consciousness, which was necessary for 
the final triumph of-the revolution, into 
the country as distinct from the town.

AMSTERDAM, - June. 15. aeneral 
Knoerzer, in a telegram to General 
Eichhorn, the German commander in 
the Ukraine, reports, -according to a 
message from Kiev, that forces of about 
10,000. Bolshevist Red -Guards, com- 
manded: by Czech officérs, have been 
almost wiped out by German troops to 
the west of Taganrog, a Russian port 
on the north shore of the Sea of Azov. 

The Bolshevist troops, it is announced, 
coming from Leisk, landed ‘on the 
Ukraine coast of the Sea of Azov and 
were advancing toward Taganrog. More 
than 3,000 dead Bolshevist soldiers were 
counted, and this did not include the 
bodies of those drowned. General 
Knoerzer reports that the losses of the 
Germans were slight.

woke us up and ordered us forward, and 
we went forward,’ said one. They are 
fine, straight: fellows, but unmilitary, 
and happy to be out of something which 
they do not comprehend. From a dis- 
tance they regarded the war as sport, 
but at close quarters it is not to their 
liking as they see it. It does not suffice 
to have grit, experience is more useful. 

‘** Anyhow, they have much to learn— 
still more than the English had to learn. 
At present they are only play soldiers, 
and it costs them dear. So an officer 
who had just come out of ,the fight 
expressed himself. 

‘“*If the French hope that the Ameri- 
cans will change things in favor of tHe 


.Entente, they must wait long before }-- 


even the preliminary conditions are 
achieved which would make the Ameri- 
cans opponents of the war-tried German 
troops. 

‘‘ And, besides, with the lack of ton- 
nage, the announced million can only 
arrive in bits, so that the time will be 
lengthened. It is still questionable 
whether the Entente will be helped by 
the American forces.”’ 

Victor Ottmann, writing in the Lokal- 
Anzeiger, points out that when the 
Americans speak of Prussian despotism 
it is a bad joke. He says in no coun- 
try on earth is there such despotism 
and so many regulations as in America, 
adding: 

*“‘No Prussian, ng German would put 
up with such things in his own coun- 
try as the people must stand as cif- 
izens of the Star-Spangled Banner and 
in the name of freedom and equality. 
They think they are the freest and best 
people in ‘God's own land.’ They are 


*|so convinced of this that they do not 


understand why every one doesn’t be- 
come an American.’’ 

He speaks of corruption in America 
and says the favorite saying is ‘‘ Any 
one can -become President,’’ but asks 
what good this American freedom is 
when the candidate for the Presidency 
depends on bank credit. He declares that 
when. immigrants arrive in America 
they get a foretaste of all the freedom 
in the inquiries into their private af- 
fairs and that they begin to look with 
astonishment on ‘“:God’s own land.” 

The writer says Americans are a 
people ruled by °° bosses.’’ party leaders, 
and newspapers, and that from New 
York to San Francisco the people think, 
eat, and drink, have the same pleas- 
ures, the same silly jokes and manners, 
and have no “*‘ kultur,’’ and that individ- 
ualism is not welcomed. 

The American’s attitude toward his 
wife also comes:in for a share of Teu- 
ton criticism, and the woman is anal to 

play too important a réle. 

The writer says that the final argu- 
ment against American freedom is the 
insecurity of life and property, the ter- 
rjhle lynchings, ‘‘ the brutalities in the

PARIS, June 15.--Sergeant David B. 
Putnam of Brookline, Mass., is reported 
to have downed five Germans'on June 
10. Three of Putnam’s aerial victories 
are now official and the two others are. 
under investigation. This record, if the 
five victories are officially accredited, 
makes Putnam’s total thirteen, and 
gives him the honor held by Lieutenant 
Frank Baylies of New: Bedford, Mass., 
‘as the American ace of aces.

The feat accredited Sergeant Putnam 
is the most notable. performe@ by an 
American aviator and hes probably been 
eclipsed only once inthe war, The only 
other aviator getting a larger bag of 
enemy airplanes in a single day is Lieu- 
tenant René Fonck, ‘4 French ace, who, 
on May 9, brought down six German 
machines. 

The dispatch from Paris indicates that 
two aerial victories placed to Sergeant 
Putnam's credit have not so far been. 
officially reported. -His sixth triumph in 
the air was announced on June 7, and 
nothing since that time has been re- 
ceived relative to other German ma- 
chines being breught down. First Lieu- 
tenant Frank E. Baylies is officially 
credited with twelve enemy airplanes. 

Sergeant Putnam is a descendant of 
Israel Putnam. On April 23 it was an- 
mounced that the French Government 
had awarded the War Cross to, him.

‘While the deficiencies are not-of such 
a character as to make for inefficiency 
fm this period of comparatively quies- 
cent naval warfare, Admirals Benson 
and Falmer contended that the navy 
‘would. be greatly handicapped unless 
More officers are obtained speedily for 
expansion now in progress.

_ @btain. them under the law, except 
through increasing the permanent en- 
lated strength, are held to be responsible 
for the condition where many squadrons 
are without proper command, and which 
will grow steadily worse as additional 
destroyers and other craft are put into

National disaster might follow unless 
@ better organization is perfected, said 
Admiral Palmer. . 

The struggle between the Senate and 
House Naval Committees has_ turned 
upon the issue whether the permanent 
enlisted strength should be increased 
mow or at the termination of the war. 
The House Committee provided for its 
fmcrease temporarily in various ways to 
228,000 men. i The Senate desired that 
the permanent enlisted strength should 
be increased now so as to assure/ the 
training of high officers at once and 
the proper manning of, additional ves- 
gels as they go into commission. 

Another issue involved is the fixing of 
@ policy now which would commit the 
mation to an enlarged navy for peace 
times and in the years immediately fol- 
lowing the war. If the House agrees to 
the recommendations. of Secretary 
Daniels and Admirals Benson and Pal- 
mer the enlisted personnel will be in- 
creased and the country committed to an 
enlarged navy, which is recommended 
by Admiral Benson as a means of en- 
forcing peace and the “principles for 
which we entered into the war.’

Admiral Benson’s Report. —s_ 

Following “is the report of Admiral 
Benson : ; be , ’

1. In compliance with your oral in- 
structions, the following statement is 
submitted : 5 

By carefully hin a the number of 
men required for naval craft now, in 
service and for those which the’ Depart- 
ment expects to have ready for service 
on July 1, 1919, the Navy Department 
has informed Congress that it will, re- 

uire, by that time, 131,485 men. The 
Ships upon which this estimate is based 
are not the yachts, the subchasers, the 
supply ships, &c. They are the fight- 
i ships now in commission and the 
fighting ships well along in ‘their build- 
ing. In my opinion the estimate of per- 
sonnel required is conservative and ex- 
presses an absolute’ minimum pelow 
which we cannot afford to go. 

Reserve officers and reserve -en- 
listed men have their places in the work 
to be done; but the ships on which these 
figures are based must be manned. by 
the regular establishment. 

8. Regarding the question of officers: 
Throughout all the years of our nayy 8 
history, up to the year 1916, the navy 
was run in a haphazard way, so far as 
the relation between the number of en- 
listed men to the number of officers is 
concerned. In 1916 Congress went very 
carefully into the question of the 
proper’ percentage of officers to en- 
listed men, and the proper percentage 
of officers in each of the.several com- 
missioned grades. After thorough dis- 
cussion a definite policy on these mat- 
ters, based on enlisted strength, was 

opted. The proportion was clearly 
established by definite percentages, and 
the whole placed on a sound business 
basis, I consider such a step a most 
wise one, and one which would assure 
the efficient development of the navy: 
Our short experience with the provi- 
sions of this bill indicated that the per- 
centages were wise, but none too lib- 
eral. To change this policy must in-

I wish it were 
in my power to show each member of 
the Senate and House committees the 
enormous handicap under which they 
are forcing me to work in attempting 
to operate, under the direction of the 
Secretary, the forces of the navy with- 
out sufficient flag officers and with- 
out sufficient officers of command rank. 


Always a Handicap. 


4. The navy has always suffered from 
this handicap: Flag officers, like all 
others, ought to be trained in the duties 
of flag command and have an oppor- 
tunity to exhibit to the department their 
degree of fitness or unfitness for ‘the 
duties which such rank carries with it 
We have never ween able to -do this, 
and the department is always so hard 
put to it for flag officers that not. in- 
frequently an officer lacking in ability, 
lacking in many of the essentials for 
higher command, must be retained be- 
cause there is no-one ele of suitable 
rank who can take his place. It does 
not follow that a good executive officer 
or gunnery officer will necessarily make 
a good commanding officer, or that a 
good commanding officer will make a 
good flag officer. If-the best interests 
of the country are properly safeguarded 
it is imperative that we have enough 
officers‘in the higher grades of the navy 
to permit us to train them and to select 
them for special duties in accordance 
with their professional ability. 

5. The argument that the war may 
end soon is no argument to the con- 
trary. Regardless of when the war 
er- 
turbed state for years. to come. ere 
are many questions which will arise out 
of this war in which we are of neces- 
sity vitally interested. In order to be 
in_a position to assert our rights as: a 
people and to insist upon the adoption 
at the peace conference of the principles 
for which we entered into the war, a 
navy comparable with our importance 
is the first essential. Ships alone can- 
not make a navy. We must have the 
ships, and Congress has recognized this 
and appropriated accordingly. It is 
equally essential that we have the men 
to man these ships, and the officers 
of all grades sufficient to insure the 
efficiency of the whole! We have not 
the required number of men at the 
present time, nor have we the officers 

6. I urge upon you the importance of 
increasing the enlisted strength of the 
regular navy to 131,485, and the neces- 
sity for permitting the provisions of the 
Act of Aug. 29, 1916, to apply without 
alteration, so far as they relate to the 
proportion of officers to enlisted per- 
sonnel, and the proportionate number 
of officers in each of the several com- 
missioned grades.

Admiral Palmer’s Statement. 


In his report, dated June 12, Admiral 
Palmer, Chief of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, referring to a previous letter to 
Sectetary Daniels, said: . 

1. In reference (A) I pointed out to 
you the necessity of providing imme- 
diately sufficient officers of the upper 
grades of ine mavy to properly organize 
and operate the navy in the war. .The 
letter dealt only with officers as the 
situation in regard to enlisted men had 
previously been considered. As the 
number of officers in the. upper grdades 
is determined by the number of enlisted 
men of the permanent force both will 
be partially covered for the immediate 
present by the enactment of the legis- 
lation as recommended ‘by you and 
Passed by the Senate, increasing .the 
permanent authorized strength of the 
navy to 131,485 men. This letter:is. to 
point out to you the necessity for, hay- 
ing that number of men. 

2. The permanent authorized erilisted 
strength of the navy today is 87,000 
men, which number is not enough to 
operate the permanent ag of the navy 
as it existed on April i, 1918. On that 
date, not allowing for any casualties, 
sickness, leave, &c., it required 83,475 
ment for the permanent navy. Every 
one of these men had to be actually 
assigned to duty, leaving a reserve of 
only 3,525 men for the whole permanent 
establishment as it stood on that date. 
This in itself is a very bad condition, 
but the situation is daily growing worse 
by the constant additions to the perma-. 
nent establishment. , 

3.-In presenting this matter to you, I 
am in no way considering the tempo- 
rary part\of the navy. Our magnificent 
and enormous transport force now so 
successfully carrying troops to Europe, 
the vast Overseas cargo transportation 
force carrying the supplies for our 
fighting forces abroad, the submarine 
chaser fleet operating over there, the 
patrol fleets on our_own coast, and the 
other temporary rees of our: vast 
naval establishment, are not herein 
considered, as they are not permanent. 
Those forces, though vital in the con- 
duct of the war, are temporary in*their 
nature, and their enlisted personnel 
need not be permanent. But we have 
the fighting ‘vessels of the navy. that 
must be constantly maintained and for

Sought Force of 225,000 Men. 
The situation was fully set forth in a 
letter py Admiral Palmer, dated June 7, 


in which he said: . 

1. In the above reference you re- 
quested the Senate Naval Committee to 
provide for an increase of the permanent 
authorized strength of the navy to 
181,485. men. You will recall that re- 
cently Admiral Benson, myself, and 
other officers of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, and the Judge Advocate General 
conferred with you on the. immediate: 
necessity of obtaining an. increase of 
officers in the upper des of the navy 
in order to complete the organization of 
the navy for war. At that time and 
subsequently figures were given to you 
to show that officers in the upper 
grades, in accordance with the 4 per 
cent. law, were required for an enlisted 
strength of 225,000 men if we are to 
carry on a successful war. You stated 
at‘ that time that there was necéssity 
for an increase, and decided then to 
take the matter up with the Senate 
Naval Committee. earings were held 
by the committee, and after much dis- 
cussion you agreed with the committee 
and stated that the desperate situation 
should in a measure be met'by increasing 
the permanent authorized strength to 
about 150,000 men, and directed this bu- 
reau to prepare a letter for your signa- 
ture asking. for that number. The letter 
was presented to. you for signature, but 
you decided not to ask for men for avi- 
ation, (4,000,) for trade schools, (7,000,) 
and apprentice seamen, (10,000,) and had 
the letter changed to ask for. 131,485 
men. 

2. In accordance -with your request, 
the Senate amended the bill to provide 
for the increase. It is very much less 
than our requirements to organize the. 
navy for war and does not begin to 
meet the situation, but if passed it will 
help materially to improve a very seri- 
ous condition on which the nation’s suc- 
cess in this war depends. It appears, 
however, that the amendment is meet- 
ing opposition from the House conferees 
on the bill and vigorous action by the 
department is necessary to put the 
amendment through. Up to the present 
time neither the Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions nor I have been called before the 
House conferees to explain the neces- 
sity for passage of this amendment, and 
gince those conferees cannot know the 
Situation unless it is explained.to them, 
I recommend that you bring the fol- 
lowe to. their} attention:

On paper 
the fleet and shore organizations of the 
navy appear to be ready for any ore 
ency, but actually they are not, simply 
because they are lacking in proper 
officers at the head of the various sub- 
divisions. Until we get officers in suf- 
ficient’ numbers: in the higher grades 
the organization cannot be made ready 
to meet \the’ eme eney. To fail to 
recognize this situation is to court na- 
tional disaster.

_By early Spring a new type of vessel 
known as the ‘‘ eagle boat’ or ‘‘ Ford 
boat ’’ will be operating. These vessels 
are larger than our old. destroyers and 
will play an important part in our war 
operations. Their fleet organization 
has not yet been announced, but cer- 
tainly one and probably two Rear Ad- 
mir will: be required for them if they 
are to be operated successfully. 

We have two divisions of armored 
cruisers without any flag officer .at all 
even now. These must be supplied if 
these cruisers aze to be ready to oper- 
ate against the enemy as‘a scouting 
force. Also we have a division of new 
superdreadnoughts to add to the fleet 
within a year for which we have no 
commander. 

It is customary for the Admiral and 
Vice- Admirals in command of fleets or 
large subdivisions thereof to have a 
Rear Admiral for Chief of Staff. It is 
the duty of the Chief of Staff to work 
out the plans and promulgate the op- 
eration orders of the fleet or foree com- 
mander. He should be a Rear Admiral 
in order that he may have the rank 
that goes with his high authority. - This 
is a recognized necessity in every navy, 
but has not been carried out in ours, 
because we have not the Rear) Admi 
als. There should be at least two Rear 
Admirals available for this duty,. one 
for Admiral Mayo and one for Admiral 
Sims, both of whom work under a 
handicap becguse their Chiefs of Staff 
are only Captains. 

Our organization of the country in the 
naval districts is an excellent and far- 
sighted plan, and, should we be fo:

distribution a dangerous one to rely on. 
Many of our very important shore. bil- 
lets are filled by retired Rear Admirals. 
These officers are splendid men, and 
are doing their best, and will continue 
to do so, but many, of them are old 
men, who cannot long stand the war 
strain even on shore. Sooner: or later 
these men, who have already given a 
Yong life to their coyntry, must break 
physically, and when gn 4 go we have 
no others to take their places. 

It is a sad commentary that these men 
should be called on in their old age to 
sacrifice their’ few remaining «years 
merely because we are not allowed 
younger men in their rank to do the 
work.

Some Unsuited for Work. 


One feature I have not yet pointed 
out to you jis that, with the exception 
of Admiral: Pond, who is sick, every 
active officer of flag rank is employed. 
We assume that each and every one is 
pyenieias so efficient and capable and 
nereey ‘competent to carry the 
weight of the nation’s safety in this 
war. Such assumption, however, is not 
correct. When the great responsibility 
is put upon them, there are some who 
are found to be less efficient than was 
expected or who, under the strain of 
war, are found ‘temperamentally un- 
suited to their work. When officers 
are weighed and .found wanting their 
removal from the vital positions is es- 
sential. Every nation has long recog- 
nized this fact and acts accordingly, 
except in our case in the navy,. where, 
because we have no one with whom to 
replace the unfit, they must continue to 
perform their duties, although by so do- 
ing we jeopardize the national existence.

NEW FISH PONDS STOCKED. 


Conservation Commission Uses Beds 
of Old Erie and Champlain Canals. 


ALBANY, June 15.—Actual stocking 
with war food fishes of the State's 
new fish ponds in the beds of the old 
Erie and Champlain Canals is now in 
full swing. THe Conservation Commis- 
sion’s slogan, ‘‘every pound of fish 
caught means a pound of meat saved,” 
is assuring more than mere verbal sig- 
nificance at the two points in the old 
canais which have been selected for fish 
rearing purposes. The necessary con- 
struction work on the sections is com- 
pleted and the food fishes to be used for 
stocking purposes are being rushed from 
various points in the State and liber- 


rive. 

The first consignment consisted of 
a large number of yellow perch fry, 
which were planted in one of the sec- 
tions of the old Erie Canal near Am- 
sterdam. According to the Conserva- 
tion Commission a quantity of perch 
spawn was collected by State em- 
ployes in Adirondack lakes, where 
these fish are a menace to other 
fishes. in the same waters. Its re- 
moval is therefore accomplishing a 
double benefit. 

The spawn was hatched in the State 
fish hatchery at Saranac Inn, and the 
baby perch, not more than one-eighth 
of an inch long, were sent in cans 
to their new home in the Erie Canal.

Julian S. Myrick Addresses Letter 
to Clubs [n U. 8. N. L. T. A. 


In an effort to make its Executive 
Committee, meeting in Chicago during 
the clay court championship, the week 
of July Fourth, most useful to the ten- 
nis interests of the country, the United 
States National Lawn Tennis Associa- 
tion _has asked all its members to for- 
ward any suggestions they may have.

No definite 
program has ‘been, laid out, with. this 
exception: The committee plans to con~ 
fine itself strictly to business and ‘to 
devote whatever time may be required 
to the thorough discussion and satis- 
factory adjustment of such problenis as 
demand attention.

The cost of pee apenas nity s ponds 
has naturally been the limitin ‘actor 
in propagating these fish. Hence the 
allotment of bass which the Conser- 
vation Commission has, in the past, 
been able to make to cy ie for 
these favorite fist has been a mere 
fraction of the deniand. But the use 
of the old canals, already excavated 
and transformed to the purposes of 
fish culture at nominal expense, of- 
fers tremendous possibilities for the 
propagation of these much-prized 
game fishes. One mile of the canal 
ponds now provides more water area 
than all the ponte in the State pre- 
viously available for fish culture. 
As a result of the limited facilities 
hitherto available for bass rearing, 
the Conservation Commission .has 80 
far confined its operations to the 
smallmouth variety only. With the 
added possibilities offered by the can- 
als, work has now been started with 
the largemouth bass—in many re- 
spect and in suitable waters, as 
desirable food and game: fish as its 
cousin. Brood stock with which to 
make a bestnaing is being secured 
from , Tomhannoc Reservoir,. near 
Troy.” In connection with the licensed 
netting of carp in this reservoir, 
largemouth bass are caught, which 
previously had been returned to the 
water. These fish are now, being 
rushed to a prepared. section of the 
cla Champlain Canal, near Schuyler- 
ville, before the water the .reser- 
voir has become warm enough to in- 
duce their spawning there, ° 
‘Perhaps the most interesting experi- 
ment which the new canal ponds 
have made possible is in the propa- 
ation of. buNheads. With dressed 
Bullheads selling at fifty cents per 
pound last Winter, the,value of this 
excellent food fish, beloved by the 
small boy, but hitherto somewhat 
looked down upon by the skilled ang- 
ler, has received.a new. significance. 
Five hundred bullheads, weighing 
from one to three pounds eath, were 
taken in nets: from Chautauqua Lake 
by employes of the Bemis Point 
hatchery, were packed in boxes be- 
tween layers of ice and damp moss, 
but without water, and were hurried 
by express to Schuylerville. They 
were quite arf when placed in their 
new home, and tnmediately disap- 
peared toward the bottom of the 
canal, where it is hoped they will 
soon make their nests. _With their 
release still another chapter was 
started tn the. annals of fish culture 
and food production in New- York 
State, made possible by the. use of 
old canals, which only recently were 
corsidered of no further value. is

If -you have 
any suggestion, therefore, you should 
et it inte the hands of your sectional 
Seiegate immediately, or send it to: any- 
one of the officers. The point is that 
the committee seeks an expression of 
opinion on tennis problems in general, 
and, unless you say what may be on 
your mind there little chance for 
your voice to be heard at the July 
meeting.

YACHTS IN WAR SERVICE. - 
Their Sailors’ Lend Skill Toward 
National Shipping Problem. 


If’any one were to ask you to define 
@ yacht. or motor boat, you would 
probably say, and rightly, too, that it 
is a plaything of a rather expensive 
sort, used in part as a means of af- 
fording ‘recreation to the.owner and his 
friends, and in*part as an appliance, 
so to speak, for engaging in racing. 
Your opinion of a yachtsman would be 
that he is, one who sails a boat for the 
fun of the thing, andone whose sport- 
ing or athletic bent leads him to sail 
in races, rather than to engage in other 
forms of exercise o1 sport. 
Nevertheless, yachtsmen and steam 
yachts and motor boats are playing 
a very important part in the war. 
Sailing yachts,, of course, have’ no 
place in’ warlike operations, but the 
men who have been trained in sail- 
ing yachts are those who are doing 
‘men’s work in the Royal Naval Reserve 
force in and.around British waters 
and in the United States Navy and 
Naval Reserve. 

When the war clouds hung low early. 
last year and before tne United States 
actually entered the war the Navy De- 
rtment set about the work of. es- 
tablishing a big naval reserve, both in 
vessels and in rsonnel, and the re- 
sponse of individuals such and of

They know the lights and buoys, the 
channels and shoals, the tides and>cur- 
rents as well as any men know them, 
and better, perhaps, than men of the 
regular navy, for in ordinary times they 
are sailing up and down the coast Sum- 
mer after Summer, while the navy men 
are in foreign. waters a considerable 
part of the time. -Not many of them 
are qualified navigators competent to 
take a ship across the ocean, but most 
of them know enough of “‘ log, lead, and.

60% OF WOMEN ENROLL. 


Most New Voters In Rural Part of 
Albany County Republican. 
Special to The New York Times. — 
ALBANY, N. Y., June 15.—Unofficial 
reports of the enrolhment of women in 
the rural districts of Albany County, 
which closed tonight, indicate 


that ! 


about 5,000 women enrolled in the par- 
ties, or about 60 per cent. of the eligi- 
ble women. At the enrollment of wo- 
men in communities of more than 5,000 
on May 25 40 per cent. of the women in 
cities enrolled, giving Albany County 
cities the highest enrollment of any 
county in the State, a record which, it 
is thought, will be maintained by its 
rural enrollment. 

Due t6 ‘the efficiency of the Albany 
County Republican organization, it is 
thought the Republican Party captured 
fully 80 per cent. of the enrollment, 
Green Island being the only town in the 
county with a marked Democratic ten-4 
dency. All of the ten towns in the 
county report a large enrollment, run- 
ning in some as high as 70 per cent. 
Green Island leads the van, with about 
1,100 women enrolled, although there are 
less than 5, men,; women, and chil- 
dren in the town. 

Green Island’s record is in many ways 
remarkable. In one district only 66 
women failed to enroll, 258 aligning 
themselves mainly with tne Republican 
organization. One district in the town 
has a total enrollment of 285, with the 
Republicans capturing 150, the Demo- 
crats 112, and the Socialists 15.

2,000 More Have Application

YOUNG WOMEN ARE NEEDED 


Appeal to Girls Graduating * from 
High Schools and Colleges to 
Take Nursing Course. 


Members / of the Red Cross National 
Nursiag Committee were encouraged 
yesterday by the growing response to 
the call for trained nurses, who are 
needed to fill the army and navy hos- 
pital service, which must-be expanded 
with great speed during the next few 
months if the highest standards of care 
are to be given to all sick and wounded 
American soldiers and sailors. 

t was announced yesterday that 533, 
nurses, have been enrolled so far during 
the drive, and that 2,000 trained nurses 
have asked for application blanks, most. 
of which will be filled and ‘returned 
early next week. It was stated that at 
the headquarters of the Atlantic Di- 
vision. of the Red Cross, at. 44 East 
Twenty-third ‘Street,: more ‘than 4,000 
nurses and young women wishing to 
enter training schools had} applied’ for 
information, most of them stating their 
desire to enroll. j 

e Cross is making a. special 
appeal to young women graduating from 
gh schools and colleges this Summer 
to enter the army nursing schools, where 
they can receive intensive See St 
give valuable service from the begin- 
ning. le this is a three years’ 
course fully as severe as that now given 
in the best training schools in the cotn- 
bl & the young women who enter the 
school will be serving the country as 
members of hospital staffs while they 
are - receiving instruction, and will be 
uesd.in hospitals abroad as fast as they 
are needed.

Dr. ee E. Vincent, President of 
the Rockefeller Foundation, who also 
recently returned from Europe, told the 
Red Cross that the standards of nursing 
in the American hospitals in France 
were equal to the highest, and he quoted 
one physician from Johns Hopkins Hos- 
pital at Baltimore as saying that. the 
medical treatment of American soldiers 
was better than at Johns Hopkins, and 
that no higher praise could be given. 
he Red Cross is also enrolling women 
for other work than nursing, sucn as 
serving at canteens and in reconstruc- 
tion work. Women for this service must 
be more than 25 years of age, must. not 
be related to soldiers, and must be in 
vigorous health. Because of shortage 
of transportation, women for this class 
of service have not been sent over in 
great numbers recently, but the rate 
will be increased. Many women able to 
pay their own expenses have volun- 
teered and are being accepted, where 
their other qualifications are sufficient. 
Others are. being paid a sum'of money 
sufficient to cover their maintenance, 
while trained social workers and other 
trained women, who are needed in re-

Lee Carrington Bradley, Jr., of Bir- 
mingham, Ala., was the salutatorian for 
the class, and Sinclaift: Wallace Arm- 
strong of Middletown,» Conn., was the 
valedictorian. President Hibben an- 
nounced that 248 members of the class 
were in military service. There were 
8,680 Princeton men in the service of the 
nation, he said, and forty-one of them 
had been decorated for distinguished 
service.

*“ Not alone for his great personal dis- 
tinction, but also as su rene stand- 
ing for the majesty English law, 
ancestral to our own, and supremel 
representing here the free, brave, an 
decent British: People and their-gm 
empire, now. passing, | with us, throug 
the ordeal of fire, we acclaim his pres- 
ence with the utmost fervor, pledging to 
the limit of our power all we have and 
are, both here and side by side on the 
fields of France or wherever freedom 
flies her flag in the storm, until the 
arch énemy of free people shall fall to 
rise no more.”

‘“‘ When Great Britain threw over into 
France her small army of 125,000 ‘men 
Germany spoke of it as a contemptible 
little army. She little understood the 
spirit of Great Britain or the spirit of 
America. It is the same spirit. May I 
be permitted to say that it is derived 
from our ancestors. We come from a 
common stock, and if we fought it was 
only because you improved on the no- 
tions of liberty which u Americans 
brought from the old cougtry.” 

Speaking of Princeton’s part in ‘the 
war, he said: *‘ You have taken no small 
place. 1 have your record of the nurn- 
ber of your students gone forth to bat- 
tle. I know something more of what 
is happening here at this university in 
order to help us gain the victory. Here 
the spirit is.and must be war. After 
all you represent here the great thought 
which fills the. minds of. the. American 
people. You would be untrue to. your 
traditions, as I have re them, if you 
had not taken this step which every one 
bt ys applauds, if you had not de- 
liberately prepared yourself for war and

FURTHER BAN ON IMPORTS. 


Tonnage Restrictions Affect Hides, 
Leather, Copper, and Castor Oll. 
Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, June 15.—Because of 
the heavy demand upon shipping to 
rush men and supplies to France the 
Wear Trade Board today issued further 
regulations restricting imports, which it 
is estimated will save a considerable 

amount of tonnage. 
Among the most important restrictions 
are those affecting the. importation of 


hides, skins,’ leather and leather prod- [ 


ucts, and of copper ore, asphalt, kapoc, 
(a substitute for cotton,) and castor oil. 

The leather trade has been informed of

Shipments of other grades of 
hides and skins and otf leather, tanned 
skins, .and manufactures of leather 
which are certified by. the War Indus- 
tries Board to be for Government use 
will be permitted from other souces.

SAILORS’ BOYCOTT. 

Conditions which ‘will make it dif- 
ficult for Germany ‘to import raw ma- 
terial or send manufactured goods to 
+ | foreign markets after the war have 
been the subject of much discussion in 
the German press. But comment upon 
the boycott ordered by sailors’ unions 
has been avoided, possibly because it 
might involve criticism of submarine 
cruelty. .The purpose of the boycott 
movement was to-prevent murderous 
attacks upon seamen employed on 
merchant ships. . It has had no re- 
straining effect, and: the number of 
those committed to the support of it 
is growing by great additions.. At the 
beginning, in September last, when 
the first steps were taken by the Brit- 
ish Seamen’s Union, the rules provided 
that the boycott’s term ghould be pro- 
longed ‘by, one month for each new 
German crime at sea. Owing to re- 
peated offenses, the term is now five 
years and eight ‘months. 

HAVELocK Witson, President of the 
union, said in a public address two 
weeks ago that 250,000 men in the 
British shipping industry had under- 
taken to inflict this punishment. Sall- 
ors of the French merchant marine 
are now in partnership with them. In 
an appeal published a few days ago he 
urged them to join the boycott league. 
Thus they would refuse to work with 
German sailors after the war, to han- 
dle .merchandise coming from. Ger- 
many, or to be employed on ships serv- 
ing German interests in any way. In 
reply._a letter was received in which 
the Secretary of the French sailors’ 
union said the 200,000 men of his 
country’s merchant marine would sup- 
port: the boycott. -It is quite probable 
that similar action will be taken by 
seamen’s unions of the northern neu- 
tral nations. More than 2,000 of their 
members have been killed by subma- 
rines. And additions from our own 
country to the number of protesting 
boycotters may be expected, For at

GENERAL HUNTER LIGGETT. 

The selection of Major Gen. 
HunTER LiGGET?T to command the first 
American field army:in France was 
made, no doubt, upon the recom- 
mendation of General PmrsHING and 
with the approval of General BLiss, 
the former, and General Maron, the 
present, Chief of Staff. The younger 
officers of the army who learned 
strategy upon the Virginia battlefields 
of the civil war when Colonel LiccEtTt 
was instructor at the War College will 
regardathe appointment as ideal. The 
rank and file of Major Gen. LIGGETT’s 
force on the border, which he pre- 
pared for an invasion of Mexico in the 
Spring of 1914, will agree that uo 
mistake was made in naming him for 
bigh command in France. General 
LIGGETT has the look and port of an 
energetic soldier, and he is as modest 
as he is known to be accomplished. 

Henter LicGeETT has never had any 
political “.pull "; his advancement has 
been solely on aiantt. He knows the 
‘theory_of war ag well as General J. 
FRANKLIN BELL, which is saying a 
good deal; he is a West Pointer of the 
efficient type of General PERSHING; he 
is sagacious and practical, like LEon- 
ARD ‘Woop. General LicceTtT is “ ghly 
a regular,” which means so much in 
the United States Army. He has tact 
as well as judgment; that was proved 
by the success he made of the vet- 
erans’ camp on the fiftieth anniversary 
at Gettysburg. There is a charm of 
manner about, bim. that will attract 
the French and British commanders. 
He is the flower of our War College 
product; never assertive, yet always 
sure of himaelf,;for he has a sound 
mind in a strong body and knows 
every detail of his profession. He is 
a student of war with a punch. Gen- 
eral LIGGETT will inspire confidence in 
the fighting ability of the American 
levies now lining up on the western 
front. All this may have the sound of 
panegyric, especially as General Lic- 
CETT was not.one of our “ heroes " (he 
is only a regular) ‘in the war with 
Spain. But he\has shown himself to 
be painstaking, hard working, thor- 
ough,” neglecting. nothing.

(THE WAR IN THE AIR. 
‘The war in its first stages was de- 
scribed as an artillery war, using the 
term artillery as it was formerly un- 
derstood; of late it has been said, to 
explain the swift advance of the Ger- 
mans in their thrusts at Armentiéres, 
Amiens, and Compiégne, that gas 
would prove decisive, but both des 
can use gas fn clouds and shells with 
equal effectiveness; tomorrow it will 
be past dispute that bombs from the 
air, dropped: by airplane fleets, are 


more effective as a factor of victory. 


The raid of the first American 
bombing squadron upon the enemy's 
railway communications, as reported 
in the dispatches, is therefore of the 
first importance. Our aviators at- 
tacked the Baroncourt railway near 
Briey in one dash behind the German 
lines, amd QGonflans in another.. It 
is true that the French and British 
air squadrons have been as busy as 
hornets in this work; but let us not 
lose sight of the potentiality of Amer- 
ican efforts, not only at the front but 
for miles back of the lines, The day 
is coming when the allied air fleets 
will be so strengthened by contribu- 
tions from America thaf they will be 
able to destroy a fortified town in one 
morning and stop the advance of 
German divisions with demoralizing 
slaughter. All the enemy’s resources 
will prove unavailing to withstand 
grand assaults from the air, and the 
civilian population of fortified places 
will lose faith in the German war ma- 
chifre:and the German General Staff 
and clamor for peace on any terms. 
The army will become of one mind 
with the civilian population. Both 
will know that Germany has been 
beaten in the field and is. impotent 
to go on with the war. The Amer- 
ican bogbing raids, which have only. 
just begun, are therefore a portent 
not to be misread. 

Let us see for a moment what the 
allied production of aircraft is now, 
and what it promises to be. In the 
United States the “peak of produc- 
tion ” is no longer conjectural; it will 
goon be in sight. At last the obscu- 
rity is clearing and solid results can 
be stated. According to a report made 
by the Signal Corps to the Senate Mil- 
itary Affairs (Committee, General 
PERSHING’s army now has 323 com- 
bat machines and about 1,000 train- 
ing planes. “Deliveries of Liberty mo- 
tors by June 1 were: For’the army, 
561; to foreign Governments on or- 
ders, 900. Altogether 5,076 machines 
(the greater number for training) 
have been completed, 8,760 of them 
assembled in this country. The rate 
of production {s steadily increasing, 
and the time is not far off, perhaps 
only a year distant, when the orig- 
inal estimate of 22,000 airplanes will 
have been attained. But, of course, 
it depends upon cumulative efficiency 
in the shops here and in the. assem- 
bling plants in France. The grati- 
fying thing is that our factories are 
gathering speed in production. Our 
complement of flying officers is now 
6,211, and on May 1 1,509 of them 
were abroad. The aviators are ahead 
of production, but production will 
soon gain on the aviators. 

In England Mr. F. KELLAway, Par- 
liamentary Secretary to the Minister 
of Munitions, :said- on April 11 that 
the increase in production of the first 
two months of this year over the 
same time in 1917 was: Airplanes, 
223 ‘per cent.; motors, 245 per cent. 
England has been sending machines 
to both France and Italy. Her pro- 
duction at the present time is far 
ahead of the American. In Italy, 
whose aviators are of the first class, 
twelve new factories; have recently 
been established. French figures of 
recent date are not available, but 
French production is making great 
strides, and there are several plants 
in France for assembling American 
material, The indisputable fact is 
that in turning out combat and 
bombing planes the Allies are’ now 
racing ahead of fhe Germans. 

The execution done by the French 
and British bombing squadrons. far 
sirpasses American results at pres- 
ent, which is to be expected. Our 
allies think nothing of dropping 
twenty.or thirty tons ‘of explosives on 
bommiunications, depots, and: rail- 
way stations in twenty-four hours. 
It is all in the day’s work, and at- 
tacks are inohgaant. This is a British 
statement: “ Bombing. was carried 
os out vigorously all day. Thirty- 
“eight tons of bombs were dropped 
“on various targets, including rail- 
“ ways, roads, dumps, and billets, at

Philately, with its 
scientific notation of perforations and 
water marks, has. become an aristo- 
cratic hobby, as may be judged by 
the sale this season of eight parts of 
the great Worthington collection for 
nearly $800,000, and ether sales are 
to come. This was the finest pri- 
vate collection of postage stamps 
ever made in America. One United 
States stamp brought 34,100 at the 
first sale, a philateHc record in this 
country, and many others have oot 
for over $1,000 apiece. 

The choicest and the rarest. things 
are most keenly\ sought for. The 
majority of our: collectors are better 
students of their particular hobbies 
and more careful buyers than was the 
case a short time ago. Quality is the 
bedge excellence, and not quantity, 
which explains why articles of real 
merit sell at ever-increasing yrices, 
while the mediocre material may find 
no bidders. When James Lenox ‘was 
gathering his great library, barely half 
aycentury ago, America had scarcely 
anything which could compare in 
value and completeness with the fa- 
mous private collections of Europe. 
The change has not only been radical, 
but almost revolutionary in recent 
years, and the transfer of so many 
treasures of the foreten art world and 
libraries associated for centuries with 
old English families fas caused no lit- 
tle consternation abroad as to the fate 
oft other fine collections which ‘will 
‘come into the market after the war. 

While private collections in Amer- 
fea have increased vagtly in number 
and in value, the public has benefited 


‘m the enrichment of its museums and 


libraries. The Metropolitan Museum 
of Art is the greatest example, al- 
though but one of many, -which at- 
tests to the wisdom displayed in“ the 
formation of our best private collec- 
tions. The man with a hobby has 
ceased to be regarded as a strange 
and eccentric individual whose fotbles 
must be gently tolerated. To him {is 
due, in a large measure, the develop~ 
ment and appreciation of the fine arts

ART NOTES. 


The ‘decoration of the dining room of 
the Catholle Club “with patriotic ¢m- 
blems and designs by “William Laurel 
Harris is_an interesting example of the 
appropriate use of ‘histotic material for 
such purposes. The American. flag, the 
words of three Presidents whose Ad- 
ministrations saw the\beginning of three 
great epochs in American history, and 
the battle flags carried by different 
regiments in the Revolution, constitute 
the leading features of the deroration 
which culminates in a beautifully de- 
signed Honor Roll for the members of 
the club. This Honor Roll is carved in 
oak and decérated with colors and gilt. 
The names/fof the 182 members in the 
service are carved on upright panels. 
The border is of laurel leaves. bound 
in formal patterns by painted ribbons of 
red and gold, and handsome wreaths.of 
laurel are twined about the official mon- 
ogram of the club, and the date on which 
the mén were mustered into service. 
The upper portion of the oak panel has 
been carved and toned to répresent the 
flowing folds of the national flag, ee 
above is the heraldic éaglé, with wings 
deployed: and richly gilded in varying 
tones. The whole is a striking instance 
of formal ~and traditional . elements 
woven into artistic unity without de- 
stroying the conventional impression. 

A special feature of the mural decora- 
tion is provided by the banners of rose- 
colored , velvet, ‘' Made in America,’’ 
bearing the patriotic inscriptions end 
devices of the revolutionary battle flags. 


NURSES AND THE RED CROSS | 


An Authoritative Statement as to 
Conditions of Service. 


To the Editor of The New ®trk Times; 

-In an article in Tue ‘Times today it is 
stated that the Red Cross imposes on 
women “seeking for opportunity to do 
war service as nursés- conditions’ that 
will prevent or at least delay the get- 
ting as many of them as are needed.” 

The requirements for enrollment in the 
Red Cross Nursing Service .unques- 
‘ionably are high, but this is as it 
should be, since it is the wish of the 
American people that the best of care, 
be provided for the American wounded, 
Only those women, therefore, who have 
hed. complete nursing training are 
eligible fot service in war hospitals at 
home or abroad. 

Because of the pressing need for 
nurses, the Red Cross has waived the 
requirement of registration. to a large 
extent. Heretofore every. nurse had to 
be an “ R, W¥.,” or registered nurse, to 
be éligible for enrollment with the Red 
Cross. Now, all women who were 
graduated from registered _ training 
schools before Jan. 1, 1918, are*eligible 
for enrollment without having to under- 
go a State Board examination to become 
_@ registered nurse. 

The statement bearing upon the com- 
pensation which nurses receive was in- 
correct.>.-To be able to support them- 
sélves while. in war service, nurses do 
not have to have a private income, The 
instant a nurse is sworn in for army 
service she is* placed on the payroll, 
and the moment a member of the Navy 
Nurse Corps receives her orders she 
‘yeceives pay.

To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

‘Your editorial article of yesterday, 
“The Lives of Nations Hang on That 
Card,” expresses my own reasoning and 
conclusions and what, I believe, would 
be the mind of a great majority of our 
people if this phase of the war problem 
were advanced and urged with the in- 
sistency which its exceeding importance 
demands.

NOT A GIGANTIC CANNON 


Distance Attained by Medium Shell 
Due to “‘Cuff,’”’ Length of Gun Tube, 
and Novel Charge Chamber.

At 8 A. M. on Saturday, March 23,

at first dismussed by the public as im- | 

ussible, although ordnance experts said 

at such a-source of the shells was 
quite possible, and they furnished fig- 
ures to prove their pdint; the only ob, 
servation they at first added was that 
euch a gun would be almost immobile, 
on account of its size and weight. 

Various specu.aiions, some precluding 
the used ct «a gun, were indulged in. 
There was the theory of a ‘t shell with- 
$i a sholl,”’ i. c., that a great gun. fires 
a shell a certain distance and that this 
@hell then acts like a n and dis- 
ciarges a smaller shell forward. But 
this theory could be easily dismissed, 
as a gun, like any other ballistic instru- 
ment, needs a fulcrum, and the first 
shell when it discharged the second 
yould have none. 

Another idea was that of an aerial 
torpedo within a *#iant shell, i. e., the 
shell at the extreme of its range dis- 
charges by a detonation a cdntained 
acrial torpedo, which then carries oh 
by means of propellers driven by a 
motor contained in the torpedo. This 
theory was demolished by the frag- 
ments of the shells found. Then there 
was the belief, soon dissipated, that as 
the shells continued. day after day to 
drop in the same quarter, that the pro- 
jectiles ‘had been dropped from an aero- 

plane manoeuvring from a hitherto un- 
Sttained altitude.

would require a weapon from thirty to 
thirty-two inch calibre, weighing over 
200 tons, with a tube 150 feet long, 
firing a projectile weighing nearly 5,0vU 
pounds. 

Such a gun was at once demonstrated 
to be “ impossible,”” owing to the ele- 
ments governing the limits of range as 
already noted—mobility’ and traverse. 
put the final fact that disposed of this 

type <. un was the calibre of the 
shells. e earlier reconstructions from 
vena made them 240 millimeters, 
or 9.50 inches, later they were proved 
to be 220 mye ts cow olf or 8.77 inches. 

Thus the ex erts, having disposed of 
the ‘‘ novelty ”’ and the ‘‘ unheard-of 
fact,” began to search for the “* varia- 
tion” and the “ detail of an old fact. 

First the working hypothesis was 
made use of that the shells‘came from 
a built-up gun which had neither mo- 
bility nor traverse. It was gers J ap- 
proximately located by French aviators 
in the Forest of St. Gobain, ten miles 
due east of Laon, about twelve miles 
behind.the front. and 74% miles north- 
east. of the Fourth Arrondissement of 
Paris, where the shells at varying inter- 
vals continued to fall. 

But these data had to be proved to be 
mathematicaHy correct .before certain 
measures could be taken to silence the 
mysterious gun, the highest point. of 
whose shell trajectory must be near the 
enormous altitude of 80,4 feet.. The 
point of the shell’s departure was desig- 
nated as X. The French ordnance of- 
ficer found X as follows: 

Sound radiates from its origin at the 


'rate of 1,100 feet a second. At three

Exactly 23-5 seconds later B 
heard the report of the gun and C h 
it 3 4-5 seconds later.

The length of the shell. he as- 
certained to be 19.69 inches and its 
diameter 8.77 inches. Covering the point 
of the shell from where the -diameter 
grew lest to form the apex was a 
conical envelope, OF eutt, made of thin 
steel projecting 39:88 inches beyond the 
base of the shell. The hypothesis was 
advanced, but: not proved, that this 
cuff has two functions—to overcome the 
resistance of the air. and to ‘stabilize 
the flight of the. shell. . The. reduction 
of. the air’s resistance would allow the 
gun to be elevated at a higher angle 
than the ordinary angle of 37 degrees of

Racing men will turn this week to 
the Jamaica track where the Metropoli- 
tan Jockey Club: will conclude its Spring 
meeting with a session of six days. 
Though there have been fewer com- 
plaints than usual over the miethod of 
running the reverse way of the track at 
Belmont Park, there is no doubt that 
the owners and trainers -will welcome 
the return to the ordinary conditions of 
running with the left hand inside. 

Excellent entries are assured for the 
many important events to be decided 
during the corning week. ‘The public, 
too, which provides the sinews of war, 
will be more satisfied with the compact 
plant at Janmica, whgre the thorough- 
breds can be plainly seen from the start 
of the race to the finish. 

The feature of the opening day at Ja- 
maica will be the Excelsior Handicap 
at a mile and a sixteenth, for which 
the best handicap horses were named, 
with those which survived the training 
tests ready to face the starter. The Ex- 
celsior has a guaranteed value of $5,000, 
an amount well worth the efforts‘of the 
best horses in training. 

In the two-year-old division the sport 
at Jamaica bids fair to be of more in- 
terest than at the Belmont Park, meet- 
ing. Elfin Queen, already acknowl- 
edged as the queen of the younger 
horses, is conceded to have a mortgage 
on the Rosedale Stakes of $3,000. for 
two-year-old fillies that will be run on 
Tuesday. Whether she can again hold 
her. own ainst the colts as she did in 
the Juvenile Stakes at Belmont may 
be decided on. Thursday if the Oneck 
Stable decides to start Elfin Queen in 
the Youthful Stakes, the richest of the 
meeting for juveniles.

ar mea VERY one you talk with about 
4 EB this war will tell: you it began 

‘ on July 28, 1914, when Austria 

: attacked Serbia; everybody, that 
is, except a Serb... He will tell you it 
began. in 1389, when the Turks, who had 
already established themselves in Thrace: 
with their capital at Adrianople, under 
the leadership ‘of their Sultan, Murad 
I.; sent a challenge to the Serbian Tsar 
to come out and meet him in /Aeciaive 
battle on the plain of Kossovb. | 

‘It was on. that plain in October, 1912, 
that the Berbian troops under King 

Peter Avenged the defeat of 1889, thereby 
liberating from. Turkfsh rule that part 
of Old Serbia and Macedonia which had 
not been reached in the earlier Serbian 
wars for indep which, begin- 
ning in 1804 under the grandfather of 
the present: King, were finally success- 
ful in 1878—including Bosnia and Herze-_ 
goyina, which, however, were unjustly 
wrested from Serbia by the Treaty of 
Berlin. 

The legends which overlie the histor- 
ical facts of the battle of. Kossovo are 
among the most beautiful of the poems’ 
of chivalry. Their elevation .of tone, 
their Christian and: martial idealism, 
are unsurpassed. The fact that the 
battle was a defeat seems only to have 
quickened the Serbian soul to greater 
intellectual efforts. The Serbians them- 
selves explain this by a legend. It'and 
the other poems in this cle are from 
Noyes’s and Bacon’s “ Heroic Ballads 
of Serbia.” On the: ‘waorning preceding 
the battle Tsar Laze?:took communiqn 
at the Chureh of Grachenitsa, where at 
the moment of consecfation an angel ap- 
peared uitto him, saying: 

‘O King, Whom the Berbs réevere, 

WIR thou choose for thine. own the 
Ki don of God, 

Or an earthly empire here? 

If, instead of a heavenly rule, . 

Thou choosest an earthly realm, 

Leap astride thy steed, 

Belt about thee the girdle of war, 

‘Tighten in the girth of thy steed, 

And sheer’shalt thou slaughter the Turk 


Till -he beg of thee-to share with him the 
conquest of this, world. 


But if thou: choosest the Kingdom of: 
*  Ged’s own,

with desire for Mediterranean conquest.

siege. .The irresistibie ll of the hawaii 
was in my blood, and sd early in April 
I lett London for Belgrade en route to 
Kossovo,’ in company with several 
friends, one of them a tinguished 
English writer on Serbian historical and 
political ‘matters, arriving in the Ser- 
bian capital just in time to witness the 
celebration of the fall of Scutari. The 
celebration consisted principally in the 
whole population parading in front of 
the King’s palace and ‘acclaiming the 
leaders of the army with shouts of 
‘““Long live Kossovo! ’’'so indissolubly 
linked was their past with their present. 

It is a night’s journey from Belgrade 
to Kumanovo. by trgin. At that time 
we were unaccustomed to the sight of 
many men in military uniform, and the 
throngs of them that lined the railway 
station gave it an unfamiliar air. Be- 
yond, on the plain, were hundreds of 
tents, with men lying about on the 
grass or starting off with agricultural 
implements to cultivate the fields, April 
being the planting season. General 
Rasich, who visited America this last 
Winter as a member of the Royal Ser- 
bian Mission, ‘was in command. As 
guests of the nation, the English vis- 
itors were asked to review the 60,000 
troops ef the cantonment. Splendid- 
looking’ men they were, smiling and sat- 
isfied with the victories they had won 
over their hereditary enemy. His Royal 
‘Highness; our Crown Prince, received 
our party in his tent, looking every. 
inch a veteran in spite of his only 22 
years. When congratulated upon the 
splendid. success of the armies, of which 
he “was Commander in Chief, he an- 
swered simply: ‘‘ My men were all sol- 
diers, and Kossovo was the ‘Drize for 
which they fought.’’ 

A’ number of officers volunteered to 
show us over the battlefield, explaining 
the wonders of the machine gun, of 
which every one in my party heard for 
the first time, so unfamiliar in- those 
days. was the lay mind with military 
matters. The delight of the conversa- 
Ltion was a boy Lieutenant’s description 
of the. accuracy of the ‘ Srbska

command received us with the greatest 
cordiality, holding a, banquet for us in 
what had. been .until recently a Turkish 
palace.’

WIRELESS PLANE CONTROL 


NNOUNCEMENT that satisfactory 
tests have been made of a military 
airplane controlled wholly by wire- 

less was made at San Diego, Cal., 
recently by Flight Instructor N. B. Rob- 
bins of the Rockwell field signal corps 
aviation school. The tests, he said, were 
made a short time ago, the controls 
being twelve miles apart. 

The new machine, it is announced, car- 
ries neither pilot nor observer. It ‘is 
equipped at present to carry only heavy 
freight or explosive bombs. ‘The pilot 
guiding the machine may be in another 
airplane, in a dirigible or anywhere on 
the ground. Robbins says that an aviator 
driving the control in the machine ahead 
of him may remain ‘fully fifteen miles 
behind. He also says that the machine 
, be built for one-fourth the cost of 

‘ standard military machine. An 
electrical device for releasing a cargo 
of bombs is attached to the airplane. 

Flight Instructor Robbins is_ the

Carlo Liten was born at, Antwerp in 
the shadow of the cathedral and is in 
his fortieth year. His mother was an 
Italian and his father a Belgian, who, 
after the manner of fathers, strongly 
disapproved of his son’s predilection for 
the stage; saying that he had no dra- 
matic talent whatever, arid advising 
him to stick at, his work of manu- 
facturing pianos. He made his début 
in 1905 atthe age of 26 at the Théatre 
du Pare at Brussels in the title réle of 
the .tragedy ‘‘ Polyphéme,’’ by Albert 
Samain, in which even without subordi- 
nate training he scored a success, all 
the more because there were then no 
tragedians in Belgium. With his qom- 
pany he soon began tours of his own 
country and of Holland, France, Switz- 


erland, Germany, and England, with a 


visit to Milan, always playing in French, 
and adding greatly to his répertoire. 

This professional life lasted for nine 
years, until the outbreak of the’ war. 
In England he came in touch with Sir 
Edward Elgar, who, after hearing his 
recitations, set to music not only ‘‘ The 
Carillon ’’ but the ‘‘ Drapeau Belge”’ 
and ‘‘ Une Voix dans le -Desert.’’ His 
reputation is Europe-wide, and is re- 
ferred to in the letters of introduction 
which he has brought to America and 
in the English criticisms of his per- 
formances. 

Mr. Liten, (whose name, by the way, 
is pronounced Lee-ten,) was, indeed, so 
well known in Germany that upon the 
arrival of the Germans at Antwerp’ he 
Was recognized and treated with much 
courtesy by the officers of the. great 
army. which had ruthlessly invaded his 
country. They even paid him the left-

These South American nations naval 
been perfectly willing to accept the 
Monroe Doctrine, Dr. Pezet said, when 
he was asked how they \regarded Presi- 
dent Wilson’s description of the “ big 
brother attitude ’’ of the United States. 

“In fact,’”’ he added, ‘‘ they looked 
upon it as a natural defense against 
those nations of Europe who were lend- 
ing their talents and gold to South 
American development, while the United 
States was a passive onlooker. But 
while they benefited ‘by it they regarded 
its purpose as twofold, and as essential 
to the safety of .the United States as it 
was to that of the other republics. But 
they would have liked to see this policy 
supplemented with some sort of ma- 
terial policy that would have aided in 
their development of the South American 
continent. 

‘‘The republics of South America in 
their relations among themselves re- 
semble more the Balkan States or the 
States of the German confederation of 
the first part of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, than they do any other group of 
nations. Climete, topography, racial 
differences, general jealousies, inherited 
from Colonial days, scant population, 
general poverty, and insufficient educa- 
tion prevented the countries from con- 
solidating into one strong whole or from 
organizing a federation that might have 
developed strength and endured. At- 


tempts at federation by some were ! 


frustrated by intrigues of others. 
time has there been a real genuine senti+ 
ment of solidarity, 
ternity,, among these ten nations. 
‘“*So while the United States have 
been, in a measure,,free from troubles of 
a complicated internaticnal pelicy, and, 
therefore, in a condition to attend to 
their own development, the republics of 
South America have been playing at in- 
ternational politics as independent na- 
tions, and very often getting burned in 
the process. 
‘**T believe President Wilson's plan for 
Pan Americanism would remedy this 
and weld our South American nations 
and the United States into a close rela- 
tionship, which would work out for the 
good of the world, and would have an 
important bearing on the war and its 
outcome. In view of the lack of soli- 
darity among the nations of the Amer- 
icas it is interesting. to note how the 
nations of South America have acted in 
this present world crisis. 


*‘ Brazil, the largest and richest of all 
the South American nations, notwith- 
standing the fact of her large German 
population, solidarized herself with the 
United States the moment this na- 
tion entered the war, first breaking off 
diplomatic relations with ‘ Germany, 
later declaring a state of war, and fi- 
nally seizing all of the interned German 
vessels in her ports and turning them 
over to France. 

“ Bolivia severed diplomatic relations 
in sympathy with the United States and 
to emphasize the sentiment that should 
bind all American nations in such a 
crisis. 

‘Peru severed displomatic relations 
with Germany .as a consequence of the 
ruthless submarine warfare, and now 
that nation is clamoring for the seizure 
of interned German vessels. 

‘“* Ecuador severed diplomatic relations 
in a like manner. 

/“* Uruguay solidarized herself with the 
United States, broke off all intercourse 
with Germany, and seized all interned 
vessels. 

‘Paraguay declared a friendly neu- 
trality in favor'of the Allies and the 
United States. 

“* Argentina gave passports to Minister 
Count Luxburg as a result of disclo- 
sures of cable dispatches passed between 
him and his Goyermment.

world peace and as a permanent pre- 
ventive of the realization of the Ger- 
* man scheme of a Central HBuropean 

Empire stretching through to the Black 

Sea, the Persian Gulf, and Afghanis- 

tan. The western side of the old Rus- 

sian Empire, the greater part of the 
present territory of Austria-Hungary, 
and the bulk of the Balkan Peninsula 
“are occupied by nations, mostly of 
Slavic race, some of which were Dit- 
terly hostile to the Germans and Aus- 
trians for many years before this war 
and others of which have been made 
enemies to the Central Powers by their 
actions in the last year or so. To util- 
ize at once the aspirations for freedom 
of these nations and their hostility to 
the Central Powers will, in the opinion 
of these students, not only result in the 
liberation of small nations from foreign 
domination for which the war is being 
fought, but will erect a barrier against 
further expansion of the Germans and 

Magyars to the east.and south.

The accompanying map, pre- 
dared by Professor Herbert A. Miller of 
Oberlin, shows the distribution of the 
races in Central ard Southeastern Eu- 
rope; and the darkened districts inhab- 
ited by the Slav and other anti-German 
nationalities are clearly outlined as a 
great bulwark in the way of German 
conquest. 

The Language Map. 

The map is based onthe consideration 
of language chiefly, and so the German 
region, for instance, extends across the 
‘border of Switzerland. The territories 
actually inhabited by the peoples domi- 
Mant in the nations of the German 
alliance—that is, the Germans of the 
@mpire, the Germans end Magyars in 
Austria, the Bulgars, arm the Turks—are 
left in white, with the delimitations be- 


|. tween these nationalities indicated suf- 


ficiently by the national boundaries. It 
will be observed that the greater part of 
the territory of Austria-Hungary is in- 
habited by races bitterly hostile to the 
German-Austrians and Magyars; and 
these races. number altogether some 
three-fifths of the total population of the 
Monarchy. ; ¢ 

Generally speaking, the language map 
ia a correct indication of the extent of 
_ the nationalities. There are slight ex- 
‘ geptions, but. very slight; so that this 
/ Tap, based op the distribution of lan- 
guages, presents a roughly accuraty pic- 
ture of the distribution of races. How- 
ever, in many parts of Certral and 
{astern Europe there is a great mixture 
of races. It has been impossible ‘to 
epresent this on a map of this scale, 
or to indicate the enclaves—small areas 
inhabited by. one race within a large 
» territory occupied by another—except in 
the case of fairly large districts, such as 
@ southeastern corner of Hungary, 
ere there is a considerable Hungarian 
& considerable German population

there is a considerable Lithuanian popu- 
lation. 

Along the Baltio Sea near Danzig and 
on the eastern frontier of Germany 
Poles predominate, but there is a con- 
siderable admixture of Germans. 

In Southeastern Poland there is a 
mixture of Poles and Ukrainians; fur- 
ther north a mixture of Poles and 
Lithuanians. 

In Southern Hungary, opposite the 
northern frontier of Serbia, there is a 
very’ great mixture of races. Generally 
speaking, the Jugoslavs predominate in 
the western part of this territory and 
the Rumanians in the eastern, 

In Macedonia the population is pre- 
dominantly Slavic, with varying af- 
finities toward Serbs and Bulgars, but 
there is a considerable percentage of 
Greeks and Albanians. The section 
numbered 7 on the language map is in- 
habited in the western segtion in the 
main by Albanians, while the eastern 
part represents the mixed poptlation of 
Macedonia. 

There is a considerable Turkish 
population in Bulgaria; and along the 
western coast of the Black Sea (Bul- 
garia and the Dobrudja) the population 
is for the most part Greek or Turkish. 

There are numerous German settle- 

ments among the Czechs and Jugoslavs, 
numerous Magyar settlements among 
the Slovaks—the eastern part of the 
Czechoslovak nation: and, conversely, 
there are many settlements of Czecho- 
slovaks and Jugoslavs among the Ger- 
mans and Magyars as indicated on this 
map. ; 
The problem of these “ minority na- 
tionalities ’’ is a very serious one—how 
serious may be understood from the 
classic instance of the minority na- 
tionality, which is found further west 
—Ulster. 

But it is not an insoluble problem. 
Lately the Jugoslavs and Italians, who 
had conflicting claims on the eastern 
shore of the Adriatic, have come to an 
agreement which promises to accord 
full autonomy to the people of each na- 
tion who may have to be included 
within the boundaries of the other, 
and both the Czechoslovaks and Jugo- 
slavs have promised to give full minor- 
ity rights even to the Germans who 
may be included within their national 
boundaries if the Allies win complete 
victory. 

Poles Are Strongly Anti-German. 

Now look at the map as elucidated 
above. On the shores of the Baltic, 
south of the Finns and the Esths, who 
want independence but are temporarily 
under German rule, and who are not 
concerired in the present political-stra- 
tegic conception, are the Lithuanians 
and Letts. Thése kindred peoples oc- 
cupy the shores of the Gulf of Riga 
and the hinterland east of East Prus- 
sia. Altogether they number perhaps 
6,000,000. They want complete inde- 
pendence—whether as separate Lettish 
and Lithuanian States or a union of 
the two peoples is yet to be seény but 
complete independence of Russia, of 
Germany, of Poland, and eyerybody 
else. The Allies have not expressed 
themselves regarding them, but they 
hope for recognition of their national 
aspirations. 

South of these is Poland. The Polish 
people in Europe numbers some 20,- 
000,000, and before the war was cut 
up between Austria, Prussia, and Rus- 
sia. There has been and.still is a 
whole world of intrigue among them 
by various influences among the Cen- 
‘tral Powers, but Polish sentiment has 
been growing more and more antt- 
German, end the Polish National Com- 
mittee in London, Paris, and New York 
has been raising Polish troops to fight 
in France on the side of the Allies.

this purpose. 

President Wilson has long been out- 
spoken in his demand for Polish unity 
and independence, and the conference 
of the Premiers of England, France, 
and Italy a few days ago declared that 
one of the conditions of a just and last- 
ing. peace was the creation of a united 
and independent Poland with free ac- 
cess to the sea. This access, presuma- 


ably, is at Danzig, in West Prussia,

85,000,000 of Ukrainians, of whom 4,- 
000,000-—generally known as Ruthenians, 
but of the same race, culture and as- 
pirations as their kinsmen to the east~ 
ure in the eastern part of the Austrian 
province of Galicia and several hundred 
thousand in northeastern Hungary, The 
rest occupy what used to be southwest 
Russia. 

The Ukrainians, in their war against 
the Bolsheviki last winter, allied them- 
selves with Germany and Austria. But 
as soon as the German’ army had ex- 
pelled’ the Bolsheviki the Ukrainians 
vecame dissatisfied with the 
military occupation, which was allow= 
ing them no independence at all; and 
this resulted in the Germans overthrow- 
ing the government and setting up a 
puppet of their own, one General Sko- 
ropadski, as ruler of the country. Feel- 
ing in the Ukraine is now strongly an- 
ti-German; and this hostility is partic- 
ularly vigorous among the Ruthenians 
under Austrian and Hungarian rule. 
Resentment here is so vigorous that 
the Ruthenians would be very likely 
to join in any rising of other Austrian 
nationaNties that might occur, provided 
a victory of the Allies on the western 
front made it possible. } 


Ozechoslovaks Are Hostile. 


West of the Ukrainians and southwest 
of the Poles lie the Czechoslovaks, oc- 
cupying Bohemia, Moravia, Austrian 
Silesia, and the northern part’of Hun- 
gary. This nation of 10,000,000 people 
has been the most bitter, persistent, 
and successful enemy of the Germans 
and Austrians among the small na- 
tionalities. Its representatives have. 
again and again declared that they will 
accept nothing but absolute independ- 
ence~and complete union of their na- 
tion, now divided between Austria and 
Hungary. Hundreds of thousands of 
their soldiers, many of them troops of 
the Austrian army who had gone over 
by regiments to the other side, fought 
for Russia during three years; and the 
survivors of this army, numbering more 
than 50,000, are even now in transport 
to the western front, though lately 
hampered by the Bolshevikt, In France 
there is forming another arrhy com- 
posed of Czechs and Slovaks still tech- 
nically Austro-Hungarian subjects, and 
recruited largely from the ° United 
States. . 

The Szechoslovak National Council, 
with headquarters in Paris, to which 
the revolutionaries at home look as the 
centre of their movement, has been of- 
ficlally recognized by England, France, 
and Italy, and while recognition by the 
United States has not been formally 
given as yet, Secretary Lansing has 
declared that “ the nationalistic aspira- 
tions of the Czechoslovaks for freedom 
have the earnest sympathy of this Gov- 
ernment.” The Czechs of Bohemia form

—lie the Rumanians, These are not con- 
fined to the kingdom of Rumania—there 
are nearly 8,000,000 of them in Transyl- 
vania, the southeastern, part of Hun- 
gary, where they inclose a. comparatively 
small region populated by Germans and 
Magyars, -and there are more in ‘Bessa- 
rabia, which was part of the old Rus-

Serbia and grandson of King Nicholas 
of Montenegro. 
Barrier Between Magyar and Bulgar, 
’ Jugoslavs and Rumanians cut the Ger- 
man corridor.to the east; they interpose 
a solid barrier between Magyar and Bul- 
gar, which Bulgarian and Magyar 
schemes of annexation are now trying 
to cut, On the west the Jugslavs cut off 
Germans and Magyars’from the 
Adriatic, which is one of the principal 
causes of German agitation against 
them, and in the upper corner of the 
Adriatic they are contiguous with the 
unredeemed Italians of Istria, who will 
be added to the Italian Kingdom in 
case of complete allied victory. They, 
too, have’ furnished thousands of 
troops, nominally Austro-Hungarian 
subjects; to swell the armies of Serbia; 
they, like the Czechs, haye seen thou- 
gands of their fellow-countrymen exe- 
cuted by the ‘Austro-Hungarian mili- 
tary authorities. 

Among the Jugoslavs revolutionary 
ferment is spreading every day, and the 
whole people stood with practical 
unanimity behind their representatives 
in the Austrian Parliament when these 
combined with the Czechs in exposing 
the hollowness of the plausible Austrian 


.| profegsions of reform a year ago. 


Here are 100,000,000 people, running 
from Riga on the Baltic to Trieste 
and Fiume on the Adriatic, who 
are’ the. enemies of the Germans. 
Between them they completely ‘en- 
circle the Germans, Austrians, and 
Magyars on the east and southeast; 
they cut the roads from Berlin and 
Hamburg to Odessa, to Constantinople, 
to Saloniki. Indeed, the Czechoslovak 
and Jugoslav territories run rather 
closely together between Vienna and 
Budapest, and the intervening German 
and Magyar districts are interspersed 
with many Slav colonies, so that the 
connection between Vienna and Buda- 
pest is almost cut. But there is no 
almost about the crescent of Letts, 
Lithuanians, Poles, / Czechoslovaks, 
Ukrainians, Rumanians, and Jugoslavs. 
It stands solidly in the way of Ger- 
many’s dream of eastern empire. 

To be sure, most of these territories 
are occupied today by German armies, 
Lithuania was partly, occupied in the 
campaign of 1915;, the rest, with the 
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is wholly oocupied by Germany and 
Austria, who have succeeded in trans 
forming the. pre-German. sentiment 
which a good many Poles felt at the 
outbreak of the war into hatred. Ru- 
mania has been crushed and the Ru- 
maniang of Transylvania are still un- 
redeemed. The Jugoslay provinces of 
Austria, like the Czechoslovaks, are hela 
under oppressive Austrian and Magyar 
rule, end Serbia has been overrun. Tho 
Ukrainians have seen German officers 
overthrow the Government which 
showed signs of being pro-Ukrainian 
first and .pro-German second, and 
through Ukrainian territory the Ger- 
man armies have reached the Black Sea, 
Polish legions organized under German 
supervision have been disarmed and in- 
terned because they showed tendencies 
to turn their arms against the Germans 
occupying Poland. So the first and es. 
sential condition to the liberation of 
these peoples is victory over the Ger- 
man armies in France. 

But, as was said‘at the beginning, the 
military operations on the western front 
can be supplemented by active political 
Work to-bring about co-operation of the 
oppressed nations of eastern and gouth=’ 
eastern Europe against the common 
enemy. A good beginning was made by 
the Italians carly in April, when the 
Congress of Oppressed Austrian Na- 
tionalities met at Rome, and represen- 
tatives of the Poles, the Czechoslovaks, 
the Jugosiavs, the Rumanians, and the 
Italians pledged themselves to common 
action, aided by the Italian Govern- 
ment, for the break-up of Austria and 
the liberation of the nations, : But this 
work needs to be carried further, and 
this-can best be done by the United 
States Government. 

Many in This Country. 

For, besides the hundred millions of 
these peoples who form the crescent 
around the German-Magyar bloc, there 
are nearly 10,000,000 of them in this 
country. There are in. America today 
nearly 4,000,000 Poles, more than 1,000,- 
000 Czechs, moré-than 1,000,000 Slovaks, 
nearly 2,000,000 Jugoslavs, and several 
hundred thousand Lithuanians, Ukrain- 
ians, (who call themselves here Carpa- 
tho-Russians,) and Rumanians. The 
national organizations of these peoples 
have branches here, and a very large 
part of the financial support of the na- 
tionalist movements has come from con- 
tributors in America—in very many 
‘cases workmen who set aside an as- 
toundingly Jarge percentage of their 
wages for the work for national free- 
dom. f 

Unfortunately, all those who come 
from the dominions of ‘the Dual Mon- 
archy are still, technically, Austro- 
Hungarian subjects,. unless they have 
taken out naturalization papers. This 
is a sore point, particularly among the 
Czechoslovaks and Jugoslavs. In prac-

| chile salts inexhaustible supplies of 
Chile saltpeter, it has been difficult to 
rouge this country to provide its own 
nitrate supply, but this will be asgured 
in the future, in part at least, by the 
plant the Government is putting in at 
Muscle Shoals, Ala. It is quite pos- 
sible that, had this been left to private 
initiative, American munitiong manu- 
facturers would already have had ni- 
trate plants in operation. 

Dp to the opening of the war military 
explosives had been largely confined to 
gunpowder and various mixtures of 
guncotton and nitroglycerine under the 
name of smokeless powders, and pure 
guncotton, wet or dry, for mines, tor- 
pedoes, and similar uses. Among the 
requirements for mine and shell explo- 
sives are safety in menufacture and 
transportation, and, great force when 
properly detonated. As the conditions 
were not fulfilled by the explosives 
then in use, ‘many other nitro com- 
pounds have been tried out with yary- 
degrees of success, and the three 
which are now most largely used are 
trinitro-toluene, commonly known as 
“PNT; tetranitro-anilin, and piecric 
acid, or trinitro-phenol. Shells filled 
with the last are known as ‘Jack John- 
gons,”* owing to the dense black smoke 
emitfed on- explosion. 

Heretofore theee explosive compounds 
had been made only on a vefy limited 
scale; it was necessary to devise proc- 
esses by whi they could be manu- 
factured by hundre’s of tons. It.is said 
that the best TNT in the world is made 
at Kingsport, Tenn., a tbwn which owes 
its birth and continued existence to the 
chemical industries to which the war 
has given rise. 

Unquestionably the most fiendish use 
ta which chemistry has heen put in can- 
nection with the-war ig in the prepara- 
tion of poisonous gases. It was in 
April, 1915, thatthe Germans leunched 
their first gas attack. Large cylinders 
filled with compressed chlorine were in- 
stalled in the trenches, from which bent 
tubes ended ever the. parapets: “A 
light wind was Blowing toward the Al- 
lies, the valves weré opéned,; and the 
cloud of stifling gas rolled on. In spite 
of having ilearnedya week, befare from 
a deserter of the preparations the Ger- 
mans were making, to the English the 
whole scheme was so unbelievable that 
ne protection had been thought of. The 
Germans claimed in this ‘attack 6,000 
dead and as many more prisoners. Pes- 
sibly the numbers are not overesti- 
mated. 

Thus began gas warfare, a battle ef 
the chemists. The Allies at once began 
dévising protection against gas, which 
teok the form first of simple pads sat- 
urated with a solution of soda and thio- 
sulphate, commonly known ae “‘ hypo.” 
‘Then came phasgene gas, 4 compound 
of chloring and carbonic oxide, and so- 
dium carbhelate to combat tt. Between 
the end of May and December, 1915, 
there were tio gas attacks, and in this 
period the gas mask developed in its 
earlier forms. Chlorine. and phosgene ap- 
pear to be the only gaseg which lend 
themselves to successful gas cloud ef- 
fects, but a new device was at hand, 
that of shellg jJoaded with poisonous 
gases and liguida, which are liberated 
when the shell explodes. 

The whole range of the chemica] lab- 
eratory has been scrutinized in search 
suitable materials. Poison gases, 
corrosive liquids like bromin, tear gages. 
sneeze gaseg, altogether twenty differ- 
ent gases and liquids, have been used 
by the Germans. The amount of ma- 
terial “in a single shell averages six 
pounds, and, as in a single night last 
Fuly over 50,000 ghella were fired In one 
»|}small section, one gan imagine the 
chemical labor required te prepare some 
158 tons.of ‘“‘ mustard-gas,” or dichlgra: 
diethyl-sulfid, to. use its more scientific 
name. The chemists on the other gjde 
have had to collect samples of these 
geres. determine their composition, and 

iscover t begt material to combat 
them, and then prepare the absorbers 
for the ka. For the last year a large 
number ef America’s most gkijled chem- 
igts have devoted all their time to this 
phase of warfare, and it is gafe to pre- 
dict that they will at least make things 
interesting for the German ehemists. 

Turning from the gr@ynd to the air, 
there have been many new problems 
for the ohemist to solve, For the Zep- 
pelin and the observation baljeons it has 
been necessary ta prepare hydrogen in 
quantities on a fer larger gcale than 
has ever before b¢an attempted, gnd to 
arrange either for ite magufacture at 
the front, or wherever needed, or else 
for its transpertation in enormous 
amounts. Hor the airplane new alloys 
are called for, possessing both light- 
ness ang strength, treatment for the 
weed and linen, and ‘' Gone " for the 
wings, al] along new and hitherto un- 
developed lines. 

For the sea, means have had to be de- 
vised for keeping the air pure and in 
sufficient supply fer the submarines: 
explosives prepared for torpedoes and 
mines, as well gg detonating devices 
‘for depth. bembs, which are proying to 
-be the scourge of the submarines.

Al! this has 
been slowly changing, this country and 
others following in the lead of Ger- 
many. Our progress along these lines 
had not been great, but it had been 
sufficient for the opening of the war to 
find us in a far better condition than 
it found England}; tn-that country there 
had heen. much .greater conservatism 
among manufacturers, and -the value of 
the chemist was much less realized 
than in the more progressive Amer- 
fean industries. © 

But there is another series of indus- 
tries which have been wholly created 
by the chemist. In the list we should 
place gas lighting, illuminating oils, 
and fuel gases; photography, artificial 
fertilizers, and cement; explosives, for 
there is a large explosive. industry en- 
tirely unconnected with military pur- 
poses; calcium carbid, carborundum, 
aluminium, and other products - of the 
electric furnace and synthetic dyes and 
medicines. It was in these fields es- 
pecially that Germany far surpassed 
the other countries of the world. 

Consider for a moment the last men- 
tioned, the synthetic dyes and medicines. 
The first. synthetic. dyestuff was dis- 
covered by Perkin In England, but the 
industry was developed in Germany. A 
few attempts were made to carry on 
the industry in this country, but every 
effort was stifled by German trade com- 
binations, and we were. well content to 
let Germany manufacture our dyestuffs 
for us. 

Synthetic medicines were deyeloped in 
Germany, and though some of them 
could be, and were, manufactured in 
this country, our patent system so per: 
fectly protected the Gerygzn manufac- 
turer from Americah sompetition that 
the foreigner had @ complete monopoly 
of our markets. 

One other conspicuous inatance of 
German monopoly may be cited in this 
connection, though it is one for 
which nature, not man, ig re- 
sponsible. This is Germany’s monop- 
oly of potash fertilizer. There are at 
present but two extensive deposits of 
potassium salts known in the world, 
the one at Stassfurt, in Germany, and 
the other in that portion of Germany 
taken by her from France at the close 
of the Franco-Prussian war. All the 
rest of the world was dependent on Ger- 

many for this necessary ingredient of 
all artificial fertilizers. Matters were, 
however, net so unequal ¢s it might 
seem, for if Germany had a monopoly of 
potash, the. United States had a practical 
monopoly of the equally necessary phos- 
phate, while Chile had a monopely of 
nitrates, ey for both fertilizers and 
explasives. @ normal condition of 
things there is no objection to such a 
state of affairs; there4s.no more rear 
son why a nation should produce all it 
consumes than there is that a country 
or a State should be industrially inde- 
pendent of its neighbors. - Germany 
could produce dyestuffs at a far cheap- 
er cost than we, but there were plenty 
of other products which we could pro- 
greater advantage and which 
we could send in exchange, as we did.

versity of Chicago and the rapid de- 
velopment of Harvard, Columbia, and 
other universities. 

Thanks to @ few leaders, chemistry 
shared dispropertionately in -this ad- 
vance, and by the close of the century 
our chemical students were ne longer 
eompelled ta study in Germany in order 
to prepare themselves for positions of 
responsibility,, either academic or’ in- 
dustrial, 

The American Chemical Society, too, 
had its part in this period of prepara 
tion. Founded in 1876, for more than 
@ decade it lived a precarious existence, 
having but a handful df members and 
those largely resident in the vicinity of 
New York. Toward the close of the 
century it: began to take ‘on new life, 
its membership passed the thousand 
mark, its journal began to contain im- 
portant papers; an abstract journal, 
which began as a private enterprise, in- 
tended merely. to review the work of 
American chemists, was acquired; in- 
dustrigl chemists were attracted, and 
shortly outnumbered those in the aca- 
demic work, and an industrial journal 
was founded.~ Today the society num- 
bers more than 10,000 members, its jour- 
nal is one of the world’s important pub- 
lications in its field, the Abstract Jour- 
nal covers the world's chemical litera- 
ture, and its nga Journal ranks 
among the most portant. Thus the 
value of the Amepfcan Chemical Society 
in preparing the field ean be hardly 
overestimated.” 


At the opening of the war the first 
call was for explosives, and we witness 
an immediate and extraordinary devel- 
uae of the few existing plants for 
the Manufacture of nitro-cotton end 
nitroglycerine; even new towns, such as 
Hopewell, sprang into existence. Little 
difficulty was found in manning these 
immense works with satisfactorily edu- 
cated chemists, who proved themselves 
equal to hitherto uncalled-for tasks. 
This was, however, but the development 
of what had already existed on a con- 
siderable scale, for the chemical de- 
partment of a single plant employed 
certainly not’ less than twoscore chem- 
ists prior to the war. 

The first “‘ pinch,” after importations 
from Germany were practically cut off, 
was in dyestuffs. Our textile manu- 
facturers were all but wholly depend- 
ent upon Germany. It is true that a 
few dyes were made in this country, 
but in reality this manufacture was lit- 
tle ‘more than an assembling of mate®* 
rials, intermediates as they are called, 
which were themselyes imported from 
Germany. A new {industry had to be 
built up from the foundgtions if the 
situation was to be met. Before the 
war we had been importing annually 
passibly $10,000,000 worth of coal-tar 
dyes, to say nething of these interme- 
diates, The small stocks, which some 
were fortunate enough to have on hard.

ROVOST MARSHAL GENERAL 
CROWDER’'S “ work - or - fight.” 
regulation is causing some appre- 

hension and disturbance in the moving- 
picture world. It is generally admitted 
that musicians, cameramen, managers 
of all kinds, film salesmen, stage car- 
penters, scenario editors and writers, 
publicity men, and many others em- 
Ployed in the business may be included 
in “Section C of the regulations, which 
Provides that ‘‘ persons, including ush- 
ers and other attendants, engaged and 
occupied in end in connection with 
games, sports, and amusements, except- 
ing actual performers in legitimate 
toncerts, operas, or theatrical perfoérm- 
ances,’’ shall not be considered as per- 
forming useful work, and, if within the 
draft age, must get other jobs or fight. 
‘Lee .A.- Ochs, -President of the Motion 
Picture’ Exhibitors’ League, and other 
film. men. have. taken the matter up 
with the authorities at Washington and 
hope to obtain exemption for those 
highly skilled workers most essential: to 
the moving-picture industry, which the 
Government has frequently recognized 
as of great value in the prosecution of 
the war. 

The moving ricture industry was dis- 
turbed recently by a movement seek- 
ing to have its work suspended 
on the gfound that it was non- 
essential, but Secretary of the Treas- 
ury McAdoo, Food Administrator 
Hoover, and Fuel Administrator Gar- 
field took a decided stand against this 
movement in letters to George Creel, 
Chairman of the Committee on Public 
Information, in which they stated that 
the moving pictures were giving valuable 
service in the present crisis.

And now ‘the American Government 
adds its yoice to that of Great Britain, 
and rules’ that hereafter one-fifth ‘of 
the “films exported from this country 
The

Serialg, comedies, and other scarcely 
‘educational ” films reply in haste 
that this will ruin their business, that 
thie industry here does not manufacture 
a sufficient number of educational 
films. to permit any large exportation 
of other films on the percentage basis, 
and that ‘the educationals do not go 
in the foreign markets. Of course, the 
Educaticnal Films Corporation, which 
makes a’ specialty of educational sub- 
jects, is pleased -with the order, and 
E,.. W. Hammons, Vice President of the 
organization, insists that the quantity 
of ‘quality production, as it seems to 
him, is’ more than adequate for the 
need that will be created under the 
Goverrment’s ruling, and that the ef- 
fect of the ruling will be to send to 
foreign countries the films representa- 
tive of the best in America, and to ex- 
clude from them the movie trash which 
does tnore harm than good anywhere.

WARTIME “POP” CONCERTS 





UMMER concerts on a popular 
scale beyond any given in recent, 
years in New York are to start 
one week from tonight in the 

Lewisohn Stadium of the City College, 
at 187th Street and Amsterdam Avenue, 
up on Washington Heights overlooking 
the plains of Harlem and the more 
distant hills of the Bronx and of Long 
Island. Here it is confidently hoped 
that a large proportion of the 20,000 
soldiers and sailors who are in town 
each week and some of the 50,000 pass- 
ing through camps near by will often be 
the honored guests of the patriotic 
women who have promoted the musical 
enterprise and of the crowds that will 
assemble nightly for many weeks to 
come. ; 

Plans are under way whereby the 
committee in charge will secure the co- 
operation of United States officers in 
the camps in and about New York, the 
custodians of Y. M. C. A. huts and of 
army and navy clubs, to make certain 
that all men passing through the city 
are aware of the fact that soldiers and 
sailors in uniform will be admitted to 
these concerts. free. The rest of the 
amphitheatre’s 6,000 seats. will be sold 
at 25 cents, including war tax, and there 
will be several hundred reserved chairs 
at a dollar apiece down in front near the 
orchestra, where from seventy-five to a 
hundred tables will be provided ‘for those 
ordering ice ‘cream and soft. drinks.

HITCHCOCK BEFORE AND AFTER 





RESSING room stories, of course, 
went out of fashion long ago, but 
this is another one, for all that. 


It has to do with a segment of the 


busy life of one Raymond Hitchcock, ac- 
tor, the precise sector being the fifteen 
minutes immediately preceding his ap- 
pearance in the auditorium and the five 
minutes which intervene between that 
appearance and the moment that he 
starts ‘‘ Hitchy-Koo ”’ on its way by wel- 
coming Clarence and Rosie and the rest 
and introducing them to each other.

THE STORY OF GITZ RICE 





EVERAL things stood out in the 

production of ** Getting Together ’’ 

when that place was first offered 

at the Lyric Theatre in March. 
One of them was the play’s realism, a 
second. was. Percival Knight, and a 
third was Lieutenant Gitz Rice, First 
Canadian: Contingent. 
returned to the Shubert two weeks 
ago it was found that these three 
things were still the important factors 
in the performance, and that Gitz 
Rice’s share in the entertainment had 
undergone an increase. Several more 
of his war songs had been incorporated 
into the piece, and their singing in- 
variably h2ld up the performance from 
one to three minutes. 

Lieutenant Gitz Rice is a man whom 
the war has developed. He is a Cana- 
dian, and prior to the war was in busi-— 
ness with several.members of his fam- 
ily in Montreal. He was a _ photog- 
rapher then, but his dramatic instinct 


-had been finding. an outlet in the or- 


ganization of various amateur enter- 
tainments given for local charities. 

Gitz Rice’s amateur organization hap- 
pened to be giving a dinner on the night 
that England declared war against 
Germany. There were sixty men at 
the dinner, and fifty-two volunteered 
that night. They were in uniform the 
next day. With the Princess Pat 
Regiment, and men gathered from 
other_ Canadian cities, they made up 
the First Canadian Contingent. Utter- 
ly raw,’ Rice and his comrades were 
drilled for but a month in Canada and 
three months in England, and found 
themselves landed in France” in Feb- 
ruary, 1915. 

It was during the brief. months of 
training that Rice wrote his first war 
songs—some ditties satirizing the train- 
ing course. On the trip across Rice and 
150 of his comrades—he was a private 
at tHe time—had the job of attending to 
the wants of 212 horses somewhere in 
the depths of the vessel. The task was 
not a’ grateful one, as can be imagined, 
and it required a particularly optimis- 
tic soul to be able to cheer his fellow- 
soldiers ‘with song. But Rice did it. 

‘“‘The boys were hungry for relaxa- 
tion, and it seemed that when we were 
all singing the work was done much 
more quickly,” he. explained. ‘ The

. NAUMANN SAYS 
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German Interpretation of French 
“and English National Spirits. 


After Bichnowsky, Jagow, and Miih-—- 
ton. comes Friedrich Naumann, member 
of the Reichstag and original advocate 
of ‘‘Middle Europe,’’ with a new ex- 
‘planation of the cause of the war. It

plies an explanation of deep underlying 
national qualities in the western Euro- 
*pean.countries which are irreconcilable. 
His article, which he calls “ The Spirits 
of the Nations,’’ arpears in a recent 


reads as follows: ; 

.“ For the first time the great war has 
revealed the souls of the nations. Here- 
tofore, we had only some géneral ideas 
ebout the character of the French, the 
Italians, or the English, But now the 
Pictures have taken on much sharper 
lines and become of amazing clearness. 
At the same time the outside world 
@ees much sharper and clearer into our 
being than ever before. 

“ Over the Rhine and the Vosges bor- 
der Frenchmen and Germans look at 
each- other in the struggle as if they 
had really never seen each other before. 
At’ Ypres, at Amiens, at the Channel, 
Germans and English look each other 
iu the eye aw strangers who finally wish 
to learn really te know each other. Even 
among the’ chief representatives of the 
‘three old European cultures, a paralyz- 
“ing sense of wonder weighs them down, 
The veil is torn away, all polite forms 
are thrown down, poison gases creep 
over the earth, engines of destruction 
hover in the air, and in the hellish din 
the hostile brothers recognize each other 
as complete enemies. 

“We and our fathers had so man 
relations with the western peoples an 
their forefathers! Once in the Middle 
Ages the whole of the western European 
territory was almost like qne big family. 
Tt had the same beliefs, the same cus- 
toms, there was an interchange of 
ideas. Knighthood and the crusades 
were in common, handiwork and art 
were exchanged. All the old things are 
g:: familiar to us. Whether we wander 
through South England, North France, 
or Western Germany, the same Gothic 
surrounds us. Often, to be sure, in 
these districts in all ages there w, 
fighting, but for the most part it s 
local or dynastic interests that ‘were 
fought over, not a final bloody settle- 

ent of the nations. There was then

#*But now it is a death mood, in 
which the children of the three brother. 
nations see the impossibility of recon- 
ciliation and the bottomless schism be- 
,tween them. Each is ready to die if 
nly he can kill the other, -who, to him, 
fs unbearable. 

“If a man really wants to know what 
is tragic in the deepest’ sense let him 
fully grasp this situation. Before its 
cold transparency all natural gentleness

“In this spirit the nations have risen 
up against each other with a heroism 
and a bravery that is boundless. They 
Brow beyond themselves and become 
giants. All small and delicate things 
seem to. vanish from their sight; the 

stions become opumental in their war 
igvemenis: We become Germans as 
e always were, the English become 
Png ish, the French, French. The for- 
gotten past comes to the front, the sub- 
stance, the being. arises; nations Bee 
each other in bronze nakedness. 


Spirits of the Nations Called Forth. 


‘We three Occidental nations are in 
reality very different from each other. 
It is not as if an accident of speech and 
national customs separated us. Far be- 
hind all recognizable qualities there is 
an inborn individtality of mind which 
has wrought out this separation in the 


long ages to this hour of fate. There 
is a hidden basic quality of every race 
which becomes the demon when jt is 
‘brought to desperation. This basic 
quality in its hugeness is now here. 

“Naturally we Germans cannot know 
how the others see us. What we read 
in their papers is shaped for the aims 
of war passions and therefore twisted 
and distorted. That we really are as 
the French and English wgr baiters de- 
acribe us is impossible, d it is prob- 
ably as little believed by the cool ele- 
ments of these people'as we accept as 
correct what the German war interests 
tell us about the character of the Eng- 
lish and the French. But’ when one 
with careful consideration removes the 
unavoidahle hate and _. exaggeration, 
there remains nevertheless something 
incomprehensible. 

‘*Many of us have, it seemed, known 
the French very well. We have often 
traveled in their land and read their 
literature. At the same time we do not 
forget what our forebears learned from 
them at times and at times suffered 
from them. But who of us all who con- 
sidered the Frenchman and his ways, 
who of us would have given him, his 
wife, his children, and his “eld people 
fthe credit for the tenacity to carry on 
this war for the sake of the idea, of 
Alsace-Lorraine? There is now no 
. Napoleon to drag them out to the bat- 
tiefield, but they themselves for the 
greater part wanted the war. What is 
‘Alsace-Lorraine to them? Is_ it for 
them an object of such value that for 
its sake they bear the destruction of the 
whole northern part of their country? 
[s~the individual Alsatian so uardentl 
‘beloved? Does he count as a full 
Frenchman? No, but the idea that the 
honor of France is at stake works all 
‘powerfully. _ 

“The first of the gréat French poets,

SHOOT AT DUMMY AIRPLANES 


How American Fliers Complete Gun- 
* nery Education at\Lake Charles. 


LAKE CHARLES, La., June 12,:—Avi- 
ators from training camps throughout 
the country are completing their educa- 
fion in aerial gunnery at the finishing 
school near here. From sunrise to sun- 
set the planes are darting here and 
there, sometimes near the earth and 
again at high altitudes, and the rattle 
of machine guns is almost continuous. . 

The targets at this, the first school 
of its kind to be established in the 
United States, are reproductions of a 
German “ taube ”’ airplane placed on the 
surface of the lake and with a black 


cross painted thereon to represent the 
enemy pilot, the principal mark for the 
gunners. e-students easily discern 
the striking of bullets on the water and 
are able to correct their fire almost in- 
stantly if the shots go wide. The re- 
sults, instructors declare, are more than 
gratifying, but just what records the 
young fliers have made is information 
withheld from the public. 

The training in gunnery is as complete 
as it is humanly possible to make it. 
Before being sent to the camp, the stu- 
dents are required to undergo a course 
of ground schooling at Gerstner Field, 
near here. From Gerstner Field they .o 
to the lake, and in classes of thirty are 
put to work on the ‘‘taube” and a 
small aerial target released at an alti- 
tude of about 8,000 feet. The students 
are graded according to their profi- 
ciency in firing, and when they make 
the percentage of hits required are dis- 
charged from the school. 

Bot the small machines, carrying 
only a pilot, and the larger planes, with 
a pact and observer, are in use at the 
school, 


BAD YEAR FOR LIMA BEANS. 


Wet Spells Came Just in Time to 
Rot Seed and Spoll Replanting. 


This has been an especially hard year 
on the war gardener’s lima beans. 
Hardly one planter in a hundred got ia 
full. stand from his first planting, and 
some have had no better luck with 
three"plantings. Lima beans do not like 
much water, even .in well-drained soil, 
before they get their: heads above 
ground, and this has been a watery 
season. If lima beans can have five or 
six days of moderately dry, warm 
weather they are nearly sure to come 
up and flourish, and nothing gives 
a gardener keener pleasure than long, 
straight rows of their big, pale green 
leaves nodding in a Spring breeze; but 
few have had that delight this year. A 
few gardeners flew in the face of Provi- 
dence and planted their limas in the 
first bright, hot days in May, though it 
was fully two weeks earlier than the 
time set by .the garden calendars for 
putting them in. These few are about 
the only gardeners who got a full stand. 
About May 20, which is the ideal lima 
bean planting date, there were several 
fine, hot days, and gardeners rushed to 
the planting. A few days later, just as 
the hearts of these planted limas had 
turned into crooked tails and were dig- 
ging down into the soil to find a rooting 
place preparatory to pushing the parent 
beans, split open opposite the eye, up 
through the soil crust, there came a cold 
1ain that soaked the gardens. That was 
bad enough, but the sun kept his face 
almost hid for three or four days, so 


that the drying out was slow and thou-: 


sands of limas rotted after their swell- 
ing bulk had heaved the soil crust most 
hopefully. 

Then after a week came the replant- 
ing, only to be followed by more wet, 
cool weather, and more rotting seed. 
Not a few replantings were less success- 
a ew ne — and many have the 

ir anting in, with littl 
than for the first. re 

jn some gardens the owners, having 
no more lima bean seed and being un- 
able to get a bean in. New York, have 
filled in the.blank spaces with bush 
strug beans. 

Speaking of lima beans recalls that 
they have been selling since early in 
the Winter at from $1 to $1.25 a quart, 
and now Fordhooks and “irpee’s Im- 
pocved are not to be had at any price 
n New York. And even at these super- 
war prices the seed has been none too 
good. A great deal of the seed has 
been affected with the weevil. and pro- 
ducers have made no effort to grade 

e small, missh . 
gt ge seeds: ee, ee ae 
uite a few garleners whose 1 

beans have not come up well or cave 
not flourished after they did come up 
have failed to place the blame where if 
belongs. A good many war gardens are 
planted in new ground that has.been in 
sod for  deggrtye and besides being almost 
invariably sour and needing lime, sod 
ground is the favorite habitat of wire- 
worms. Wire worms’ are the natural 
enemies of lima beans. The wireworm; 
which is about an inch long, the color 
of 4n angleworm or a little darker, 
tough and wiry ‘and coiled when started, 
delights to burrow into the big, soft, fat 
meat of a swollen lima bean seed. If it 
happens to miss the heart, it may-do-no 
serious harm, and the seed may germi- 
nate and ow. But the ‘~wireworm 
doesn’t stop its depredation when the 
bean comes up: For the first two weeks 
or more of the lima bean plant's life the 
stem, which is nearly as big as a lead 
pencil, is a tender, juicy tidbit for 
underground feeders. Cutworms go 
through lima bean stems without effort, 
and wireworms bore into them down 
near the roots and eat away, not enough 
to kill the plant, but enough to make it 
a weakling of life. Sometimes the wire- 
worm will work ona stem for weeks, 
eating its way up through the heart, 
almost to the seed leaf. Of the two 
forms of attack, that of the cutworm is 
less objectionable, for, it kill quickly 
and the gardener knows the fate of his 
pet. he wireworm's work often gives 
no hint till it is too late to replant, or 
leaves. the. gardener with a Hma bean 
patch that will not give half a crop, no 
matter how Ifberally he resorts to 
nitrate of soda and liquid manure. 

One method of getting a good stand 
of lima. deans that the novice seldom 
resorta to and“that seems not to appeal 
to more experienced gardeners, though 
it is entirely feasible and successful, ts 
transplanting. The lima bean can 
moved with little trouble and no danger. 
even after the crown leaves are weil 
seveleped. To make the operation suc- 
cessful a hole six inches deep and six 
inches in djameter should be 
round trowel where the plant {

He reported that the crop from 
these plants was larger than from those 
that were not , transplanted, though 
perhaps a week ‘later.

-The new chief of the Amierican avia- 
tion forces in France is Colonel Mason 


M. Patrick of the Cofps of Engineers. 
Colonel Patrick is a native’ of West 
Virginia and a West Pointer of the class 
of 1886, For years he has been a noted 
officers of engineers, and is said to be 
one of the best posted officers on mat- 
ters-pertaining to aviation in the army, 

Colonel Patrick succeeds Brig. Gen. 
Benjamin D. Foulois, whg now takes 
command of the air force of the First 
American Army.

The Sergeant is the backbone of the 
army, an officer at Governors Island 
said the other day. The occasion. of 
the remark was an order issued recently 
which calls for the special training of 
non-commissioned officers in order to 
qualify them to replace commissioned 
officers who fall in battle. The order, 
which is directed to the commanders of 
all training camps, was suggested by 
General Pershing, and is as follows: 

(a) Division and other commanders will 
bring to the attention of organization com- 
manderg the.great importance of improv- 
. ing the status of non-commissioned officers, 
particularly of Sergeants, and of perfect- 
ing their training to the, highest possible 
degree. 

(b) In as far as is consistent with facili- 
ties available, arrangements will be made 
to separate Sergeants from other enlisted 
men in quarters and at mess. 

(c) Sergeants will be extended special 
privileges whenever possible. 

(ad) Their duties and responsibilities will 
be thoroughly. represented to them, by 
means of lectures, school courses, and 
through official intercourse with their im- 
mediate commanders. 

(e) They will be encouraged to study all 
subjects connected with their profession, 
and, in order to accomplish the desired 
ends, officers will assist them in every pos- 
sible way. 

(f) It is desired to make the Sergeant 
realize that his position !s a responsible 
one, and to inculcate in him the habit of 
command. He should be encouraged to give 
his ideas freely when called upon to do s0 
by his officers, 

(g) Intimate association between non- 
commissioned officers and privates will not 
be tolerated. Orders will be issued in “all 
organizations forbidding non-commissioned 
officers, and particularly Sergeants, from 
being on terms of familiarity with privates 
and other enlisted men. 


Among the new Colonels recently pro- 
moted by President Wilson is Guy V. 
Henry, the Commandant of Cadets: at 
the United States Military Academy. 
Colonel Henry is a son of the late 
Major Gen. Guy V. Henry, one of the 
general officers who gained fame dur- 
ing the Sanitago operations in- the 
Spanish War. Frank McCoy, former 
aid on the staff of Major Gen. Wood 
and now on the staff of General Persh- 
ing in France, was promoted to ‘Colonel 
at the same fime as. Colonel Henry. 
Both of these officers are cavalrymen.

They will be on officers’ pay. while 
training, and at the completion of their 
course will be assigned at once to duty 
with the engineer troops. 

Engineering societies and _ institutes 
will be provided with application blanks 
to be distributed among their members 
and friends in the profession. ngin- 
eers who do not obtain blanks in this 
way should address the Chief of Engin- 
eers,. United States Army, Washington. 
These forms, when + property, See out, 
should be _ return to ashington. 
After they have been scrutinized with 
a view. to ascertaining the fitness of the 
applicarits, word will be sent out telling 
the men when and where to appear for 
mental and physical examinations,

was enforced among children...One of 
the methods is thus’described in ‘the re- 
port: - ’ . 


One of the most diabolical methods 
was the in&titution of. the so-called 
orphan asylums at Panormo.

- Both 
these means of relief were contrary to 
the program which was being’ carried 
out, of which one of the aims -was to 
compel the Greeks by frtightfulness to 
@ voluntary expatriation. 


Imprisonments without excuse, starva- 
tions in jails, outrages upon the defense- 
less, floggings to extort.‘‘ information ” 
on which further outrages could be 


«based were also part of the program, 


and when the populations of villages 
wete deported they were forbidden to 
carry away anything, while often the 
gendarmes in charge of the deportation 
refused to give them food. < 

The final and most destructive weapon 
used in the attack on the Greek people 
was the deportations en masse, which 
after some preliminary tryouts began in 
| June, 1915. ‘The’ excuse was usually 
military necessity, fear of the. sympa- 
ties entertained by the Greek population 
toward.the Allies. 

When the populations of whole vil- 
lages,. whole small cities, whole dis- 
tricts. were driven out over night by 
Turkish troeps they were not allowed 
to migrate to Christian villages. The 
nominal destination was usually a 
Turkish village in the interior. Some- 
times the refugees arrivéd and some- 
times they did--not; for the privations 
of the trip through rough country,’ often 
in Winter, carried off many thousands. 
When they did arrive, the men had 
almost always been combed out to be 
carried off to imprisonment or forced 








water, 
gangs that escorted them, “they were, 


provided. they were not ‘murdered, led 


by their executioners to the mountains.” 

Here are a few samples of many con- 
sular_ reports, dry‘ official documents 
which present in rio very highly colored 
form. the events of: the deportations and 
the condition of the refugees: 


Twenty-eight other villages have 
been burned within a week from Jan. 


15 up to the present ‘time, excluding 
those that have been burned during 
the month of December, Sg women 
and children have been sent and con- 
timue to. be sent on foot -in' ithe midst 

to. the vinces of 

Sebastia and Angora.. Babies, girls, 
women ir. childbirth and pregnant, 
sick people, and old men are pushed 
from place to place; they spend their 
nights: in hans (Turkish inns) with- 
out bread or any other food; they 
sleep naked on the manure piles or on 
the floor, and although many of them’ 
contract pneumonia or other diseases, 
on the following day, in the same 
manner, they are driven.on under the . 
lash. Many children having lost their 
parents, are’ gcattered in. the moun- 
tains or in the Turkish ration, oth- 
ers die-on the way of starvation cage 
and hardship, and are ‘buried 
mountains or are left a prey in the 
wild beasts. Those that survive their 
sufferings, after a journey lasting 
many days, are ena eign : roughout 
the Turkish villages of t nce 
of Angora, where, in Pes course of 
time, they will perish. 

* * * On,/April 15 the Greek ‘inhab- 
itants of the sixteen villages of the 
district of Vazelon-and Trebizond have 
been ordered by the Turkish authori- 
ties to proceed to the interior of..Ar-

THE GERMANS CHECKED. 


Im the battle along the Marne a few 
@ays ago the same thing was repeated. 
‘ Drawn down to the Marne by Foch’s 
retreat from the ‘Vesle—a_ retreat 
which was voluntary and not executed 
under pressure—the Germans saw 
‘Paris as a possibility. They felt that 
with a little more effort the way would 
The French were on the-run 
—all they had to do, argued the Ger- 
. Mans, was to keep up with them and 
continue the pressure and the French 
would continue to fall back. 

But at the Marne came a halt. Foch 
had retired thus far only to give his 
reserves time to come up. And they 
tame when the Marne was reached.

GERMANS ON EXTERIOR LINES. 

At this stage of the battle, - then, 


‘Germany found herself in a most un- 


comfortable position. °-She had placed 
herself onthe outside of a circle with 
the Allies on the inside. All of the’ad- 
vantage which she had consistently 
held by operatmg on interior lines 
while her, opponents were forced to 
‘move along: the arc of ‘a circle had, 
as far as the line from the Marne to 
Montdidier. was concerned, passed over 
to’ the Allies. It’ certainly was an 
unintentional. contrétemps, and © one 
which Germany had to correct. “She 
had, it is true, one advantage; at the

On Sunday, after the usual artil- 
lery bombardment, they launched a 
heavy infantry: attack over the front 
from the Avre at Rubescourt to the 
Oise at Noyon. Their object here was 
to beat down the southern leg of the 
Montdidier salient, widen the angle 
out, and, by taking Compiégne, flank 
the great forests which had barred 
their advance westward from . the 
Marne. If this advance could be made 
along the western bank of the Oise, 
and if Compiégne could be taken, the 
entire French line east of the river

the entire situation on both banks 
would be completely changed. 

That this was the German object is 
shown by the fact that, on the left, 
the German attack was not pushed to 
the same extent as’on their right. The 
French all along this front of attack, 
except in the west, held extremely 
strong defensive lines. ' Between the 
Avre and the town of Rollot the lines 
Tran over ground which was very 
gently rolling, with no marked topo- 
graphical features. It, therefore, 
presented no great difficulties for the 
attacking troops. On passing Rollot, 
however, the ground rises continuously 
and the lines extended over the high

Crossing the Matz Valley they again’ 


passed over. high ground about two 
miles north of the woods of Thiescourt 
and a mile and a half north of the 
Divette River.

_ Appeals to Merchants to Clear Terminals. 


to July 20 the Old Dominion Steamship 
Company, sailing from Norfolk, would 
bring under normal conditions from 15,- 
000 to 22,000 barrels of potatoes to this 
market for five days in the week. 

A process of diverting Southern potato 
phipments from bottoms to rail carriage 
began before the U-boats appeared in 
American waters. This was owing to 
the scarcity of tonnage. Early in the 
year Virginia potato shippers had been 
apprised of the fact that the Old Do- 
minion Line, which had_ theretofore 
served them as carrier in the New York 
market, would have less than: 50 ‘per 
cent. of the tonnage space it had in 
1917—which was even then below nor- 
mal—and they had sent a delegation to 
New York to confer with Chairman L. J 


Spence of.the Coastwise Steamship Aa-y- 


visory Committee.’ At this conference 
special arrangements had been made to 
serve jhe needs of the Virginia potato 
ship by running big boats on the 
Old Dominion Line certain days of the 
week to handle their product. This ar- 
rangement, however, did not give the 
shippers. the normal amount.of tonnage 
space, and it provided for potato ship- 
ments only on four:days. . The balance 
of shipments had to be routed by rail. 
Hence it was easy enough, when. the 
U-boat activities caused the Olid Do- 
minion boats tobe held up for four days, 
to send along extra shipments of. Vir- 
ginia potatoes by rail.

Last week one of their boats bound for 
New York, being apprised by the Navy 
Department of the U-boat menace, put 
in. at Baltimore. Her cargo was un- 


‘loaded there and was absorbed through 


that market.. Had there been any short- 
age here, a.supply to meet that shortage 
could have been put on the rails and sent 
here. Another boat of this company did 
not leave the Gulf of Mexicé, but on’ ad- 
vices from the Navy Department put in 
to New Orleans, where her cargo was 
sold. This goes to show that in addi- 
tion to the agencies previously enumer- 
ated, the American Navy Department 
is on the job of protecting New b Saaboded 
food. supplies. 

‘The coffee season is practically over, 
but owing’ to the scarcity of tonnage, 
there are considerable stocks of coffee 
in Puerto: Barrios, om the eastern coast 
of Central. America. The suggestion has 
been made that these stocks be sent 
across to the west coast, landed at some 
American port on the Pacific; and dis- 
tributed by rail.from there. Indeed, 
shipments of coffee via the West are 
already starting. Only @ short time ago 
I issued a permit to a man who desired 

to ship 8,000 bags of coffee ‘from San 
Francisco to the city. Certainly no 
anxiety need be felt that there will be 
any shortage in New York's coffee sup- 
ply because. of tnability.on the: part. of 
shippers. to. get their product to. this port.

This. document is the official report of 
, the first joint meeting or conference 
" nela at Brussels in the Hall of the Sen- 
ate on June 19, 1915, of a special Ger- 
man organization, ‘‘ the German ‘Eco- 
nomic Commission for Belgium,” and 
an administrative organization of occu- 
pation, ‘‘ The Economio Commission at- 
tached to the General Government of 
Belgium.”’ 

That meeting, therefore, dates in the 
‘first year of the régime of occupation, 
the economic basis of which it was its 

‘ object to establish. 

The authorities who took part in the 
meeting, such as Governor General von 
Bissing; von Lumm, Commissioner Gen- : 
eral of Banks; ven der Lancken, Chief 
of the Section of Politics; Kirdorf, a 
world-famed induttvlal expert, and so 
forth, discussed and outlined freely 
what restoring, from an economic point 
of view, Germany could afford to un- 
dertake in Belgium. The German press 
at ‘the time mentioned the meeting 
without giving a precise account of its 
proceedings. Now the German official 
report of the meeting ja known and 
makes it possible to supplement the in- 
tentional deficiencies of the first ac- 
counts. 

One sees there the future actors of the 
economic drama of the occupation ex- 
plaii in advance the play which they 
had Uecided to act, and did act; in Bel- 
gium. In the freedom of a meeting, the 
proceedings of which were to be kept 
strictly secret, they show us the spirit 
which even at that early stage of the 
war animated the acts of the German 
Governor General. In view of the de- 
nials persistently put forth by Germany 
in reply to the accusations brought 
against her with regard to her economic 
policy in fed Belgian territory, it 
will not be amiss to ‘give at least a 
summary and a few extracts of what 
was said and decided at the meeting of 
June 19, 1915. 

Governor General von Bissing, as he 
opened the meeting, defined the leading 
idéa of the German policy in Belgian oc- 
cu territory. He began witha 
b! -eye view, highly significant in its 
details, of the agricultural and indus- 
trial conditions. 

“The agricultural situation in Bel- 
gium,” he said, “is excdilent.. Huge 
quantities of produce, vegetables par- 
ticularly, were sent to Germany, (for 
‘instance, 300 tons of chicory,) during 
the Spring. Measures have been taken 
to ship to Germany sufficient quantities 
of fruit and even butter. * * * 

** Industry did not fare so well. Bel- 
sium is a country of exports, and the 
markets are closed. There is a lack of 
Taw materials, partly because, . before 
my administration, in the beginning of 
the war, they were unsparingly. re- 
moved. Besides, thousands of machines 
were taken from Belgium to Germany 
to be used for the manufacturing of 
‘ammunition.”’ 

Then ht announced that he wished 
“to restore industry tn’ Belgium,” and 
that, to do so in a competent way, he 
had appointed an “ Economic Commis- 
sion’ (the one he is. addressing.) 

IN GERMANY’S INTDREST. 

“To work in the interests of Ger- 
many,’’ he continued, ‘‘ this~ commis- 
sion must be assisted by the most com- 
petent representatives of German indus- 
try. This is the principal idea I had 
in mind in calling you together. My. 
purpose is a double one. First, the good 
of Belgium: a squeezed lemon is value- 
léss; a dead cow cannot be milked any 
longer; but we must see also that the 
building of Belgian industry does not 
fnterfere with German industry. With 
regard to that it must’ be: possible to 
arrive at a compromise, whatever the 
future of Belgium, a question which I 
beg the orators to leave aside for the 
moment.”’ 

To be sincere, General von Bissing 
should have reversed: the terms of his 
program and said that his policy of 
occupation was directed by this two- 
fold principle: 

To exploit the country in view of the 
needs of German war industry. 

To rebuild it economically so far as 
allowed by the competing interests’ of 
German industry and commerce. 

The rest of the discussion, in the light 
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Governor. General. von Bissing. 


ichectittly of all that happened. in Bel- 
gium, shows that, in fact, tHe-Interests. 
of Germany were foremost in the mind 
of the German authorities. while Bely 
gian interests were unhesitatingly sac- 
rificed. 

Baron von der Cissichibiss Chief of the 
Division of Politics, first repeated and 
then confirmed the principles set forth 
by the Governor General. 

“'The restoration of “commerce with 
foreign countries presented a two-fold 
aspect, Belgian interest. (keep the work- 
men busy and thereby insure tran- 
quillity behind the lines) and German 
interest,. (manufacturing of products 
useful to Germany, not, however, to the 
extent of injuring German industry).” 

Next, Dr. von Lumm, Commissioner 
General of Banks: 

‘‘England, from the start, waged 
against us, a merciless economic war. 
The English branches of ‘the German 
banks received the first blow. It was 
in Belgium, especially, that we could re- 
taliate. It was to our interest, first of 
all, to subject to the control of German 
organization the international, finan- 
celal relation of Belgium. It was néces- 
sary to prevent the transfer of securi- 
ties from Belgium to enemy countries. 
It was necessary, also, to maintain Bel- 
gium in a condition to support the army 
of occupation and to sustain her share 
of the general war expenses. That is 
the reason why the control of banks 
was established.” 

A long, descriptive report by Dr. 
Jungst, a high German Government of- 
ficial, on the general economic re- 
sources of Belgium in pre-war times 
opens the practical disctission: of the 
object proper of the meeting. 

At once a representative of the War 
Commission on German Industries, Mr. 
Scheighoffer, rose. He agreed with 
Governor von Bissing as to’ the rule to 
be followed withtregard to the economic 
restoration of Belgium, but while in- 
sisting om the necessity of proceeding 
thereto, he déclared-it necessary to take 
into. account the influences that the 
measures to be adopted might have on 
the existing economic conditions of 
Germany. 

“Tt is a well-known fact,” said hé, 
“that what, before the war, gave Bel- 
gium such a competing power and made 
her so dangerols an enemy of Germany 
on the world market was her cheap’ 
labor, the light soctal. obligations of her 
industry, and the light fiscal. burden: 
And now, during this war, there is no 
doubt that the Belgian questions which 
have a direct influence on the economia 
war obligations now prevailing for Ger- 
man industry are the question of the 
controlling of the éxport markéts ‘of 
Belgian production, the question of pro- 
curing the raw and auxiliary materials, 
and, most of all, the question of the 
emigration and of the ae ale of 
Belgian labor to Germany.” 

Mr. Kirdorf, one of the represents 
tives of German industry, applied d 
ly the above recited precepts to the ee 
industry. He approyed of the partial 
restoration of coal production, because, 
said he, “ it.does not compete with Ger- 
man industry ’’; besides, he thought the 
coal production must be utilized, first of 
all, for the military ends of Germany, 
and, secondarily, for the needs of the 
Belgian public. "What was left over 
must again be used for German inter- 
ests, particularly for Cnprercaltioet to 
neutral countries. 


DISCUSSION OF COAL. 


Among those Mr. Kirdorf named, 
first, Scandinavia, which, in return for 
Belgian coal, must be persuaded to con- 
tinue her exportation of ores to Ger- 
many, and, second, Holland, from which 
Germany expected ‘transit facilities to 
Scandinavia. 

In concluding, Mr. Kirdort repeated 
that the discussion mukt-ldad to a prac- 
tical conclusion, namely, to deal with 
the Belgian coal industry in perfect har+ 
mony with German interests. 

“The special representative ‘ of German 
authority in- that matter, Mr. -Born- 
hardt, hastened to ‘feasggure ‘German céal 
mine operators.., .Thé German. Central 
Coal Bureau, which: was created in Bel- 
gium and monopolizes the coal’ produc 
tion, ‘“‘ has been busy, in a general way, 
seeing to the protection of German in- 
terests. Out of a monthly output of 
1,000,000 tons, 150,000 tons were set 
apart for military aims, about 700,000 
tons went to the needs of the country, 
and from. 100,000 to 200,000 tons were 
exported by the Central Bureau.”’ 

One of the striking examples of the 
way German authority understands and 
carries out “‘ the restoring of Belgian in- 
dustry without detriment to German 
industry ’’ is furnished by the discus- 
sion relating to the cement industry. 

That industry was flourishing in Bel- 
gium before the war. Belgium manu- 
factured and exported large quantities 
of Portland cement, both artificial and 
natural, which abroad competed victori- 
ously with the German cement—artifi- 
cial Portland and slag cement, (ciment 
de laitier.)

SOLDIERS’ CLUBS GALORE 





“UB life in New York has received, 
( as a result of the war, an impe- 
tus for true-hearted hospitality 
such as it never knew before. It 
is all due to our soldiers and sailors, 
who unconsciously have altered, in 
many respects for the better, many old- 
time social distinctions and conserva- 
tisms. For the defenders of our coun- 
try New York has become to _a large 
@xxent a club town, The amount of 
mney that has been contributed for 
the establishment of soldiers and sail- 
, ors’ clubs will aggregate several hun- 
, dred thousands of dollars. 

I¢ wili doubtless surprise many to 
learn that since the United States en- 
tered the war, a little over a year ago, 
over twenty-five separate club organ- 
izations for men in uniform have been 
“Opened. No dues or initiation fees are 
required from men in service. ‘‘ Your 
o is your pass’ is the universal 


SA résumé of all the club facilities 
Bvailable on Manhattan Island for the 
yniformed men of the TInited States and 
: armies shows that over seventy- 
- organizations are contributing in 

' ¥arious ways to their cheerfulness. 
Reed te ne Gpentest need of the present time 
ri ping accommodations. The largest 
, to men in 


uniform is the old Hotel Harlington, in 
West Twenty-seventh Street, between 
Broadway and Sixth Avenue, ‘which the 
War Camp Community Service con- 
verted into a dormitory three months 
ago with beds for 850 men at 25 cents a 
night. Last Saturday night 200 extra 
cots were put in, and yet scores of 
applicants were turned ‘away. 


The old Princeton Club, on Gramercy 
Park, which is one of the W. C. C. S.’s 
units, was taken over by the Union 
Leagye Club a short time ago and fitted 
up exclusively for officers. It is¢the 
only one of its kind in the city. It pro- 
vides accommodations for seventy-one 
men from 75 cents to $1 a night. Break- 
fast costs 30 cents, lunch 50 cents, and 
dinner 60 cents. The club is full and 
there is a waiting list. 

The latest club centres to be opened 
were the Y. M. C. A. Dagle Hut in 
Bryant Park, a duplicate of the Y. M. 
C. A. cantonment huts, with canteen 
service, the attractive canteen structure 
with its open air dining facilities at the 
Fifth Avenue and Fortieth Street corner 
of the Public Library plaza, and the

man ‘administration in Belgium, stata 
the situation, not ‘without showihg some 
Mispleasure at Havirig to admit the in- 
feriority ofthe German competition on, 
that score. He confessed that one of: 
the ‘chief reasons why work stopped in 
that industry-and was not résumed was 
the fact that “German factories, hap- 
pening to be in bad conditions,. stoutly. 
protest against all attempts at reviving 
the Belgian industry.” 

Mark well that the question is. about 
the fate of a Belgian industry of sev- 
enty plants, which in 1918 produced, 
1,500,000 tons, with a value of about 
40,000,000 francs. 

Then, Mr. von Boersig, outlining the 
policy to be adopted, pointed out the 
danger which the low, sale prices of 
Belgian cement would create for Ger-. 
man competition on the Américan mar- 
ket after the war if the plants were al- 
lowed to resume work, and he concluded 
advising positively not to revive the Bel, 
gian industry. 

“In such circumstances,” he said, 
“*it seems logical to adopt an attitude 
of abeyance with regard to the re- 
vival of the Belgian industry.’’ 

One of the magnates of the German 
cement industry, von Prondzinski, ap- 
proved of that declaration. His words 
deserve to be quoted. After bitterly 
lamenting the success of Belgian 
cement, which success he attributed to 
underhand commercial methods, von 
Prondzinski' showed shamelessly thé 
sentiments which animate the German 
cement-industry in this connection. 

“If we contemplate reopening Bel- 
gian factories we must take into ao- 
count the particularly bad condition 
of German industry. I have myéelf four 
factories, of which only one is working, 
and it produces more cement than I 
can sell. If Belgium beging again to 
produce this country is completely lost 
to us as a market. 

“Tf it were necessary for social rea- 
sons to resume ‘production in some 
places there could be no objection to it 
from a humanitarian point of view, 
but it would still be necessary to pre- 
vent exportation. In any case, Belgium 
should not be allowed to produce more 
than she could consume. 

‘“‘Hven then the demand might be- 
come of sufficient importance, for large 
constructions are in prospect in conse- 
quence of the havoc caused by the war, 
for instance, in Louvain.” 

After an exchange of views with von 
Boersig, de Prondzinski insisted again— 
to reproduce the words of the official 
report—on the fact that ‘' exportation 
into Holland has ceased almost entire— 
ly, and that national German interests 
demand that Germany can claim the 
Dutch import of the cement: which for- 
merly came from Belgium.”’ 


BELGIUM SACRIFICED. 


Thus the foremost consideration in 
-|the question of putting into activity 
| | the: Belgian: industry of: cémént;as well 
as that of coal, was not to hurt the 
rival interests of German industry, nay, 
deliberately to sacrifice all the rights 
of the former. 

Therefore, the main question was not, 
as General von Bissing asserted, to 
palliate the evils of.the war for a coun. 
try unjustly invaded and exposed to all 
the horrors of war, but before all to 
profit by the occupation of Belgian ter- 
ritory, to. make the most of all its. re- 
sources, and to strip it of all its wealth 
to the advantage of Germany. 

This policy was just as evident in the 
discussions of requisitions. The Hco- 
nomic, Commission took this up as an 
important question, which had many re- 
lations with the resumption of business 
in the occupied country. 

The Hague Convention formally Limits 
the right of the’ enemy military authori- 
ties in matters of requisitions and serv- 
ices. They may demand requisitions in 
kind in proportion only to the resources 
of the. country; they may not oblige the 
people to take part in military opere- 
tions against their own country. 

The German Army did not take these 
regulations into account; the very mem- 
bers of the Heconomic Commission were 
several times obliged to acknowledge 
this. 

The declarations of Langen and von 
Lumm are significant. Langen is one of 
the’ representatives of the German au- 
thorities at the meeting. With regard to 
the cotton industry, he says: 

“Present situation: At the end of 
January (1915) all the existing cotton 
material was requisitioned and trans- 
portation. was begun immediately and 
about 13,000,000 kilograms, that is, 
60,000 bales, were exported into Ger- 
many. When, in May, this transporta- 
tion was stopped, there remained yet 
at Gand about 10,000 bales, mostly East 
Flanders cotton. Several factories have 
closed, the others operate between’ one- 
fourth and one-third of their spindles 
twenty-four hours a week. There is 
some hope of getting American cotton in 
small quantity through Holland.. 

‘‘In January (1915) 4,800,000 kilograms 
of thread were seized in the war zone 
and a part of this sold to German firms. 
But, to allow the Belgian establish- 
ments to keep going, although on a 
minor scale, 1,400,000 kilograms of the 
seized goods have been returned, and 
this was added by the economic ctom- 
mission of Gand to the thread recently 
turned out by the spinning mills and dis- 
tributed to the weaving mills so as to 
maintain a reserve of 6,000,000 kilo- 
grams. The cost of production has con- 
siderably increased in comparison with 
the normal period. All that is produced 
is seized by the Economic Commission. 
There were found at the weaving mills 
large quantities of materials suited for 
army use; they have been extensively 
seized and used, especially for the mak- 
ing of sand bags.” 

With regard. to weaving mills, Langen 
said: 

“In August, 1914, all raw materials 
were seized, but they, were released fif- 
teen days later. But then thé mianu- 
facturers sold their wools to escape a 
hew seizure. Most of the mills are ac- 
tually closed. Only a few are still in 
operation, and this from three to six 
days and on a limited scale, It is actu- 
ally impossibie to obtain raw materials. 
Shoddy only might eventually be. ob- 
tainable, and in. small quantities at that. 

ATTITUDE OF LABOR. 

“The total number of hands, which 
reached before the war. 14,847 in: 187 
mills, had come down to 8,550 in April. 
This number has further decreased, and 


there are now only about 2500 people. 





kept busy. Workmen ate: calm in;gen- 
eral; they are supported by the town 
and to a great extent by. the manufac- 
turers... The: only shipping from the 
mills consists in a few carloads, from 
time to, time, to. wholesale dealers. 

“'The cost of production has risen in 
'@ formidable manner; it does not pay to 
tun the mills. -The domestic sale is 
poor. The great factories of Peltzer & 
Son and Ivan Simonis have refused to 
work for the army. Exportation ts: now 
almost impossible. It seems impossible 
to resume Belgian industry on account 
of the absolute lack of raw materials.” 

Speaking of ihe hemp industry, Lan- 
gen said: ; 

‘Raw materials were seized and part- 
ly transported. It was thé same with 
thread, but this was later on released 
to cover the needs of local mills.” 

Spéaking of thé jute industry, he said: 

“There are actually no raw mate- 
rials. <All the spinning mills are closed 
except one at Roulets and one at Gand. 
The latter will have to stop work 
within a week. The thread now manu- 
factured is seized and sent to Germany. 
There afe eleveni weavihg mills; run. by 
machinery in. Flanders, two in Hainaut, 
where are to be found‘also seven. mills 


‘operated by hand. They. employ 16,000 


hands. Most of the plants: are closed 
on account of the lack of thread. Very 
little {6 gold out in the countty; expor- 
tation is forbidden, , except into Ger- 
many. The ‘work cannot. be taken: up 
again during the war on account of the 
lack.of raw material.” 

‘Voh Lumm,. another representative of 
German authority, acknowledged that 
the value. of the materials seized and | 
not yet paid for amounted to more than 
1,000,000,000 francs. ._This statement was. 
made June 19, 1915—that is, ten months 
and a@ half after. the German army had 
entered Belgian territory. 

Lacking hands for ita war industry on 
account of the .men drawn into the 
army, Germany thought of getting. men 
from Belgium, This was the origin of 
the wholesale deportation of Belgian 
workmen, practiced since October, 1916, 
a Draconian measure which the Ger- 
man Government, disguising truth,. 
has represented as a humanitarian 
measure conceived to remedy the social 
evils resulting from the’ stoppage of 
work in occupied Belgium. 

The truth on this point is established 
from the now known declarations of the 
authorized representatives of German 
administration and industry, declara- 
tions made ‘on June 19, 1915, at the 
meeting of the Economic Commission. 
These declarations are the more conclu- 
sive because they are anterior to the 
putting into practice of that system and 
because they show in their first stage 
the intentions of German authorities. 


Mr. Richling, a metallurgist, a repre- 
sentative of that great German in- 
dustry, comparing its condition with 
that of the Belgian industry, remarked 
that sthe: question of labor was of the 
greatest importance for the production 
of the ores needed for German blast 
furnaces. 

“ An attempt has already been made,” 
he said, ‘‘ to use war prisoners. In Lor- 
raine in particular there are two of 
them as against three German work- 
men. However, they can be used only 
to haut and not to cut. The shortage of. 
labor is 80 great that’we consider it 
of the greatest importance to obtain a 
very large number of workmen from 
Belgium, . and especially to have the 
workmen ‘come into acadaaraed with their 
families. 

‘‘In peace time about one million for- 
eign hands work in German industrial 
plants, and whether they will return is 
problematic.”’ J 


PLAN OF DEPORTATION. 


The Governor General answered to 
that, the report says, that the question 
had already been examined, but that no 
favorable solution had yet. been 
reached. After this preamble the prac- 
tical discussion of the question is 
taken up. 

Bittman, representative of the mili- 
tary authorities, said: 

‘In: contradistinction to the lack of 
workmen in Germany, there is in Bel- 
gium a widespread stoppage of work. 
About 500,000 Belgian workmen are 
idle. Acting on the suggestion of the 
War Ministry, the Governor General 
has-taken up the question and has noti- 


.fied those in Germany whom it might 


concern to apply to Brussels in case 
they needed workmen. Numerous com- 
panies have sent representatives; the 
problem, however, has proved to be 
complex. It was erroneously believed 
in Germany that it was possible to place 


at the disposal of German industry, |-. 


without further difficulty, a given num- 
ber of skilled workers in this or that 
branch. 

‘*German industry will procure Bel- 
gian workers only through a systematic 
enlisting; even the appearance of inter- 
vention by any authority must be 
avoided, for it will bring about, among 
working classes, a nationalist reaction. 
Military interests still further increased 
difficulties; it was not possible to send 
workers to Germany without further 
formalities., The War Ministry asked 
that they be put under ‘severe controk 
Nay, in some cases workmen were re- 
quired to sign a contract before being 
taken to Germany. 


‘‘ A certain number of German firms, 
principally: iron works, .applied to -Bel- 
gium, and the Administration placed 
itself at the disposal of their agents in 
order to help them in their attempts at 
enlisting workers. The choice of’ these 
agents proved a difficult one. At times 
directors or foremen were sent, but in 
most cases no contracts were entered 
into. Other difficulties arose; ° 1 
became plain that those agents were 
not equal to their task. Some of them, 
anxious .to reach their point at any 
cost, offered very high salaries and 
occasioned great disturbances, notably 
in the region of Liége. Strikes were 
éalled. The irritation of public opinion 
and the necessity of interfering in 
which local authorities found them- 
selves caused the latter to discourage 
further attempts at signing workers. 
Hence, the necessity of examining 
whether it would not be preferable to 
unify all the work of enlisting; some 
work has already been done along these 
lines. When new agents came to Bel- 
gium and asked for information, they 
were told-that {t would be more prac-

In answer the Governor General said: 

“Tam of opinion that the question ot 
labor is one of special importance for 
Belgium and-for.Germany as well. I 
Gan but rejoice if really an important 
number of workers are being trans- 
ferred to Germany with their families; 
but .we cannot continue to, do so as 
clumsily as was done heretofore. 

“T ask that nobody come to Belgium 
with the hops of procuring in two or 
three days some thousands of. workers 
and of returning with them to Germany.: 
Moreover, such agents should: not be 
sent as deceive workmen into expecting 
things that cannot éver be realized. I 
ask that a syndicate be formed which, 
in connection with ‘the Governor Gen- 
eral, will elaborate’a program for trans- 
ferring Belgian workmen to Germany. 
So far, I have been under the impres- 
sion that the Belgian workers have felt 
@ great reluctance to be transferred to 
Germany, even with the prospect of 
high wages;.if this has’ now :changed. 
it is: probably due to the fact that I 
have exerted strong pressure on the 

* Comité de Secours et 4’Alimehtation,’ 
which was one of the main obétacles 
to the possibility of: forcing. workmen 
to go back to work. I energetically in- 
formed that committee-.that .I ‘shotld 
interfere severely if it persisted in help- 
ing workmen who refiised to resume 
work, and in giving them money, nota- 
| bly when they refused to accept work 
in Germany: I have obtained a promise 
from the directors of the committee that 
they would not give bread to workers 
gratuitously but that workmen would 
be furnished with bread only if they 
paid for it out of their wages.”’ 


WORKMEN THREATENED. 


Those statements. reed nd com- 


‘mentary. Germany published in for- 


eign and domestic papers: that Belgian 
workers transferred to Germany had 
gone thither freely and weré well paid 
and well fed, while-in reality they were 
forced to sign ccntracts by _ fraud, 
threat, and violence. "We have here the 
official avowal that they had been de- 
ceived by recruiting agents. Avowal is 
also made that. the Belgian working 
class felt the greatest reluctance to 
work for the enemy and that ‘an effort 
was made to overcome this reluctance 
by threat of starvation, since the Comité 
de Secours et d’Alimentation was for- 
bidden to furnish food to the wretches 
who refused to a¢cept work in Ger- 
many. : 

Toward the end of the meéting, dis- 
cussion was resumed on the same ques- 
tion of employing’ Belgian labor in Ger- 
many, and if need be, by compulsion.

Von Borsig, representing the German 
authorities, answered that there existed 
in Belgium twelve factories of locomo- 
tives and twelve factories of machinery;

they had only a few old ordets and 
some recent orders for locomotives in- 
tended for narrow-gauge. railroads. 
These factories refused to work for the 
German Administration of Railroads. 
The refusal was made by the.laborers 
as well as by the manufacturers. - Both 
parties are closely united on this point, 
he. said. Factories much preferred to 


go to the assistance of the numerous | 


workmen rather than allow them. to 
‘work for Germany. 

Governor General, von Bissing closed 
- discussion with ‘the following opin- 
on: ‘ 

“The greatést resistance occurs in me- 
chanical industry for the reason that its 
activity is most dependent on war de- 
‘mands; we have met there with nu- 
merous difficulties and they have been 
further increased by the fact that, es- 
pecially in machine industry, a great 
number of machines had beén rertioved. 
I do not wish to raisé the question 
whether we have acted wisely in doing 
this so unsparingly from the very be- 
ginning. I am of the opinion that, had 
we taken circumstances more into con- 
sideration, it would have’ been possible 
to organize mechanical industry in favor 
of German interests. In any, case, re-

ness altogether. I would not have Con- 
gress inquire painstakingly into” the 
profits of child labor, and then’ assess 
a tax to offset that profit, but T would 
have Congress. obliterate it: : 

‘* We have employed three metneda in 
applying national legislation to the 
States. We have used the police power, 
the interstate commerce clause, and in- 
ternal revenue. I was much opposed to 
attempting this legislation through the 
interstate commerce clause, and sub- 
mitted a brief to show the constitutional: 
objections to such an effort, and to.show 
that, if sustained, the law as drawn 
could not be. enforced. The decision, 
therefore, brought a kind of melancholy 
satisfaction. 

“The child labor law passed by Con- 
gress penalized the goods, penalized the 
place of manufacture, but did not pen- 
alize child labor except by indirection. 
It provided that goods must not enter 
interstate commerce if children had been 
employed within thirty days in the fac- 
tory or mine where they originated. It 
was, I think, an abdsufd law. But that 
need cause no despair. I believe the 
power inherent in taxation is the rem- 
edy in this case, and will come to be 
more and more used fer the accomplish- 
ment of social betterment. 

** Objectfon has been made that this is 
‘ covert’ legislation; that is to say, it is 
legislation meant to accomplish some- 
thing other than its obvious import, If 
you impose a prohibitive tax on child 
labor, the intention is to stop the em- 
ployment of children, not to derive a 
tax. I present that objection merely as 
one which has been offered, not as one 
with which I have any sympathy. There 
is ready at hand & powerful instrument 
for the correction and improvement of 
the conditions under which we live, and 
I am confident that we ae use it with 
increasing benefit.’’ 

If Mr. Alger’s views are correct, there 
Mies in taxation an effective and con- 
stitutional remedy for child labor. But 
there remained the question whether a 
somewhat insular judicial body should 


had enacted it and the President had 
signed itt as servants of the popular will. 
Has the Supreme Court power to nullify 
vital constructive work by Congress? Is 
the legislative field confined. within es- 
tablished legal boundaries? These ques- 
tions were put to former Senator John 
C. Spooner, a conspicuous authority on 
the Constitution, now practicing law 
with his son here. 

“It is not clear to me why there 
should be any dispute over these 
points,”” Senator Spooner said. ‘ Scores 
of laws enacted by Congress and duly 
signed by the President have been de- 
clared constitutional and unconstitu- 
tional. 

“Under, the unwritten British Constt- 
tution, Parliament is supreme, and no 
English court has the power to declare 
its acts unconstitutional and void. Our 
original States, in making the conces- 
sions necessary to the formation of our 
Federal Government, did not give to 
Congress any such supreme power, but 
restricted it and the other departments 
to powers expressly or impliedly set 
forth in our written Constitution. - The 
power to determine when these limita 
are transgressed had to reside some- 
where, and the fact that it resided in 
the Supreme Court was set at rest more 
than a century ago by the case of Mar- 
bury vs. Madison, in which Chief Jus- 
tice Marshall dealt with the question 
so unanswerably as to leave no room 
for further controversy, and. among 
courts and lawyers there has been no 
further controversy. In the course of 
his opinion in that case. he said:

“The Constitution, as construed by 

the Supreme Court, is the gupreme law 
of the land, by which every law of 
Congress and every Executive act, when 
brought in question, is to be tested. The 
merits of the child labor law are im- 
material if it seeks to cover a field for- 
bidden to Congress by the Constitution. 
There may be honest difference of: opin- 
ion as to whether or not we have out- 
grown some of the limitations upon the 
Federal Government, and whether or 
not matters, heretofore reserved to the 
States, should be opened up to Congres- 
sional action. Such difference of opin- 
ion-hag always existed, but there should 
be no difference as to the method of 
making such changes. The original 
States, and their people, adopted the 
Constitution, and the people of the 
United States, in the manner provided in 
the instrument, alone have the power 
to amend it. 
. “The rights of the States under the 
Constitution are as sacred as those of 
the Federal Government—in fact, all 
powers_not clearly granted to the United 
States are expressly reserved to the 
several States. In the particular law, 
which has just been declared unconsti- 
tutional, the purpose was presumably 
humanitarian and benign. I say pre- 
sumably, because the act could have 
been so easily evaded as to throw some 
doubt upon its real purpose. Under 
its terms -a manufacturer could ‘have 
employed child labor for eleven months 
in the year, and by then discharging 
such labor and removing his products 
thirty days thereafter, would have béen 
entitled to ship.them in interstate com- 
merce. 

“ While, as I say, the present case 
presents an instance of an apparently 
humanitarian law being declared uncon- 
stitutional, it must not be lost sight’ of 
that laws and acts have been declared 
unconstitutional, which, if effective, 
would “have caused iniquitous results. 
Onty a year ago the Supreme Court de- 
cided it to be unconstitutional for the 
House of ' Representatives to punish a 
man, without let or hindrance, because 
of ‘criticism by- letter upon a sub-com-

The descriptive card and historical 
sketch which are attached to the glass 
case are in General Sheridan's own 
handwriting. Of -his beloved Winchester 
he wrote: 

“Winchester waa of Black Hawk blood 
and was foaled at or near Grand Rapids, 
Mich., late in the Fall of 1859, according 
to the best of my information. He was 
brought tnto the service by an officer of 
the Second Michigan Cavalry, of which 
regiment I was appointed Colonel on the 
25th day of May, 1862. Shortly after- 
ward, and while the regiment was sta- 
tioned at the little town of Rienzi, in the: 
State of Mississippi, he was presented to 
me by Captain Campbell in the name of 
the officers of the regiment, and from 
that date until the close of the war he 
was ridden by me in nearly every en- 
gagement in which I took part. 

““At the time he was given me he was 
rising three years old, so that he must 
have been in the twentieth year when 
he died on Oct. 2, 1878. He was an ani- 
mal of great intelligence and of im- 
mense strength and endurance. He al- 
ways held his head high, and by the 
quickness of his movements gave many 
persons the idea that he was exceed- 
ingly impetuous; this pvas not so, for I 
could at any time control him by a firm 
hand and a few words; and he was as 
cool and quiet under fire az one of my 
old soldiers. I doubt if his superior as a 
horse for field service was ever ridden 
by any one. : 

“*I append herewith a list of the en- 
gagements with the enemy during the 
late war in which I rode him. 

“ (Signed) P. H. SHERIDAN, 
“ Lieutenant General U. S. Army.” 

General Sheridan, as his appended list’ 
shows, rode Winchester in forty-seven 
battles in the civil war, beginning with 
the battle of . Perryville, Oct. 8, 1862, 
and ending with the surrender at Ap- 
pomattox. He rode him thfoughost his 
famous raid in the Shenandoah Valley, 
in the Fall of 1864. Among the battles 
in which Winchester carried his master 
were those of Chickamauga, the Wilder- 


geant William Rowley of the regular 
army, and written April 6, 1866, about 
‘seven weeks before General Scott. died. 
The lines, which are very legible, read: 


is my autograph. 

** (Signed) WINFIELD SCOTT.” 
Another document of great historical 
interest contains the terms of surrender 
agreed upon by Lieut. Gens. John B, 
Gordon and James Longstreet, when 
those two famous Confederate corps 
commanders capitulated to the Union 
forces. 

The tattered flags carried by regular

Among these flags,\ some rotted away 
until only a few stréamers remain, are 
the civil war battle flags of the 10th,:

Previous movements begun by ‘the 
‘league dealt with improvement in ship- 
ping methods, in order to lessen léss

| plane, and the Standardizing of colors in 

.| the waist and related trades for, the ben- 
| efit of all concerned. Important moves |

reau. The latter has already assumed

| In a.Sense, this bureau will be an en- 
| cyclopedia of waist information. Ac- 
cording to plans regarding it,.no fact 
| will be too small to record and none will 
| be toolarge. All kinds of data concerning 
'manufactured garments, fabrics, trim- 
; mings; -&c., will be kept on file, together 
with sample swatches of silks, cottons, 
laces; embroideries, buttons, and other 
;materials. Prices on these will be 
| checked daily, so that, at all times in- 
quiring members may obtain informa- 


i minute. 
|. While the iueieral. plan of the bureau 

{will require the gathering and storage | 
,of considerable data, it is planned so to 
idivide and file them as to make the 
various facts instantly available. To 
make this true outside of the office as 
iwell as inside, the bureau will have a 
| special telephone of its own and will 
;be aided in its work by a general infor- 
mation clerk who will work in conjunc- 
tion with the bureau and who will have 
the desired information at her fingers’ 
ends. The whole idea is to furnish mem- 
bers with instructive and constructive 
information and, in order to develop 
the bureau to its fullest efficiefcy, 
plenty of time will be taken in seeking 
out the right man to manage it. How- 
Véver; it-is expected that late Summer or 
early Fall will see everything in work- 
ing order. 

Not all of the information on file will 
concern actual, current costs of mate- 
| rials, trimmings, &c., for it is planned to 
keep posted to the minute on the ques- 
tion of style, as well as on the compara- 
tive costs of materials, finished mer- 
chandise, and production at different pe- 
; riods. In the compiling of the desired 
data, the principal sources to be drawn 
on will be the manufacturers and whole- 
i salers who make up the associate mem- 
bership, and answers to inquiries will 
| be supplied from the facts they furnish. 
| While this may seem like narrowing the 
| operations of the bureau, it really will 
inot be doing so, for the reason that prac- 
| tically all of the concerns whose prod- 
ucts are likely to be asked about are 
already represented in the associate 
‘membership, or soon will be. It is also 
planned to give practical information on 
factory and business administration, this 
| being obtained not only from the lead- 
‘ing works on those subjects but from 
| the actual experiences of many of the 
| biggest concerns in the waist and asso- 
ciated industries. 

Another feature of the bureau, and 
one which may be gradually developed 
until it becomes of prime importance, is 
that it may assume the functions of a 
resident buyer. At first, this service of 
|the bureau will be confined principally 
| to locating, at the request of buyers, 
| various kinds of merchandise in the 
‘hands of the manufacturers included in 
'the Ieague’s membership. According to 
M: Mosessohn, Executive Director of the 
| League, it-is possible that this service 
‘ will be extended sooner or later to the 
| actual buying of the merchandise in 
| question for stores that desire it. 

While, not wholly new, another thing 
that the feague Proposes to do will mark 
it as exceedingly ‘“‘ up and coming.” This 
is the establishment of a Council of Ar- 
bjtration for’ the adjuditation’ of trade 
disputes. The membership of this coun- 
cil -will consist* of one waist manufac- 
turer, a silk maker, a cotton man,‘ a 
commercial banker, and a man repre- 
senting the trimmings interests. Not 
only will it be the desire and duty of 
the council to reduce litigation growing 
out of trade disputes to a minimum, but 
to render its. decisions promptly and in 
such @ way that the ‘“‘hard feelings ” 
which often follow the settlement of 
cases in course of law will be noticeable 
by their absence.

RAW SILK MARKETS. 


Higher Prices In Japan Due to Buy- 
ing from This Country. 


The Japanese raw silk market -has 
recovered its entire loss in prices of 
the last week and is strong and. ad- 
vancing under large .buying from 
America. Sinshiu No. A, which re- 
cently was quoted as low as.1,400 yen 
—$700—a picul, is now held at “1,550 
yen, an increase of 70 cents a pound. 
The visible stock is now estimated 
at 6,000 bales, consisting mostly of 
silks too poor for export to this coun- 
try. 

The last cable received from Canton 
said that that market continues quiet 
and unchanged. The limited business 
being done,is mostly with American 
buyers, but is sufficient to make 
réevlers hold firra in their price views. 
Te stimulating infiuences of the 
higher prices at Yokohama and the 
rising exchange in Canton tend also 
to keep prices very steady. -Reports 
received by A. P. Villa & Brothers, 
Inc, from Shanghai tell of little 
ehange there, as the prices: asked by 
the reelers are beyond the.ability of 
buyers to meét. 

The European manufacturers con- 
tinue to absorb the bulk of the silks 
sold at Milan, where prices are firm 
to higher High prices have again 
forced manufactyrers out of the local 
market as buyers of silks for future 
deliveries, but‘they are still covering 
their immediate needs.

Follows , Visits of Brazillian Mer- 
chants to This Country. 


“During .the last few years,” said 
one of the leading exporters in thik 
city yesterday, ‘ Brazilian merchants 
have been making extensive business 
trips to this country instead of going 
to Europe, as was their custom in the 








that: wholesalers agree not to deal even 
forcash with meschants who have failed 
unless they can show a clean bill ‘of 
health from this association, would make 
it practically “impossible. for a man to 
business after putting through 
a dishonest ‘failure. The adoption of 
such a resolution would not only protect 
the wholesaler from serious and unwar- 
ranted losses, but would also protect 
the. honest retailér, on whose success 
wholesalers must depend for business, 
from the unfair competition of these 
crooks. Then, too, a merchant who will 
resort to false representation to obtain 
merchandise will resort to false repre- 
sentation to sell it. He is, therefore, not 
only a menace to the trade, but to the 
public also, and -should be suppressed 
for its protection no less than for the 
welfare of the trade as a whole. | 

“ One of these rchants who ‘ failed ’ 
last Winter just started in business last 
| August. In the early part of October 
he rendered a statement of his financial 
condition which showed his assets to be 
over ' $10,000, including about $7,000 | 
worth of. merchandise on hand. His la- 
bilities were given as about $5,500, in- 
cluding $4,500 owed on merchandise, the 
payment of which was not yet due. -On 
‘Nov. 15, a little. more than. a month 
later, this apparently financially sound 
merchant ‘ failed’ 
$17,000, and only $6,000 of visible assets. 

Another of these highly questionable 
failures was of a merchant whose finan- 
cial statemént in July of last year 
showed assets. of. nearly $18,000, and 
liabilities of about $8,000. His nét worth 
“at that tinge Was theréforé about $10,000. 
In January of this year he ‘ failed ’ with 
only $12,000 in visible assets, and liabili- 
ties amounting to $36,000. 

‘*In neither of these cases was it pos- 
sible to obtain a satisfactory explana- 
tion’ of the singular and, to say the 
least, rapid reverses in their fortunes. 
In one case, for instance, the debtor’s 
response. to questions as to the where- 
about of a lot of goods valued at $5,500 
was that he ‘did not know.” He ‘ could 
not remember ’ the name ‘of the truck- 
man who had carted his goods. from one 
of his stores to another, and ‘ could not 
remembér’ to~ which his ‘stores the 
goods had gone. He could not, or rather 
he would not, account for that item of 
$5,500 worth of , merchandise “and sev- 
eral other smaller items. It is not very 
|probable that a small merchant with 
only a few thousand dollars of capital 
to work with is going to ‘forget’ what 
has become of nearly $6,000 of his money. 
Im the casé of each of these failures, if 
the estates had been administered -in 
bankruptcy, the visible assets would not 
have realized as much for. the creditors 
as was finally obtained in settlement by 
agreement, and the creditors, rather 
than go to the trouble andi expense of 
seeing the thing through, accepted 40 
per cent. in the first case, and 30 per 
cent. in the second,

A new process for préparing hides for 
/€xport shipment has been developed 
‘by a firm in Brazil, according to Vice 
Consul R, P.. Momsen of Rio de Janeiro, 
By this the hides are shipped dry, 
‘thereby reducing their weight about 56 
per cent., and proportionately reducing 
freight chargés. It is further claimed 
for this néw process of dry packing, that 
the resistance is greater, that a period 
of only eight days is required for pack- 
ing for shipment, and that the hides so 
treated are absolutely . odorless, © thus 
making special shipping facilitiés un- 


‘necessary. This special treatment also 


kills all animal germs in the hide and 
makes it immune to attack from insect 
pests. ‘ 


Camphor Situation In Py 
“The supply of camphor in Japan is 
very limited and, according to Commer- 
cial Attaché F. R. Rutter of Tokio, 
celluloid manufacturers in Tokio are al- 
lotted camphor..supplies in proportion 
to their purchase some years ago.

Beginning with the boy’s childhood in 
Cambridge, under the walls of Harvard, 
the son of moderate wealth and good fam- 
ily, Mr. Norris carries his hero through a 
variety of youthful experiences, including 
a number of years at private schools, sends 
him to a college in the Middle West, starts 
him in life as a clerk in a big railroad 
office in New York, marries him to a 
pretty, vapid girl, and all through his ca- 
reer, previously and from this experience 
onward through several more years, shows 
his reaction to the blows of circumstance. 

As a novel it is a good story, with a plot 
Shut is lifelike without too much of com- 
plication, remarkable presentation of a 
great number and variety of characters, a 
good many dramatic situations and vital, 
colorful narrative. As a story, it is 3 worth 
reading by any one who likes fiction of a 
higher grace. But it is much more than 
that, for the author has seriously and hon- 
estly endeavored to make it “ a criticism of 
life.” As such it will probably arouse’ dis- 
sent, even protest. There are many who 
will object to the plainness of speech with 
which the author has sometimes presented 
conditions or reported the conversations of 
his people. But even if they object they 
will have to admit that his purpose has 
been the honest one of speaking the truth. 
The first third of the book is an appalling 
picture of irresponsible, incapable, selfish 
motherhood; schools with methods either 
brutal or incompetent, which are forcing

tions are so bad that the institution seems 
almost a machine for the production of evil 
influences and results. And again, in thy 
big business cérporation in which Griffith 
Adams gets his first business experience, 
the methods, tendencies, and infil 
are a training in dishonesty, inefficiency, 
and unscrupulousness. In the account of 
the young man’s life at the university the 
author gives esfecial ‘Aseacion to the

There will be many, doubtless, who will 
@rotest that all this direful picture is not 
@pical of Americin life in home, school. 








college, and business. But all such must 
remember that fiction is never typical, 
that by the very terms and conditions of 
its art it cannot be typical. If it attempts 
to make its pictures typical they cease to 
be pictures of life. And all who kncw 
American life widely will confess that his 
scathing indictment of haphazard meth- 
ods, selfish aims, heedlessness, and lack of 
the sense of moral responsibility has been 
too frequently deserved. The picture he 
has painted looks rather black, it is true, 
but it will be good for the soul of Amer- 
fea to ponder it well. And particularly 
every mother and father of young children 
ought to read it as a spur to their sense 
of trusteeship of the future of those chil- 
dren. 

Mr. Norris proves in this novel that his 
kinship to his famous elder brother, Frank 
Norris, is more than physical. For he 
shows in this second novel from his pen 
not a little of the other's ability to tell a 
story and to envisage in its scope wide and 
graphic views of society and vivid char- 
acter portrayals. 

AFTER 
AFTER. Frederic P. Ladd. New York:

R. LADD has attempted a great 
book; he has succeeded in writing 
an ineffectual one. In the character 
of Victor Daudet our author evi- 
dently tries to symbolize France. Henry 
Geiger is supposed to represent Germany, 
Mr. Burton an American and a member of 
the Democratic Party. Victor is a nice 
young man, an honorable young man— 
we are told that he is a brilliant young 
man, but he is no different from many 
fine American youths. Henry Geiger is a 
stupid bully, weakly drawn, not typical of 
any country. Burton is a clever, un- 
idealistic business man, who is killed at a 
convenient time. : ; 

Victor Daudet, a French boy, orphaned 
by the war, is brought to Richmond by a 
Red Cross nurse, who soon dies.’ Dr. 
Murfreer, drunk and grandiloquent, of- 
fers to adopt the boy; returns to his home 
in Clarmont, and promptly forgets the 
whole affair. Victor, arriving in Clar- 
mont, fortunately finds Chesterfield Car- 
ter, who takes him to David Duncan, 
where he finds a home with the saintly 
printer. We see him grow to manhood. 
In the meantime peace has come to the 
world, but the Democratic, or “ Dollar,” 
Party threatens America’s best in- 
terests. Mr. Ladd uses his book as a 
means of violent propaganda against the 
Democratic Party. Our hero, however, 
has had occasional encounters with Henry 
Geiger, and uniform success in school, col- 
lege, and the journalistic world. Romance 
and Charlotte Burton come into his life 


' and, of course, they marry, and no doubt 


live happily ever afterward. 

The theme of characterizing the nations 
might have developed into an interesting 
volume, but it is not sustained beyond the 
first few chapters; in fact, in “ After” 
nothing is sustained except the Republi- 
can Party.

THE TOLL THE ROAD. By ae

ERT HALL. a pretty girl of a small 
town, teacher of a public school in a 
farming community, and newly en- 
gaged to an estimable young “ traveling 
man,” of the kind that makes one yearn 
for a few “ redeeming vices,” tells the 
story of her experiences of several months 
which wholly change her outlook upon 
life and her character itself. In the most 
casual of meetings she chanced to attract 
the attention of an actor, playwright, and 
manager, who found in her face just what 
he had long sought in vain fortheEgyptian 
Princess in a play he was about to “ try 
out on the road.” Although at first she 
resisted his persuasions, and the tempta- 
tion of $40 a week, set against her salary 
as a teacher of an equal sum per month, 
her Terry’s declaration that he would not 
“ permit " her “ to traipse off on any such 
junket as ihat,’”’ decides her to reverse her 
decision and to go at once into a life as 
foreign to her as though it were upon a 
remote planet. Here begins a narrative of 
unusual interest and equally unusual 
merit. Gert Hall, transmuted into 
“ Gertrude Hallam,” practically declares 
“Story! God bless you! I have none to 
tell, Sir.” The events are few; thrilling 
romance there is none; but the delineation 
of character is masterly, every stroke teil- 
ing; the stage life, altogether unlike any 
other life. is portrayed with uncompromis- 
ing clearness; and the style is as full of 
vivacity and color as is the magic world 
behind the footlights. The author does 
‘not hesitate te reveal the tragic side of 





existence on the boards—the disappoint- 
ments, the homelessness, the desperate at- | 
tempts to clutch a rapidly vanishing; 


youth, which alone usually spells success; 
and, worst of all, the too-frequent dis- 
integration of character in the artificial 


atmosphere of the theatre. When the final’ 


choice comies to the young actress, she 
sets the life of wife, mother, homemaker, 
over against the career of the stage, with 
no illusions as to the “ trqublesome and 
restless pilgrimage,” to which the latter 
calls. At best, as she acknowledges, there 
is the inevitable “toll of the road ’—this 


ror that prejudice, this or that convention, 


this or that “ finicky niceness,” to be paid 
at every step; and, as is evident, in her 
self-revelation, things far more vital than 
these. Appreciating all this,- she ap- 
preciates also the compensations. What 
is her decision? In spite of the apparent 
finality of the closing stene, we are not 
sure that we know. 

Only one of “ the profession ” may ven- 
ture to pronounce upon th» accuracy of 
the description of the customs, startling 
in their unconventionality, which obtain 

the bers of a company on the 
road; but every one can bear testimony to 
the truth of the picture of comradeship, of 
quick response to every call for aid, of 
charity in thought as well as in deed, 
which characterize the most kindly and 
generous of professions. 

Terry is deliciously humorous—and very 
pathetic. As we have our last glimpse of 
him, we almost forgive hig suicidal vir- 
tues and equally suicidal grammar. His 
sudgments are those of bourgeois respec- 
tability, but, as we emerge from the lure 
of the book, we wonder whether, after all, 
he may not be right. Waiving that diffi- 





_cult questicn, we congratulate the author 


upon a story as thoughtful as it is clever; 
at times, as in the funeral service of poor 
Ursula, rising to an unlooked-for height.

SHORTY McCABE LOOKS ’EM OVER. By 
ewell Ford.

NCE more pasa McCabe, ex-pugilist 
and present proprietor of the Physi- 
cal Culture Studio, is the central fig- 
ure in a volume of sketches and short 
stories. The opening one relates how 
Hicks received an old schoolmate who 
wasn’t quite so poverty-stricken as he 
looked; the second tells how a young 
woman from Vermont became an altered 
person under the judicious handling of 
Shorty’s wife, and even succeeded ir. an- 
nexing the nephew of a Russian Countess. 
The history of a matrimonial squabble 


which ended in a bonfire comes next, and 


is followed by the story of a young man, 
the only son of a self-made “ plute,” who 
seemed to be an entirely hopeless propo- 
sition, though of course he was nothing 
of the kind. Another youth who didn’t 
seem to amount to much, and in whose 
love affair Shorty played an active part, 
appears in “ The Thumb Test for Kirby,” 
and after that we learn what Shorty did 
to a man who came to him suffering 
from a nervous breakdown which he at- 
tributed to overwork. “ Letting Peabody 
In“ is a sketch of the second generation 
—and of the third—with a “ back to the 
land” moral, while the difficulties be- 
setting a millionaire who chances to be 
philanthropically inclined provide the 
theme for “ On the Side with Silas.” 

Of course Shorty McCabe’s son Sulli- 
van, generally known as Sully, appears in 
several of the tales, and so does his wife 
Sadie. Neither Shorty nor Sadie is in the 
least degree patriotic, and when the 
United States has entered the war Shorty 
declares that he “ hadn’t quite doped out 
what we was fightin’ for, anyway,” which 
gives one a poor opinion of his intelli- 
gence. However, he finally informed 
Sadie that “ I expect this is our war, too.” 
According to the publisher’s announce- 
ment, this is the third of the Shorty 
McCabe volumes. Those who liked the 
earlier books will, no doubt, enjoy this 
new one.

ILES McCONAUGRY, Captain in the 
English merchant marine, was a 
person of strong and somewhat complli- 
cated prejudices.

HESE two books, so similar in title, 
are both inspired by flaming pa- 
triotism and profound earnestness. 
Both authors are eager to say the 
word that will help most in urging on war 
preparations and in exalting and steeling 
our national spirit to achieve its utmost. 
And therefore to find fault with them may 
seem an ungracious act. But, however 
heartily one may be in accord with their 
spirit and purpose and however much one 
may wish them success, each in his own 
crusade, there are certain things in each 
of the books calculated to make the 
judicious grieve and to wish thit when 
they sat down to write their bocks their 
zeal might have been tempered with a 
little more judgment, patience, and wis- 
dom. For so their messages might have 
had more effect. 

Mr. Sullivan’s little book is an earnest 
and impassioned plea for everybody to do 
whatever he can to urge on and help on 
the program of shipbuilding in this coun- 
try, which is so big a factor in the assist- 
ance we shall be able to render for the 
winning of the war. He sets forth very 
lucidly and very cogently how necessary 
the ships are. It is true that President 
Wilson said it all in a very few words last 
year, but it is something that cannet be 
said too often or too earnestly,. for on. the. 
censtant realization of its truth by the 
whole people will depend, as Mr. Sullivan 
declares, the guccesg of our armies IN the 
field. And he does well to drive home the 
facts, as far as the acts can be ascer- 
tained, about the continued success of the 
submarines in destroying allied and neu- 
tral shipping. He justly says that there. 
is not a sufficiently sharp realization of 
the deadly efficiency with which they are 
still working. But when ene comes to his 
belittling of what this country is doing 
te meet the need for ships and to the dec- 
laration that we have been “ falling down 
tragically in the work of new construc- 
tion,” it ls necessary te condemn both his 
assertions and the spirit in which they are 
made. With 250,000 tons of shipping put 
into commission, ready for service, accord- 
ing to Mr. Schwab, during May, with his 
promise that May will be proved the least 
productive month of the year, and with 
his announcement of the securing of new 
works that will inerease the ship building 
capacity of the United States, in addition 
to all the huge yards that have reached 
the productive stage within the last month 
or two, by 8,000,000 tons a year, Mr. 
Sullivan’s cries of despair seem. ludicrous. 
Unfortunately they are more reprehensibie 
than ludicrous, for it ts upon just such 
false and belittling statements of this 
country’s war preparations that the enemy 
seizes with avidity to keep up the moraie 
of tts own armies and people, and to use 
as propaganda to discredit us in neutral 
countries. Neither does Mr. Sullivan’s as- 
sertion that war weariness is nullifying 
England’s effort in ship production look 
very well beside the news from that coun- 
try the other day of the complete con- 
struction of a huge new shfpyard in ninety 
days. By all means, let us urge on every 
war preparation to the utmost possible 
achievement. But why throw a wet 
blanket on our efforts and give aid and 
comfort to the enemy by saying what is 
not true? 

Mr. Hornaday, whose book is published 
under the auspices of the National De- 
fense Society, has given it to the cause it 
represents—that of helping to win the war 
for civilization’and of defending America 
from foes without and within. The high 
spirit of patriotism that inspires it and the 
hot passion of earnestness with which it is 
written make it not unlike a flaming torch 
with which its author would summon all 
his countrymen to service in deed and 
word and spirit. It is the spirit that is 
needed, the call that must be sounded day 
and night, and Mr. Hornaday does his 
share with a zeal that comes evidently 
from the bottom of his heart. But one 
cannot help wishing that he had written 
with something more of both knowledge 
and appreciation of parts of the country 
not in the immediate neighborhood of New 
York. Some of them are likely to resent 
some of the things he says, and while 
they will not lessen the efforts and sacri- 
fices they are making the memory of 
these accusations will rankie in their 
hearts and work against that unifying of 
the country which all good Americans long 
for. Nor is it possible to agrge with Mr. 
Hornaday in the very tender treatment 
he accords to American socialism as com- 
pared with the scorching he gives to 
“alien socialism.” This latter brand de- 


@erves all he says ef it, and even. mere. § 


Germany ” and antagonistic to American 
—— customs, methods, convictions, and 

ideals. The only difference between 
socialism in America and socialism in 
Germany is that part of the American 
Socialists have decided to remain loyal to 
their own Government, while the German 
Socialists have chosen loyalty to theirs, 
and the only difference between either of 
them and the Boisheviki is that the latter 
have kept their blind faith in that “ red 
internationalism” which is a funda- 
mental principle of all socialism, while 
the Socialists of other nations have not. 

And if Mr. Hornaday’s attitude on free- 
dem of the press and freedom of speech 
were to be adopted by the American Gov- 
ernment tt would be the beginning of the 
end of this country as a free nation.

| dementary. We are taken to the chief 
sources of our knowledge of expression and 
shown the several factors which have can- 
tributed te the symbolic uses of coler in 
mythology and ecclesiasticism, literature, 
painting, and the theatre. The generally 
q accepted symbolisms of the simplest colors 
are examined in some detail, and an at- 
tempt is made te standardize the facts and 
principles of chromatic sensations in a sim- 
ple terminalogy based on what the eye sees 
—mamely, hue, brightness, saturation, tint, 
and shade. The scientific aspects of the 
subject are considered in brief but {iumi- 
‘nating chapters on the chief color phe- 
nomena of psychology and physiology, and 
, om the powers of the colors as we know 
them from experiments in preference, ap- 
preciation; and attraction. 

Finally, there is a thoroughly interesting 
gemeral discussion of the aesthetics and. 
harmony af color, with an additional chap- 
ter on the pessibility of realizing color- 
music or an art of mobile color. The 
author inclines to the view that the rudi- 

language which we now possess 
will ultimately be developed to the point 
where it can be applied in a practically in- 
@ependent art, and that we shall be able 
to enjoy this art as fully as we enjoy 
music today; but he adheres to the scien- 
tific attitude and does not allow himself 
to forget that he is dealing with an un- 
predictable future.

UCH bocks about other countries as 
this by Mr. Clarke about Japan are 
welcome always, but this particular one 
will be doubly welcome to all good Amer- 
icans who desire peace and friendliness and 
cordial relations between the two coun- 
tries. For, in addition to its unusual value 
and interest as a presentation of another 
country, it attempts to interpret for Amer- 


fean readers the attitude of Japan toward. 


other nations and especially toward the 
United States, and to show them how in- 
consequent is the basis for the jingoist 
outcries against Japan and the agitation 
over the alleged “Japanese menace” 
which have belied the spirit of this coun- 
try during recent years and still are do- 
ing their weakened best, hand in hand 
with German propaganda, to create dis- 
trust and hostility between Japan and 
America. Mr. Clarke was in Japan, where 
he mingled with all classes and observed 
all phases of life, until the breaking out of 
the war. And he has been able to make 
also some supplementary observations and 
comments which show how importantly 
Japan has been infimenced by the war in 
her commerce, industry, and finance. 

What Mr. Clarke especially tried to do 
im Japan was to see the life and feel the 
pulse of the great masses of the nation and 
to make his observations reflect the 
thought, feelings, habits, customs, ideas, 
of the farming people, the industrial work- 
ers, the children, and teachers in schools 
and colleges, the young men, the women 
in their homes and venturing out into 
industry and general life, the newspaper 
men who mold opinion, the leaders of 
finance and commerce and industry, the 
politicians and statesmen.

Mr. Clarke gives a rapid survey of this 
development, a glimpse of the importance 
that big business has assumed in Japan, 
and describes a number of the large cor- 
Porations of various kinds—shipbuilding, 
manufa®@®ures of steel and cotton and pot- 
tery, steamship lines. This economic de- 
velopment and the sense of it that per- 
vades the country he describes as “ among 
the most outstanding things in Japan.” 
Her students and workers and managers 
have been studying the secrets and meth- 
ods of manufacture on a large scale in 
many industries all over the world, and 
all Japan is humming with the virile pur- 
pose of enlarging the output and bettering 
the quality of her manufactured goods. 
Much capital that was greatly needed for 
these enterprises has poured into Japan in 
return for the products of her munitions 
factories since the war began, and all Ja.

THE FIGHTING E EN GINEERS 


—_e FIGHTING ENGINEERS. ‘By Francis 
Collins. Illustrated. New York: The 
Suutary Company. $1.30, 
R. COLLINS has gathered together 
and put into readable form accounts 
of the great variety of work that 
our engineering regiments have accom- 
plished, or are now at work upon, in 
France. His book will make known to 
the American public many activities upon 
which our “ fighting engineers” are en- 
gaged of which the people at home have 
had little or no knowledge, and it there- 
fore forms an important addition to the 
story of our first year in the war. It 
ought also to be tonic reading for those 
low-spirited but rampageoug people who 
can find nothing to do more entertaining 
to themselves than to disparage the part 
America has played in the war during 
our first twelvemonth, 

But, interesting and important though 
Mr. Collins’s book is, it could be wished 
that he had been more sparing in his 
adjectives. We have every reason to be 
proud of our achievements, but it would 
be mcre befitting to express that pride 
merely in confidence of spirit and re- 
doubled efforts and to desist from boast- 
fulness. We have heard entirely too 
much, for the good of our souls, about 
the interest, admiration, and amazement 
we have inspired among the British and 
French, and we might well put aside our 
naive greediness for praise and clothe our- 
selves in greater humbieness. 

Not much had been known about the 
work of our engineer regiments in France 
until they acquitted themselves so well 
at Cambrai as fighters as well as workers. 
Mr. Collins tells the story, briefly and in 
a rapid survey, of what they have done 
and are doing, not only in railroad build- 
ing, in which they have been very effi- 
cient in planning, adjusting and construct- 


. ing, but also in reclaiming devastated 


regions, doctoring orchards, leveling 
fields, building and repairing roads, con- 
structing water supply plants, making 
map photographs, operating mines and 
quarries, building docks, and in other 
activities. Soil and chemical experts have 
shown the French farmers that the soil 
of the battlefields, torn and heaped and 
cratered, will be all the more fertile for 
its experiences, and that there will be 
no danger from buried bombs which will 
not explode after they have been in 
damp ground for some months. The en- 
gineers have been widening French roads 
to fit them for the Increased traffic. They 
have solved the problem of supplies for the 
British in a flooded district in Flanders by 
“ floating a railroad,“ concerning which 





no detafl ts mad& known because the 
enemy would be giad to know how it was 
done. They have transported a railroad 
bodily from England to France, and they 
have built hundreds of miles of main line 
tracks. They have built, “ somewhere in 
France,” a great ordnance base that in- 
cludes twenty large storehouses, twelve 
shop buildings and a hundred smaller 
shops. It has a gun repair plant that can 
handle 800 field guns of all sizes each 
month, a small arms repair shop with a 
monthly capacity of 50,000, a reloading 
plant that can renew daily 100,000 artil- 
lery cartridges. There are great numbers 
of forges, carpenter shops and auxiliary 
buildings, so that the place is really an 
industrial city with a population of 20,000 
men and officers to carry on its activities. 
But one can not open to any page in Mr. 
Collins’s bcok without finding there some 
interesting and-unheralded item of what 
our engineers are doing in France. It de- 
serves the widest reading, notwithstanding 
its smug and too-frequent adjectives.

CITY PASTORALS 


CITY PASTORALS AND OTHER POEMS. 
William Griffith. New York: James 
T. White & Co. 

This attractively made, slender volume 
of verse bears out the promise given in 
Mr. Griffith’s previous work. The first 
half of the book is filled with a group 
of lyrics in dialogue in which three aver- 
age citizens representing types of tem- 
perament voice in the seclusion of a New 
York club their several attitudes toward 
the world and life. Short lyrics, gath- 
ered into several sections under the head- 
ings, “ Outward Bound,” “ Itinerary,” 
“Sea Spray and Wood Winds,” and 
“ Fancy Fields,” fill the rest of the book. 
Mr. Griffith’s muse is a gentle, urnambi- 
tious spirit who does not attempt the 
higher flights, but busies herself mainly 
with the endeavor to find and express 
the beauty in every-day things ordinarily 
ignored by preoccupied eyes. One does 
not find in the poems elevation of thought, 
deep stirring of the spirit, or distinction 
of style. But the average ideas and 
feelings of the average man have expres- 
sion in verse that is pleasingty lyrical. 

The “ City Pastorals ” that fill the first 
half of the book present four divisions in 
which the lyrics are, as the author ex- 
plains, “flavored of the country and in- 
tended to be more or less appropriate to 
the four seasons.” The temperaments of 
the three men, Brown, Gray, and Green, 
who carry on the dialogue of these lyrics 
are indicated by their names throughout, 
Brown is a darkly spirited, melancholic 
-pessimist, Green is a lover of the open 
air, fresh-souled, enthusiastic in his mem- 
cries of field and roadside and wood, while 
Gray takes an ordinary, commonplace 
view of life. Here are a few representa- 
tive extracts: 


Green: I see the field; I catch the scent 
Of pine cones and the fresh split 


wood, 
bearded moss and stains are 

blent 
With Autumn rains—and all is good. 


Brown: Ay—the same Judas world 
That never changes or grows old; 
In whose heart treachery lies curted

of WaLT WHITMAN looms up in our 

literature larger, more human, than 
ever. Not only does his poetry, as shown 
in the timely little collection of patriotic 
verse reviewed elsewhere in this number 
of THE Book REVIEW, voice today the war 
aims of America, but his prose descrip- 
tions, also, of war scenes and incidents 
read as if they had been written within 
sound of the guns that are devastating 
the fields and villages of France. Of the 
myriad war books that are being published 
today we recall none that equal his 
“Specimen Days” for vividness and a 
certain revealing sense that stamps them 
not only as literature, but as historical 
documents of permanent value as well. 
The greater part of WHITMAN'S prose ac- 
counts of the war were originally written 
as letters to THE NEw YorRK TIMEs. It was 
as an occasional war correspondent of THE 
Times that he picked up enough money to 
pay his expenses while traveling at the 
front and from one hospital to another dur- 
ing his three years of war service. For, sin- 
gular as it seems in this day of efficient war 
organization, WHITMAN was a volunteer 
army nurse, doing whatever he did on his 
own initiative and without the supervision 
and direction of a department chief. There 
was no Red Cross in those days. The 
mearest approach to that marvelous 
organization was known as the Sanitary 
Commission. But as we read “ Specimen 
Days” we cannot help feeling that here, 
in this “ good grey poet” of democracy, 
was the first, the ideal Red Cross nurse. 
And what an indefatigable, tireless worker 
he was! In summing up his record as a 
nurse he tells us: 

During those three years in hospital, 
camp, or field I made over 600 visits 
or tours, and went, as I estimate, 
counting all, among from 80,000 to 
100,000 of the wounded and sick, as 
sustainer of spirit and body in some 
degree, in time of need. These visits 
varied from an hour or two to all day 
or night; for with dear or critical cases 
I generally watched all night. Some- 
times I took up my quarters in the 
hospital, and slept or watched there 
several nights in succession. 


I N these days of the great war the figure 


ALT WHITMAN’S method used in 
this voluntary war service is not 
without valuable suggestions for our hosts 


of Red Cross workers today. He went 
through a regular systematic course of 
mental and physical hygiene to which he 
attributed much of his success. 

‘In my visits to the hospital [he tells 
us) I found it was in the simple matter 
of personal presence and emanating 
ordinary cheer and magnetism that I 
succeeded and helped more than by 
medical nursing, or delicacies, or gifts 
of money, or anything else. During the 
war I possessed the perfection of 
physical health. My habit, when prac- 
ticable, was to prepare for starting out 
on one of those daily or nightly tours 
of from four or five hours by for- 
tifying myself with previous rest, the 
bath, clean clothes, a good meal, and 
as cheerful an appearance as possible. 

From the testimony of others we now 
know how splendid WHITMAN’s war work 
actually was. His personality impressed 
whoever he met by its strong, cheerful 
tone. In character, as well as in his books, 
he was an inveterate optimist, and this un- 
shakable spirit of his must have gone far 
toward making him the ideal nurse he 
was said to be. It was well for him that 
optimism was so ingr@‘as® ‘no his nature, 
for without it he could never have passed 
through the scenes of horror during those 
three terrible years and preserved his 
sanity. For the war, as ke saw it, “ was 
not a quadrille in a ballroom.” His pic- 
tures of it all haye the vividness ‘that 
eomes trom a profound sympathy “with

mankind. And yet, neither WHITMAN nor 
any one else can succeed in describing 
the real war: 


Future years will never know the 
seething hell and the black infernal 
vackground of countless minor scenes 
and interiors (not the official surface 
« ‘urteousness of the Generals, not the 
few great battles) of the secession war, 
and it is best they should not—the real 
war will never get in the books. In the 
mushy influences of current times, too, 
the fervid atmosphere and typical 
events of those years are in danger of 
being totally forgotten.

N spite of the almost superhuman strug- 
gle through which she is passing and 
into which she is putting every atom of 
her abundant vitality, France is not neg- 
lecting the growth of her literature. This 
is the view taken by a writer in a special 
supplement of the London Athenaeum de- 
voted to “ French Literature During the 
War.” The war has inevitably impressed 
itself upon. this literature, changing and 
remaking, to a limited extent, certain of 
its-currents. But it is interesting, as an 
instance of the national poise, especially in 
matters of art, to.learn that, in the main, 
French literature is following lines of de- 
velopment that were started before the 
war. The war is, undoubtedly, bringing 
about in France as elsewhere something 
that is akin to a rebirth in literature. But 
this new spirit was foreshadowed some dec- 
ddes ago. It is fostered, strengthened by 
the baptism of fire to which everything in 
France is subjected. 


It is but fair to recognize [says this 
writer in the Athenaeum] that prior to 
the war the great spiritual upheaval 
through which French literature is now 
passing, and which differentiates it 
from the literature of’ the end of the 
nineteenth ‘and beginning of the twen- 
tieth centuries, had already begun. 
There are many evident proofs of this 
among the younger writers whose new 
works were published just immediately 
before the great conflagration. Perhaps 
it was that the old spirit of pessimism, 
born among the vanquished of 1870, 
was itself worn out and was gradually 
being replaced by a more hopeful spirit. 
Perhaps it was that almost uncon- 
sciously the younger generations felt 
that they were destined to live through 
more tragic years. But the old shib- 
boleths were crumbling away and a 
new generation was arising, full of 
eager hopes, possessing a more healthy 
outlook upon life. 

The new literature is rather broadly 
spiritual than confined merely to the 
old Catholic formulas and dogmas. 
BaRREs in his last book, “ Les Diverses 
Familles Spirituelles de la France,” 
shows this more thoroughly than has 
been done before. Some have tried to 
call this new evolution of literary 
thought Catholic realism. But the term 
is inappropriate because not all of the 
new writers have accepted a form of 
recognized religious belief. 

Of French books written in wartime this 
writer gives BaRBusse’s “Le Feu” as 
“ pre-eminently the book of this war,” a 
book that is “the one literary effort of the 
war which is itself adequate to the military 
effort of the French Nation.” In French 
poetry during the war two names stand 
conspicuously above all others—PavuL Fort 
and Paul CLAUDEL. 


N a two-page review of the recently pub- 
lished “ History of American Litera- 
ture,” edited by W. P. TRENT, JoHN ERS- 


KINE, STUART P. SHEBMAN, and CaRL VAN 
DogEn, appearing in The London Times 
Literary Supplement, the view is taken 
that the foremost, the representative writer 
of this country is EmMERsoN. It is interest- 
ing to note that this English reviewer 
shows, besides, a strong partiality for 
CoorpEE—who was imitated, he tells us, by 
ScoTT; and who was held by some to sur- 
pass the latter—but it is in EMERson that 
he finds America’s greatest achievement in 
letters. In a way EMERSON seems to this 
English critic a measure of this country’s 
intellectual evolution— 


The growth of a country in the po- 
litest arts cannot be termed slow when 
that country, like America, within 
fifty years from the close of its Co- 
lonial period, produces a man of letters 
such as EMERSON. Old England and 
New England, Britain and America are 
agreed-on the essential point that he is 
the most universal figure, excluding 
men of action and statesmen such as 
WASHINGTON and LINCOLN, that the 
New World has produced. There is 
nothing of the imitator of ADDISON, or 
GOLDSMITH, or SCoTT about EMERSON, 
he is far less reflective than Haw- 
THORNE or PoE; if he reflects at all it is 
a supreme ofthe great penseurs of 
France; or if he enters the field that 
HAMMERTON and Bryce and TaInE and 
WALLACE have rendered illustrious he 
outshines them all. At the time of his 
death in 1882, one year after GEORGE 
ELI0oT and THomMas CARLYLE, EMERSON 
was recognized as the foremost writer 
and thinker of his country, but this 
recognition had come gradually. The 
candor and the vigor of his thought had 
led him often to champion unpopular 
causes, and during his earlier years of 
authorship his departures from Uni- 
tarian orthodoxy were viewed with 
hostility and sglarm. In the abolition- 
ist movement also he took a part which 
brought him the distinction of being 
mobbed in Boston and Cambridge. His 
finest essay writing, which covers a 
huge range, corresponds pretty closely 
to our early Virtorian period and ex- 
tends from hid. noble adumbration of

STRUGGLE IN SIBERIA 





JAPAN OR GERMANY: The Inside Story 
of the Struggle in Siberia. By Frederic 
Coleman. ‘New York: George H. Doran 
Company. $1.35. 

OR many months, ever since the col- 

F lapse of Russia, one of the big 

problems of the war, and perhaps 
the most difficult, has been the 
question of whether or not the Allies and 

America should intervene in that dis- 

tracted country to save her from German 

domination, and, if so, how and where it 
should be done. The pros and cons of 
allowing Japan to send an army to Si- 
beria have been much discussed, and, ap- 
parently, the matter still hangs fire, with 
public and private opinion in America, 

England, and France, divided’ upon the 

wisdom of such a move. : 

In such a crisis and hesitancy Frederic 
Woleman’s book comes as a ray of light in 
a dark place, with first-hand information 
about affairs in both Siberia and Japan— 
information much needed for the enlight- 
enment of American readers upon 4 situa- 
tion of.which most of them know little. 
Mr. Coleman, who is a globe-ranging ob- 
server and correspondent, was in Japan 
and Siberia last year and the news he 
brings comes down to as late as six or eight 
months ago.’ Nearly all of What he writes 
is the result of his own personal observa- 
tion, and he seems to be a careful ob- 
server, not prone to mistake rumor for 
something of more consequence, nor in- 
clined to put confidence in what is not 
solid fact. His conclusion as to whether 
or not Japan should be allowed to go to 
Siberia with an army to protect the vast 
stores at Vladivostok, take charge of the 
Trans-Siberian Railway, and help bring 
order out of chaos in Siberia he puts into 
these words: “ By all means Yes, and em- 
phatically Yes, if she goes in the right 
spirit, and if when she goes a campaign of 
education and explanation goes with her.” 
But even upon such a mission, and even 
to prevent Bolshevist disruption and disin- 
tegration in Siberia, unless much besides 
the martial expedition accompanies her 
legions, then; he declares, the answer ‘must 
be “ No, a thousand times No! ” 

All through the Northeast.of Russia 
Mr. Coleman .found a deep-seated dislike 
and suspicion of the Japanese. It seemed 
to have no basis in fact, either present or 
past, but it was there, it was emphatic, and 
it was deeply rooted. Mothers hushed un- 
ruly children by threatening them with the 
coming of the Japanese. The more-con- 
servative elements in the newly formed 
Governmental committees, after the Rus- 
sian revolution, kept the fanatics in check 
by_using and playing upon the fear that 
Japanese troops would come marching in 
from Manchuria in a few hours if they 
did not behave themselves.. Bad as mat- 
ters were, especially in Harbin, the author 
says they would have been much worse 
but for this fear and distrust. That is the 
chief reason. why Mr. Coleman thinks 
Japanese troops should not go alone, nor 
go merely as an army, to Siberia. But he 
thinks that the inevitable- revolt against 
what would undoubtedly be considered an 
army of invasion and conquest—and which 
might degenerate into that very thing— 
could be prevented and such an expedition 
be engineered into a work of co-operation, 
good fellowship, and mutual benefit if the 
Japanese were accompanied by American 
troops and by. American civilians, workers 
and propagandists who would explain mat- 
ters to the people, help them get their 
country on its feet, and serve as a barrier 
to the flood of German propaganda, in- 
fluence, and penetration. 

Mr. Coleman thinks that the people of 
Siberia are upon a much higher level of 
social and political development than those 
of Western Russia, and that it would there- 
fore be much easier to accomplish worth- 
while results among them. He found 
everywhere among those in control of af- 
fairs after the revolution, or those having 
influence, or those who were . thinking, 
absolute, unshakable confidence that the 
German working men would revolt, over- 
throw the Kaiser, and end the war. Of the 
bourgeois class he has no good to say and 
seems to think that their actions before'‘and 
since the revolution have properly earned 
for them the scorn so frankly expressed by 
the workers. All Siberia, army, navy, and 
people of all classes, he found to be soaked 
and steeped in German propaganda against 
the Allies, against America, and for Ger- 
many, and he gives instances that, not-

business—and shows how it has prevented 
the.Government from coming into accord 
with the Allies and America in the matter 
of turning over shipping. The three or 
four chapters he devotes to Japan, al- 
though written with modesty and pretend- 
ing to offer only the results of his own 
observation, have in them more enlighten- 
ment about the spirit of the Japanese na- 
tion’and the aspirations and character of 
the people than one can get from many 
a lengthy volume which might’ be men- 
tioned. He writes with a judicial temper

army to: Siberia.’ For Japanese statesmen 
know how much Japan would lose if she 
did not play the game and how much she 
will gain if she does. Count Terauchi he 
considers “ the strong man of the Orient,” 
and is sure that as long as he is Premier 
he will do all in his power to help the 
Allies and America. 

Mr. Coleman has done a distinct service 
in making public his observations at this 
crucial moment, when there is so much 
need of first-hand, capable, and &npreju- 
diced information about Siberia. More- 
over, his book is written with a freshness 
and a pungency that make it very read- 
ablé. No one who wants to have a clearer 
understanding of affairs in the Orient and 
in Russia’s Far Northeast can afford to 
miss it. And no one can read it without 
being deeply impressed by his conviction 
that it will be possible to save Siberia from 
the Germans, that Siberia will be glad to 
be saved and will be quick to help in her 
salvation, and that assistance should go 
quickly.

T is a rare delight to come upon five 

I volumes of modern verse which satis- 

fy as these do. As a group they form 

a singularly interesting and amusing 

study, running the gamut of poetic expres- 

sion from Drinkwater’s stately English 

ballads to the tropical intensity of Salomén 

de la Selva, and so it is hard to believe that 

any one could turn from them without hav- 
ing found gratification. 

Of the volumes of individual verse John 
Drinkwater’s will be found to contain much 
with which we are already familiar, as it 
is made up of poems selected from his 
books published between the years 1908- 
1914. This is a collection which we may 
acclaim a real poetic achievement, the best 
of the work of a poet whose imaginative 
and musical gift of song has matured and 
Geepened until he may be said to have ar- 
rived at the goal which he has sought. 
Mr. Drinkwater is always sure of himself 
without the ltast smugness, very winning 
and tender, but never “ fiery-hearted ” as 
are “ The Feckenham Men” in his ballad 
of that name, and of which several verses 
are seleccted.

The twenty-six poems of Cecil Roberts 
are unmistakably the work of one whose 
goul is in touch with the hidden beauties 
of life, but who Is nevertheless “ a man of 
sorrows and acquainted with grief.” He 
shows this capacity for grief in “ A Dead 
Poet,” “ Lines to a Portrait of a Midship- 
man Killed in Action,” and several other 
poems, and there is a wistfulness almost 
childlike in such expressions as

In his one long poem, “ The Portrait,” 
Mr. Roberts has shown himself very much 
the master of his art, and yet he has not 
@one finer work or lovelier than in

Among many poems of exceptional 
beauty we find several in which Mr. de la 
Selva’s tropical nature seems to have got- 
ten the better of his sense of fitness, and 
which in a second edition of his poems we 
hope may be either omitted or brought up 
(or possibly down) to the general concep- 
tion of fitness. 

It is rather hard on James Stewart 
Doubleday that his poems should be in- 
cluded in a group of such unusual talent 
because, though musical, his verse is 
slight, and it would take larger and more 
vital work to stand out among that of such 
poets as John Drinkwater and Salomén de 
la Selva. It is to Mr. Doubleday’s credit 
that he has not fallen into vers libre, al- 
though he is identified with the Greenwich 
Villagers, and that he has kept a clean, 
fine spirit and a very beautiful sense of 
rhythm, for which his great love of the 
sea may be in part responsible. One has 
moments of dissatisfaction, as that in 
“ Flight,” where the movement is so vivid 
and the feeling so true, the whole should 
fall below our idea of what it might be. In 
the last verse we find our excuse for high 
hope of what Mr. Doubleday may do: 

s e s e e s e 
I would be alone. 
In a motion my own, 
To wing my own flight, my heaven- 


tours 
"Tis naught ye a known, 
But something God-grown, 
Full princely— 
And calmer and swifter—sublimer than 
Yours. 

Reviewers have criticised “ The Masque 
of Poets” as being a faulty anthology be- 
cause of notable omissions, and if it has to 
be considered as an anthology one must 
needs agree with them. When the publish- 
ers say, “ The reader of this anthology 
will find herein whatever is most authentic 
and genuinely felt in contemporary Amer- 
ican poetry,” they are laying the book open 
to just such criticism, but if we take it in 
the spirit in which it was intended, as a 
masque or game, which consisted in pub- 
lishing anonymously in The Bookman dur- 
ing 1917 these poems, for us to read and 
praise or condemn without being influenced 
by the knowledge of authorship, we are 
conscious of a very different feeling. 

You may see Amy Lowell, for example, 
as a singer of ballads; Anna Hempstead 
Branch, in the estimation of a great many 
people the finest of all our poets, at her 
very best in “The Name,” both of which 
are unfortunately too long to quote, and 
while there is the wish that some of the 
poems here might have been omitted to 
give place to better work, who ever agreed 
with the editor of a collection of this sort? 
Mr. Edward J. O’Brien, in accepting the 
task, placed himself in a perilous position. 
It is interesting to have two poems from 
William Stanley Braithwaite, whom we 
have grown to think of as a critic rather 
than as a poet, but who proves that one 
may be both,

"HE prize of $500 offered by Columbia 
University for the best book of poems 
d during 1917—the first such 
award in its history—has been given to 
Sara Teasdale’s ‘““Love Songs,” published 
by the Macmillan Company last Fall. The 
volume contains, In addition to the love 
lyrics, the group of poems entitiéd “ Songs 
Out of Sorrow,” which had previously been 
voted to be the best read at the meeting of 
the Poetry Society of America during the 
year 1916-17. The success of the volume 
has been popular as well as artistic, for. it 
reached a second edition within a few 
weeks of publication, and has since gone 
through several more printings. 

Miss Teasdale, who in private life is the 
wife of E. B. Filsinger, an authority on in- 
ternational trade and the author of several 
books on that subject, holds some unusual 
views on the subject of poetry and its pos- 
sibilities for daily life. “The writing of 
poems,” she says, “should be considered 
as natural as the writing of letters. Chil- 
dren should make up poems without the 
slightest embarrassment, and the time 
spent in school in writing their own poems 
would be better spent than that consumed 
in learning arithmetic. Poetry is the most 
democratic of the arts, because no money 
is needed for long special training in learn- 
ing how to compose it. It is the best anti- 
dote for the morbid repression that many 
of us have inherited from generations of 
Puritan ancestors. When everybody 
writes his own poems, two-thirds of the 
misery of the world will flow away singing, 
like ice-locked rivers when the Spring 
sets in.” 

She does not think that the form of 
poetry, whether it is melodic and rhymed 
or blank verse or free verse, is of any real 
importance. “ The only vital thing about 
a poem,” she declares, “ is its content. If 
@ poem is sincere and springs from deep 
emotion, no matter what the form, it will 
be of value to us. Poets, as well as all 
other artists, may be roughly divided into 
two groups: those who are seeking to face 
life and illuminate it by their work and 
those who turn from its hard realities and 
seek an escape from life in their art. 
Neither one of these groups can claim to 
more valuable artistically than the 
other. Who would be willing to lose such 
an artist as John Keats, to whom art was 
not the facing of life, but a beautiful em- 
broidery upon the finely woven texture of 





aginations er our intellects, or hoth, tnto 
play ts of little moment. The tendency 
now is to think of poetry as a food by 
whfch we are nourished and not as # nar- 
cotic. The best poets in America today sre 
encouraging us to face life rather than 
showing us. an escape from it.” 

Miss Teasdale is the author of three pre- 
vious volumes of verse: “ Sonnets to Duse 


‘and Other. Peems,” “ Helen of Troy and 


Other Poems,” and “ Rivers to the Sea.” 
She is also the editor of an anthology 
called “ The Answering Voice: One Hun- 
dred Love Lyrics by Women.” Many ef 
her poems have been set to music and a 
number of them have been sung by such 


eminent artists as Sophie Braslau, Mme. 
Schumann-Heink and Mme. Gadski.

his pocms a living, flaming call and chal- 
lenge ta human beings everywhere, that 
has won for him as a poet and prophet 
greater fame in other lands than he has 
yet enjoyed in his own. Possibly Ameri- 
eans did not need quite so much that call 
and challenge as did men and women 
elsewhere, and so they have been slower 
to recognize its high consequence and its 
quality. In England he quickly won en- 
during fame and in France he has been 
and still is an inspiration and a molding 
force far greater than his fellow-country- 
men have realized, far greater, indeed, 
than he has been among them. 

Pierre de Lanux, in his “ Young France 
end New America,” bears witness ta the 
importance of Whitman’s continuing in- 
fluence upon the younger generation of 
Frenchmen. “ French literature of to- 
day,” he says, “ shows the marks of one 
American influence which may well be 
ealled decisive. Walt Whitman’s blood 
runs in the veins of the young writers of 
France. * * * But his influence on a 
few poets is small compared to his action 
on the mentality of the young in general. 
It is an immensely renewed inspiration 
which is proposed by this American, and 
which is one of the treasures of our 
ttmes.” And M. de Lanux thinks that the 
teachings of Whitman and of Emil Ver- 
haeren, whom he compares with Whitman, 
“will be demanded by the men returned 
from the war, a teaching of strength, 
fervor, and simplicity.”

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UNDER FIRE AT COMPIEGNE 
Goal of Last Week’s German Thrust Began to Suffer in 
March—American Woman Tells of Awful Days There 





Elsie de Wolfe in the Nurse’s Costume 
Which She Wore: at Compiegne. 


The martyrdom of Compiégne, first goal 
of the new German drive, began when the 
Germans commenced pouring shells into 
the town last March. Scenes like those 
described here by Elsie de Wolfe, Amer- 
ican actress, which she witnessed in 
Compiégne. at that time, again became 
commonplaces in the unfortunate town 
last week. . : 

Miss. de Wolfe has worked actively in 
behalf of France: since. early in the war, 
largely at the Ambrine Hospital in 
Compiégne. Below are.extracts from hér 
diary, kept while Compiégne was first 
under- bombardment by the Germans.

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EMORY UPTON, MILITARY GENIUS 


Practically Unknown General, for Whom Camp at Yaphank Was Named, Advocated ’ 
Many Years Ago Reforms Embodied in Our Great Army of Today ’ 


By RICHARD BARRY : 
O New York, Upton is the name of 
T a camp where some thousands 
of its citizens are preparing for 
the French battlefields. Else- 
where, except in the army, Upton is 
barely a name. Yet, to many military 
students, the man.for whom the camp 
was named, Emory Upton, Major General 
Brevet U. S. V., and Colone! Fourth Ar- 
tillery, U. S. A., who died in 1881 at the 
age of 42, is more responsible for the 
military fitness of the United States 
today than any other one man, and he 
shines forth from the records of the 
army as America’s chief contributor to 
the world’s military thought. 

Turgenieff, the Russian novelist, is 
surpassed in fame and in popular ap- 
preciation by many other writers, but 
critics usually place him at the top of 
his craft‘in technique. He is the nov- 
elists’ novelist. Similarly, Upton is the 
Generals’ General. Enjoying the con- 
fidence and favor of his immediate su- 
periors, Grant, Sherman, Sheridan, and 
Wilson, during his lifetime, his writings 
have been, Since his death, a living res- 
ervoir of military truth to which suc- 
cessively returns each group of com- 
manding army officers, while Congress, 
which rejected him alive, has returned 
to him dead repeatedly, as to a voice 
in the wilderness. Y 

The story of Upton is sad, but in- 
spiring. He died at an age when most 
men are but beginning their real work. 
Overcome by a-disease of the head which 
shrouded his mental faculties, he took 
his own life, believing that his efforts 
had failed, the prey of a hallucination 
that his work on tactics, destined to 
revolutionize procedure in the American 
‘Army, was valueless, and unable to find 
a publisher for his great work on the 
military policy of the United States. His 
last act was to resign from the army, 
his post at the time being that of Com- 
mandant of the Presidio, at San Fran-§ 
cisco. 

Vet, twenty-two years after Upton had 
filled an untimely grave, we find Elihu 
Root, then Secretary of War, at the 
dedication of the new War College in 
Washington, saying, “TI wish to pay 
honor today to the memory of Emory 
Upton. * * * Many of the mistaken 
practices in the army which he pointed 
out have been abandoned. We no long- 
er feel obliged to have recourse to short 
enlistments to obtain men. The three- 
battalion system, for which he con- 
tended, has been adopted. ‘rhe inter- 
changeability of the staff and line, in 
place of a permanent. staff organization, 
has become a part of our systém, sub- 
stantially as General Upton _recom- 
mended. The conflict between tag divil 
authority and the miifiaxy sagiiprity, 
always inexpedient and wsnally dis- 
astrous, has been obviated by the Gen- 
eral Staff act of 1903. Compulsory re- 
tirements, exautime¢igns for promotion, 
the division .4 military information, the 
. General Starf,-and a system of military 
education, such as he recommended, 
have been provided. Long after death 
hed ended the restless striving of that 
far-seeing intelligence other men, work- 
ing out the same problems with which 
he dealt, have found the sanity and wis- 
dom of his conclusions and have given 
them effect. Were Upton living today, 
still zpon the active list of the army, 
he = see all of the great reforms

for which he contended substantially 
secured.” 

As Mr. Root pointed out then, in 1903, 
only one field of great importance cov- 
ered by Upton remained to be explored 
by favorable Congressiona! action. That 
was an adequate system for raising, 
training, and officering the forces that 
might be required in some future war. 
The Congress of 1917 accomplished this, 
and along the general lines laid down by 
Upton. Thus, today, in 1918, the United 
States is fighting the greatest war of its 
history under a general scheme of mili- 
tary organization which is protecting it 
from many of the blunders of its pre- 
vious century, largely because an army 
officer, then comparatively obscure, forty 
years ago devoted himself untiringly, and 
practically laid down his life that these 
reforms might be instituted. 

When Upton first submitted his report, 
with its recom- 
mendations, made 
after a tour of the 
world and a study 
of other armies, 
and with the pres- 
tige of his brilliant 
civil war record, 
although it was in- 
dorsed by W. T. 
Sherman, then 


army, Congress 
would not even 
spend the money 
to have it printed 
and it was buried 
in oblivion, in 


millions of docu- 
ments in the War 
Department. 
A generation later, 
in 1916, on motion 
of Senator Tillman 
of South Carolina, 
a’ thousand copies 
were printed by the 
Government solely 
for the use of mem- 
bers of the United 
States Senate. 

What manner of man was this whose 
constructive thought now covers us with 
the fine armor of an effective military 
policy? Few of his contemporaries sur- 


vive. Though brevetted a Major General 


in the civil war he was only 26 years 
old at its close, and would be 79 if living 
today. Nearly all those who knew him 
personally are gone. Fortunately one 
who knew him intimately, and the one 
who first adequately recognized his 
superlative abilities, has consented to 
revive for the writer his rich store of 
memories of General Upton. This is 
James Harrison Wilson, Brevet Major 
General, U. S. A., under whose command 
Upton served the last year of the civil 


‘war. General Wilson is living in re- 


tirement, hale and hearty at the age of 
81, at Wilmington, Del. 

“TI knew Emory Upton from the date 
of ‘this entrance into the Military Acad- 
emy at West Point in’ 1856 to his death 
in 1881, from a stripling to a man fully 
matured,” said General Wilson, as we 
sat on his porch one pleasant afternosn. 
“ His: class was next to min¢, graduated 
less than a year afterward, and he entered 
the army at the outbreak. of the great 
rebellion. We served together in the 
Antietam campaign, in Grant’s memor- 
able series of operations from the Rapi- 
dan to Petersburg, then with Sheridan in 
the Valley of Virginia; and, finally, in 
the cavalry campaign from Waterloo 
through Alabama and Georgia, ending in 
the last battles of the war and the col- 
lapse. of the Confederacy. These nine 
years of youth and early manhood, espe- 
cially during the last year of the re-

bellion when Upton commanded a division 
of cavalry under my immediate super- 
vision, brought an intimacy between us 
which is possible only among soldiers. 
“His physical characteristics? He 
was five feet eleven, blonde and blue- 


eyed, weight 170 pounds, always in per- ‘ 


fect condition. He never wasted a word 
in conversation and never was inter- 
ested in anything but his profession. He 
never knew a woman intimately until he 
was married, three years after the war, 
never drank liquor, never tasted tobac- 
co, never used a profane wora, 

“A saint, you say? Yes, that is a 
just description. Do not think I am un- 
duly praising my old comrade. He was 
one of the purest men I ever knew, as 
well as one of the very ablest. He was 
religious, a devout and pious Christian, 
but not a prude. I hever heard 
him advance ‘his views on religion, 

and his esti- 
mate . of other 
men’s personal 
habits was made 
solely as they af- 
fected military fit- 
ness. 

“You must re- 
member that he 
was very young 
during the civil 
war or he would 
bave gone even 
further then than 
he did. He was 
still 21 when he en- 
tered the army as 
a Second Lieuten- 
ant and not 26 
when peace found 
him a Major Gen- 
eral of Volunteers. 
He never had the 
slightest __ political 
assistance in his 
rise, and for a long 
time was obliged 
to remain in in- 
ferior command 
under men who 

“Mhould have been 
his inferiors. 

“T have constantly maintained since 
the close of the civil war that at that 
time Upton was as good an artillery 
officer as could be found in any country, 
the equal of any cavalry commander of 
his day, and, all things considered, was 
the best commander of a division of in- 
fantry in either the Union or the Con- 
federate Army. You must remember 
that he successively commanded in each 
branch of the service. With me he com- 
manded cavalry, which came after his 
success first with artillery and then with 
infantry. He was the equal of Custer or 
Kilpatrick in dash and enterprise and 
vastly the superior of either in discipline 


and administration, whether on the. 


march or in the camp. 

“ He was incontestably the best tacti- 
cian of either army, and this is true 
whether tested by battle or by the drill 
field and parade. In view of his success 
in all arms of the service it ‘is not too 
much to say that he could scarcely have 
failed as a corps or army commander, if 
fortune had called him to such rank. 
Nothing is more certain than that he 
would have had a corps of cavalry if the 
war had lasted sixty days longer, or that, 
with the continuation of the struggle, he 
would in due time have been put at the 
head of an army. No one can study his 
brilliant career without concluding that 
he had a real genius for war, together 
with all ‘the theoretical and practical 
knowledge which any one could acquire 
in regard to it. 

“Upton was the equal, if not the 
superior, of Hoche, Desaix, or Skobeleff 


_in all the military accomplishments and 





virtues, and until he was disabled by the 
disease which caused his death he was, 
all things considered, the most accom- 
plished soldier in our service. At the end 
of the war he was younger than was 
Napoleon when he started for Italy. Had 
his fate been cast in similar political 
conditions his military career doubtless 
would have paralleled those of the great- 
est captains of all time. 

“Yet he was essentially American. 
His life was upright, his bearing chivalric 
and commanding, his conduct modest, his 
character without blemish. History can- 
not furnish a brighter example of un- 
selfish patriotism, or of ambition un- 
sullied by an ignoble thought or an un- 
worthy deed. 

“In what way was he superior? I 
will give you an instance: When I was 
detached from the Army of the Potomac 
in 1864 to take charge of the cavalry 
operations in the West I was asked to 
name my divisional commanders... I put 
Upton at the head of my list. He joined 
me and I. turned over to him eight de- 
pleted regiments, with a total of about 
4,000 men. He took them to Louisville 
to outfit them, for not only were the 
ranks only half full, but they lacked 
horses and equipment. Upton, you must 
remember, until that time had had ex- 
perience only with artillery and infantry. 
However, he went at the cavalry as if 
he had been all his life a cavalryman. 
When he joined his division many of the 
veterans were inclined to resent him, for 
not only was he without cavalry ex- 
perience, but also at that time he was 
barely 25 years old, and many of his 
command were his seniors. in years. 

. “What a change a few weeks— 
merely a few weeks—made! When he 
rejoined me there was not a detail of 
equipment lacking, nor a button out of 
place, nor a man or horse ailing among 
the 4,000, and his men without excep- 
tion regarded him with a species of idol- 
izing respect. He had become enthus- 
iastic about cavalry, a branch of the 
service he had not previously highly esti- 
mated. Before we were through with 
that campaign he declared, and not vain- 
gloriously, that with his division he 
could go the length and breadth of the 
Confederacy and be stopped by nothing. 
I have always contended that never. in 
history in any army was there a better 
force of 4,000 men or a better commander 
than Upton and his division. “They could 
have whipped anything anywhere near 
their size and could have taken anything 
by assault except a battleship at sea. 

“One thing they did was to take the 
fortified town of Columbus and capture 
1,500 prisoners with fifty-two guns, de- 
feating the great Confederate cavalry 
leader Forrest. It is the only instance 
in history of a fortified town being taken 
by cavalry. Upton’s division galloped 
up to it at 5 o’clock one afternoon, and 
as the commander approached me I saw 
he was disheartened. 

“* Wilson,’ said he, ‘I’m too late to 
attack before night.’ 

“Very well,’ I said, ‘attack at 9 
o’clock this evening.’ 

“He gave me one startled look and his 
face broke into a smile. ‘By jiminy!’ 
he replied, (‘By jiminy’ was his near- 
est to a cussing phrase,) ‘I hadn’t 
thought of that. I'll do it.’ 

“He did, and drove Forrest out and 
captured his men and his guns. His re- 
ply to me was characteristic. He never 
questioned an order, never weighed the 
chances. He acted, despite the fact that 
he was doing a thing unprecedented in 
warfare, attacking a fortified city with 
cavalry—and at night. 

“Upton was the only General in our 
service that commanded (1) a battery of 
artillery, (2) a regiment of infantry,

T any other. moment than the pres-

Kaiser’s fifth son to be King of the Fin- 
nish Monarchy, another wire bears the 
news that the Finnish. Diet overwhelm- 


ingly declared for a republic and that a 


convention of the entire Finnish press 
unanimously allied itself to the republi- 
can standard. At the same time, while 
the present “de facto” Government 
proclaims that it achieved -power only 
by the use of German munitions and 
with the assistance of German soldiers 
it naively assures. us that this German 
influence is now about. to be withdrawn.

Another curious similarity in the 
claims of both White and Red Guard is 
that each, through its accredited bureau 
in the United States, accuses the other 
of malign pro-Germanism, extending 
through. a period of years. As repre- 
sentatives of both have assured the 
writer that the American. public is 
“gullible” it behooves us, thus fore- 
warned, to accept statements from Fin- 
land cautiously. 

A part of the record is clear. In June, 
1917, Kerensky dismissed the Finnish 
Diet, where the Socialists had a clear 
majority of 103 out of 200 members, be- 
cause it dared to discuss Finnish inde- 
pendence. Kerensky was overthrown 
before a new election could occur, and 
when it came about the Socialists lost 
control, their membership being reduced 
to 92. _The Diet then declared for a re- 
public, with a five-year Presidency, and 


. the Republic of Finland was recognized

sheer desperation, like a drowning man 
clutching at a straw, it reached out to 
Germany for help. The latter is the 
protest of the Red Guard, which declares 
that to preserve its. ascendency in the 


class struggle the White Guard was . 


even eager to accept Teutonic dominion. 

The fact is that for several months 
the Red Guard, associated with at least 
14,000 Russian troops, hereditary enemies 
of Finland, ruled the country, and that 
then the White Guard, with the assist- 
ance of at least 10,000 German troops, 
(alleged by the Red-Guard to be 40,000,) 
conquered the Russian troops, suppressed 
the Red Guard and regained command 
of the Finnish situation, which it still 
retains. a 

But at what a price is the White Guard 
in the saddle! Their representatives 
now. in this country, speaking in behalf 
of the present Government of Finland, 
have assured the writer, somewhat in- 
genuously, it must appear, that the Ger- 
mans are to have no price at all, beyond 
payment .in money for their guns and 
ammunition, and these were only bought 
from Germany after appeals’ had failed 


-to bring them from the Allies or from 


Sweden. They declare that in no cir- 
cumstances will Finland ever accept a 
German monarch. 

In.fact, the White Guard is overquick 
to assess the blame for the present. situa- 
tion, If the Red Guard had not brought 


’ in Russian troops (although Russia had 


already recognized Finland’s independ- 
ence) they would not have appealed. to 
If Sweden had not foolishly

would not have been forced to seize them. 
If Great Britain or the United States or 
Sweden or anybody had sent the White 
Guard munitions they would have ignoréd 


their nearest neighbor on the south. Now 


they urge that the United States send 
them food and recognize their independ- 
ence immediately. If not théy hint that 
there may be in Finland a repetition of 
the invasion and destruction of Serbia. 
Such are their arguments. 

It is difficult to see why Germany 
should further invade or. destroy Finland. 
She already holds the Aland Islands, key 
to the Gulf of Bothnia and commanding 
the Baltic Sea, and has stipulated in the 
treaty of peace between Russia and Fin- 
land that Russia cede territory to Fin- 
land on the Arctic Ocean. The ultimate 
use for this territory has not been dis- 
closed, but Germany’s hand in the claim 
for it would suggest it as not unlikely 
that thus might be developed, in due 
time, an arctic submarine base. And 
what use has Finland for submarines? 

Meanwhile, Sweden, whose ties to Fin- 
land are much stronger than those of 
Germany, has become thoroughly aroused 
by the events of the past few months. 


Too timid t8 grant help to the White 
Guards: when they asked for it, the 
Swedish Government now recognizes the 
imminent German menace, and has been . 
transformed from a mildly pro-German 
neutral into an afoused anti-German 
neutral. 

The allegation of the Red Guard that 


‘the White Guard has been plotting a 


German ascendency since the beginning 
of the world war in 1914 bears only a 
semblance of proof. It is indisputable 
that in 1914 many Finnish youths, cer- 
tainly more than 3,000. (the Red Guards 
say there were 10,000) enlisted in the 
German Army as “Finnish chasseurs ” 
though under a written compact to be 
employed only against their ancient 
enemy, Russia. When the Russian Czar 
atdicated they refused to fight further 
and were interned near Riga for more 
than a year. On what terms these Fin- 
nish “ chasseurs ” were allowed to return 
to their homes is not known. It is, how- 
ever, certain that they formed the 
nucleus of the military strength which 
today controls the White Guard govern- 
ment of Finland. That they should wish 
to fight Russia while the Czar was still 
in power is readily believable, and to 


‘what an extent they were weaned from 


their original Swedish-Finnish integrity 
by that adventure in the German Army 
is largely a matter of conjecture, though 
their confidence in-Germany may now 
be judged chiefly by the fact. that they 
voluntarily opened their frontiers to 
her. 

“ While the Red Guards are denouncing 
their conquerors as “ outposts of German 
junkerdom,” declaring that they are com- 
posed of aristocrats who would rather 
share the Finnish nativity with the rulers 
of Germany than with the democrats of 
their own fatherland, the White ete

in their turn, declare that the entrance 


- of the Bolshevist troops was a “ German 


plot.” To substantiate this they revive 
the old talk about Lenine and Trotzky 
having been in German pay and assert 
that they malignly sent the  Bolshevist 
whirlwind to Finland at the behest of 
thejr German masters. 

In 1905. Finland learned the ‘eine 
which she seemed to forget in 1918. She 
then proved unmistakably the over- 
whelming power that comes to a small 
nationality when unanimous in passive 
resistance. For eight days all Finland 
went on strike to show the Czar the 
measure of its defiance. -He promptly 
restored the laws he had violated and 
granted new liberties unknown before. 


“This was the same degree and kind of 


unmilitant solidified power which Hun- 
gary used to force unwilling recognition 
of sovereignty from Austria; the indenti- 
cal weapon being used by Ireland today 
in her fight against conscription. It 
never fails. If Finland had stuck by it, 
if- she had not gone beyond her own 
borders for military assistance, she 
would not now be begging the United: 
States for grain and for recognition.

Some Observations on the Military Salute, the Stenographer, and the Temporary 
Buildings— Wartime Capital Seen in Its Amusing Phases -

IVE of the interesting aspects of 
KF wartime Washington may appro- 

priately be classified as follows: 

Salutes, Stenographers, Desks, 
Lunches, Temporary Office Buildings. 

The instructor of our home defense 
company says (after consulting the 
handbook he keeps in his hip pocket) 
that there are three kinds of salutes, 
or sloots. One is the hand salute, the 
other two are rifle salutes, at order and 
right shoulder arms, respectively. As 
a rifle in wartime Washington is so 
seldom seen as to be something of a 
curiosity, the Washington salute is the 
hand salute, fingers extended, palm to 
the front, hand raised briskly to the 
visor of the cap or the brim of the hat, 
then dropped to the side; done in two 
counts, “ Hand sloot, one, two.” 

This is according to the manual. Ac- 
cording to the’ practice, it varies in a 
scale between the motions of a baseball 
pitcher winding up and the languid use 
of one finger in a die-away “How de 
doo-oo.” 

As to the frequency of its manifes- 
tations, it may be said that many. who 
take their exercise vicariously and 
formerly watched baseball games to 
that end, now stand on F Street and 
get the robust exercise of watching the 
hand salute c:nstantly going on at 
either of the busy corners. The salute 
most frequently cheered by onlookers 
has a snappy finish like the motion 
when you are trying to keep them from 
stealing your bait, but there is.a round 
arm punch that is interesting to observe, 
and gives the exercises by proxy an 
exhilarating jolt. 

There is a little mechanical Uncle 
Sam which taps on one of the store win- 
dows to ‘call attention to a display. At 
times he taps at infrequent intervals and 
at others he pounds away as if the boss 
was expected in. You get something of 
the same effect if you follow, say, a 
medical officer from the Army Medical 
School on Louisiana Avenue up to the 


' War Department. , After he has saluted 


everything that bears the shade of khaki 
in the vicinity of the Medical School he 
gets a few moments’ rest by keeping to 
the side of lower F Street, pervaded by

the Shipping Board, which wears no uni- 
form, scuttles by the Provost Marshal’s 
office, and at Ninth Street braces himself 
for running the gauntlet. From’ Ninth 
to Twelfth Street he makes it in about 
4-4, or common time, gradually accel- 
erating, until at Fifteenth Street and 
the avenue, if it goes less than sixteen 
notes to the measure at any time, he 
looks around to see whether his arm has 
dropped off. , 

From there on it is 4 matter of pick- 
ing the right party. Shall he slight this 
marine and salute this French officer? 
Marines are very touchy; better salute 
him. Here is a private of the sanitary 


corps and a Colonel of the General Staff. 


This is a democratic army, but may not 
Colonels have good memories for neg- 
lected salutes? And at.the end of his 
journey a great light of Scriptural in- 
terpretation rewards him. And they 
stood on the right hand and on the left 
and held up his hands. Sure, the old 
Sunday school puzzle is plain enough 
now! ; 

It has been calculated that the number 
of sanitary desks in the City of Wash- 
ington at the present time, if placed end 
to end on the Great Wall of China, would 
be sufficient to make a bicycle path to 
Vladivostok, the additional support re- 
quired being supplied by the number of 
colored porters, allowing one to each desk 
leg, who are at present employed in in- 
stalling the desks and immediately re- 
moving them to another and a far distant 
point. 

The rolling of tumbrils in wartime 
Washington is that of motor trucks 
tringing in desks, more desks, and still 
more desks, all of identical pattern. 
Formerly the official desk of Washing- 
ton was more than a desk—it was a tra- 
dition. Moraines of cockroach paste tes- 
tified to years of use, and if one desk 
had more honorable scars than another 
it was the new desk that was brought 
up from the storeroom to equip the new 
appointee. But hygiene and efficiency 
changed all that even before the war, 
and they get lovely desks now, highly 
polished tops, three drawers with osten- 
tatious locks on either side, and little, 
spindling legs that lift them high and 


make it impossible to realize the thrill 
when you move your desk and find some- 
thing under it that you had given up for 
lost. You see them going in, fresh, frail, 
and shiny. You see them coming out, 
ink-spotted, paste-spotted, and with an 
occasional scratch that looks as though 
Uncle Joe Cannon were right about the 
spurs. There is no special reason to 
smile over them,.only—there are so many 
of them and they look so much alik:. 
You feel that they ought to be personi- 
fied, typified, Lewis Carrolled in some 
way. 

The temporary buildings which stand 
in Foggy Bottom and also where the 
Tiber formerly flowed as a broad and 
navigakle stream house hundreds, per- 
haps thousands, of these desks. They 
stand, each in its pasteboard partitioned 
cubicle, on a fibre rug of artistic pre- 
tensions and lighted by inverted bowl 
porcelain electric fixtures. Were the 
desks bought to put in the buildings, you 
wonder, or the buildings built to shelter 
the desks? 

The Grecian porticoes of these tem- 
porary buildings may indicate that they 
are temples of the plastic arts, a popular 
divinity in Washington because the prod- 
ucts she fosters make a good deal of 
show for the money—for which see in- 
augural court of honor decorations. 
There are still to be remembered the 
livid effigies brought to Washington 
from the St. Louis Exposition and placed 
in the shadow of the Washington Monu- 
ment till the plaster exterior fell off and 
the interior hay protruded indecorously. 

Ample radiating surface and a good 
head of steam have brought the tempo- 
rary buildings through the Winter suc- 
cessfully, but they are facing the more 
serious test of the Washington Summer 
with its blistering, warping heat, and 
its intensive thunder showers. The 
buildings are closed in with pebble dash 
and partitioned with what is practically 
pasteboard. Pebble dash is a- malicious 
sprite, the Puck of the building world. 
The House of Seven Gables is described, 
as having a wall finished with practically 
the same substance. It is quite possible 
that there is some Colonial pebble dash 
still standing, and any pebble dash is

likely to stand till its supports rot away, 


_or it is just as likely to fall down within 


six months. This fascinating uncer- 
tainty as to the exterior and the evident 
certainty that the interior will warp and 
warp and warp, constitute the interest 
in the contemplation of the temporary 
buildings as a building proposition. 
Already the pasteboard panels bulge and 
gape; already moldings have snakelike 
convolutions; already floor boards pull 
their nails and raise their heads. Comes 
the July sun, and it will take more than 
a Congressional investigation to stop 
this kind of crookedness! 

The interest in the temporary build- 
ings as an office proposition lies in their 
contribution to the theory that no sound 
is lost, but goes on echoing through in- 
finity. The buildmgs are vibrant. Dis- 
counting the palpable noises such as those 
made by the repairer’s hammer and by 


_ playful male children of ‘the age of 10 to 


12, officially a messenger force, but giv- 
ing much of their time to roller skating 
in resounding corridors, there is still a 
constant shimmer of sound waves, cres- 
eendo, diminuendo. Hundreds of type- 
writers, hundreds of dictating or con- 
versing voices, hundreds of tramping 
feet communicate their rhythm to these 
masscs of fibrous cells and the buildings 
whisper continuously a thin complaint. 

And, hurrah, here come. the stenog- 
raphers! They are here from multi- 
storied city skyscrapers and from country 
lawyers’ offices; from business colleges 
and from just-learned-it-by-myself; calm, 
self-possessed, clear-eyed; helpers of de- 
tail—helpless men. Power resides in their 
right hand and in their left. The entire 
clerical personnel of at least one com- 
rission has to be renewed every four 
months, and the stenographer’s depend- 
ents who hold executive positions will 
stand for a good déal before they will 
risk losing a stenographer who can read 
at least 80 per cent. of her notes. There- 
fore, some future historian may call this 
the stendgraphers’ war.. At least, they 
know who is running it. 

Did you ever happen to hear what 
Washington was like during the civil 
war? Take the opposite, and you will 
get what Washington is like in this war— 
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clear, clean, straight-cut. Loyalty? Why 
the way those women stenographers lie 
for their chiefs brings tears to one’s 
eyes. Just business lies, you know; trans- 
parent little lies that are: more inform- 
ing than if they told the truth. Mr. 
So and So will be right back. Oh, yes, Mr. 
So and So has attended to that matter. 
Yes, that letter has already been mailed. 
Shielding, great-hearted lies, trying to 
bring the enshrined deity of the inner 
room up to that ideal of bysiness effi- 
ciency that a careless, blundering, pro- 
erastinating, conversation-loving and 
time-wasting man is constantly nicking 
and battering. 

In the old days, ah, those good old 
days, when a social engagement was per- 
fectly valid as an excuse for leaving 
departmental duties, a few in Washing- 
ton took their lunches disguised in one 
form or another and ate them, as it were, 
behind their hands. For the most, there 
were, as the calendar revolved, in due 
season, the shad, the soft or deviled crab, 
the fried chicken, q dish or two of reed 
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birds in the season of plenty, the oyster 
in many a guise, the country sausage, 
and so on, and so on. The surroundings 
where these were eaten were a trifle un- 
cleanly, but the Grub, speaking of it 
with a large G, was good. 

That was @Mfore the Greeks arrived 
accompanied by the steam table. Some- 
one has said “ When Greek meets Greek, 
they start a restaurant.” Not at all. 
These are the lines: “ When Greek meets 
Greek, they conjointly and with each 
other, with malice prepense and afore- 
thought, willfully and knowingly con- 
spire to set up a certain device known 
as a steam table and thereafter to main- 
tain the same.” ; 

So that Washington clerical life either 
troops to work equipped with paper bags 
containing launch with the content of but- 
ter more or less apparent, or it lunches 
on one of three dishes, sphagetti 4 la 
grease, tainted beef done up with strange 
and bitter herbs, or deboshed fish with 
a sauce containing streaks of an un- 
known scarlet substance. Some kickshaw 


like a piece of foundry pie or a globule 
of machine-made ice cream completes the 
feast, and the vendors thrive, Sirs, they 
thrive. 

As a result, we have the luncheon in 
the park, one of the features of wartime 
Washington. Groups of girls, groups of 
boys, groups of boys and girls, and just 
he and she, are eating from paper bags. 
It has been stated by persons from New 
England that such a condition of open 
and shameless eating in the sight of 
everybody would not be tolerated on Bos- 
ton Common, to which the rejoinder is 
that it is so much the worse for Boston, 
for this, look you, is a pretty sight at 
the noontide hour; and if two should 
take alternate bites from the same sand- 
wich, what harm? 

Another novelty in Washington is the 
expression “Out to lunch.” It used to 
be that everybody had a well-defined and 
well-known luncheon hour. Now, between 
11:45 and 3:30 o’clock, the countersign 
for the grand rounds is “ out to lunch,” 
an expression which, like charity, covers 





a multitude of sins. The habit of trans- 
acting business in every old place except 
your office has been imported from New 
York, and the girl at the Bureau of Infor- 
mation puts it about like this: “I’d send 
you up to Mr. Blank, but he’s never in. 
Mr. Other is out to lunch. Mr. Which 
may be in the cafeteria, but the chances 
are that he is out to lunch.. Would you 
like to wait?” Sure, one just loves to 
wait! Meanwhile, your man is transact- 
ing business in whatever club or lunch 
lair he frequents. 

Thus Washington in these wartimes 
is assimilating the ways of the big 
business bees, sealing a few of them up 
in the wax of precedent and routine, see- 
ing some fly off again with a zip and a 
hum, and others gradually settling down. 
to regular existence. The good old hive 
will gradually shake down to order and 
to getting things done without the noise 
of battle and the buzzing of the Cap- 
tains, to say nothing of the Majors: and 
the Lieutenants and the Second Lieu- 
tenants so liberally provided. 


Two Views of Hospitality to Soldiers 


Ate Dining and Dancing Good for Them ?—Beneficial and Detrimental Effects 
Argued Pro and Con Wherever There Is a Military Camp 


“private entertainment” a good 
thing for the soldiers? Are dinners, 
dances, and various sort of “ parties ” 
the pleasure and benefit they are 

meant to be, or are they the mistaken 
expression of friendliness and patriot- 
ism? With the time for the encampment 
of the second draft, the question of the 
soldier’s social life is being discussed 
anew, on the basis of months of experi- 
ence. Many are convinced that the en- 
tertainment of “the boys” in private 
homes and at dances is a good thing, 
while others feel that it has not proved 
practicable, or that the original need for 
such hospitality no longer exists. 

- In making plain their conviction that 
what they sum up as “ private entertain- 
ment ” has not been so successful as to 
warrant its con- 
tinued encourage- 
ment, critics are 
anxious to avoid 
“being misunder- 
stood. They do not 
want to seem un- 
appreciative or un- 
duly censorious. 
Theircriticism, they 
state in the begin- 
ning, is not direct- 
ed toward the fine 
spirit of hospital- 
ity, patriotism, and 
good-will, nor do 
they complain of 
anything in itself 
wrong. But officers 
and others who are 
opposed to private 
entertainments and 
dances feel that 
the friendliness of 
the civilian does 
not express itself 
best in this way 
and that it could . 

better be carried out by co-operation 
with the authorized agencies of enter- 
tainment and welfare, especially within 
the camps. 

Those who support the custom maintain 
that it is a fine and “ humanizing” in- 
fluence for both soldier and community, 
and add: “ The boys are going to spend 
their leave in getting amusement some- 
where; when they are being entertained 

- by the right sort of people, we know that 
they are not getting their fun in the 
wrong way.” s 

Recent editorial expressions have 
fanned the. controversy. One declared 
that entertainment of the men in private 
homes had resulted to their detriment, 
that they had been overfed, kept up too 

late, and had suffered physically. 


Mrs. James Madison Bass, Executive, 
Social Department, War Camp Com- 
munity Service, takes issue with this 
view. The War Camp Community Serv- 
ice is the branch of the Commission on 
Training Camp Activities which is in 
charge of entertainments, clubs, and gen- 
eral welfare of uniformed*men in towns 
and cities—in other words, of soldiers 
and sailors on leave. Mrs. Bass is active 
in both the national headquarters here 
and the local organization. While the 
War Community Service is part 


of an authorized agency for the enter- 
tainment and welfare of soldiers, and its 
dances are carefully organized and super- 
vised, it is the “clearing house,” so to 
speak, through which a great deal of 
private. entertaining is arranged. Peo-

ple meet soldiers and sailors at th~ War 
Camp Community Service dancer and in- 
vite them to dinner or to a party; or hos- 
pitable families. telephone to the office 
to know whether there are any lonely 
lads. in uniform who would enjoy an in- 
vitation to a private house. 

“ About the dances, first,’ Mrs. Bass 
said, “it is not true that the boys are 
kept out until ‘all hours.’ Our dances 
last from 7 until 11. There has, it is 
true, been some feeling that they ought 
to keep up longer, that the boys ought 
not to be ‘turned loose’ so early. But. 


my own feeling is that when they have 
had a happy, jolly evening of dancing 
they are tired and glad enough to go 
home and go to bed. 

“Refreshments are of the simplest— 


cake, orange juice, and coffee. I don’t. 
think that hurts them. I have never 
found any reason to believe that the 
dances or entertainments interfered with 
discipline, and as to the question of 
whether or. not the custom has proved 
‘ practical,’ I can sum it up best, I 
think, by saying that it has worked out 
exactly as-we hoped it would—only even 
more happily. And I think I am in a 
position to know—I’ve shaken hands 
with more than 15,000 of these boys my- 
self! . 

“We want to put the home idea into 
all this. We want to give these boys 
in uniform a normal life. It is not nor- 
mal for them not to have feminine com- 
panionship, not to be entertained in pri- 
vate homes, not to have friendly associa- 





tion with men and women in civilian 
life. That is what this ‘private enter- 
tainment’ and all our work of this kind 
are doing, and that is one of the reasons 
we think it is worth while.. 

“ Another practical and sensible thing 
is the democratic side of it. I have never 
found that American boys were embar- 
rassed or made uncomfortable by being 
entertained in private homes, even 
though the people had béen strangers be- 
fore and might be much more well to do 
than the soldiers. On the contrary, I 
have been amazed and delighted to find 
how simply the young American adapts 
himself, how very much at ease and how 
free from self-consciousness he is. That. 
is réal democracy. And its practice is a 
good thing for soldiers and hosts alike. 





__-“ Another thing that I have seen the 
home entertaining and the home idea do 
is to make the soldiers understand, in the 
humanest way, how fully the people they 
are to fight for are behind them and 
how much they honor the uniform the 
soldier wears. I do not think that is 
‘sentimental.’ I think it is very impor- 
tant. . 

“A more concrete matter, perhaps, is 
the fact that in these ways the soldiers 
gain new friends. It is actual friend- 
ship that comes out of these entertain- 
ments. I have never found anything pa- 
tronizing about it. What I have found 
has been enjoyment and benefit on both 
sides. 

“If any one is afraid that: perhaps 
some of the boys do not behave quite as 

they should—well, 

we were ‘a little 
afraid of that at 
firct, but our ex- 
perience ought to 
convince any one. 
Of all the thov- 
sands of boys who 
have -been our 
guests, only one 
boy has been un- 
appreciative; he 
was not a nice boy; 
we could not ask 
him again; but he 
was the only one. 

The others have 

been splendid. “A 

woman who has en- 

tertained more than 

100 in her own home 

wrote me the other 

day that she would 
* not change one of 
them for anything. 
“When I ar- 
ranged the first 
dinner for soldiers 
at the National Arts Club I did 
think that I ought to pick my boys, so 
I did, very carefully; then all the boys 
I had ‘ picked” were ordered somewhere 
else! It was too late to ‘ pick’ any more, 
but I heard of. one lonely boy who had 
just come to New York;.and then another, 
and then another, and we had fifty-nine 
guests from ‘the service.’ After it was 
over, people said to me, ‘ What fine boys 
those were! But of course they were a. 
picked crowd!’ ‘Oh, yes,’ I said, ‘ picked 
up at random from the street!’ and that 
is the way I have ‘ picked’ the boys ever 
since! ” 

Mrs. Bass réad a letter she had just 
received from a New England woman, 
77 years old, who met several lads at 
one of the dances here, and. asked four 











of them to.supper with her the next 
Sunday night. It was, she wrote, “such 
a merry time,” and when she had. told 
about the interesting things they all 
talked about, and the’ way they “took to 
each other,” and the enjoyment of her 
chocolate cake with banana filling and 
cocoa, she added, “I hope to get tickets 
for another dance.” 

One of the army officer’s letters in 


Mrs. Bass’s recent file reads in part as" 


follows: “The one thing that has im- 
pressed me greatly during my short stay 
in New York is the warmth of feeling of 
the reception and welcome given to the 
army men. 
population realized the responsibility due 
to the presence. of these men, and went 
about the handling of the matter in.the 
most sane and sensible way. They have 
first taken up the matter of housing the 
men, and secondarily, and to my mind 
more important, the providing of enter- 
tainment. The theatres and vaudeville 
are always welcome, but.it is of greater 
importance to the men, who are nearly 
all strangers, that there be some rational 
way for the sexes to come together. 

“This has: been accomplished in the 
work of the New York War Community 
Service as exemplified in the dances and 
social evenings they give at. the Grand 
Central Palace and. also at the National 
Arts Club. * * * ; 

“How: I wish the. work as it is done 
here could be carried into the camps, for 
it is such work as this which truly makes 
the real soldier and directs his work and 
play along rational lines. Kindly ac- 
cept my appreciation of this- work and 
the part you have in it to better the 
morale of our boys.” 

A naval commander wrote Mrs. Bass: 
“I want to say a word regarding the 
splendid work you are doing. You are 
not only giving the ‘boys’ a good time, 
but by the references, both spoken and 
implied; to the honor ‘of wearing the 
uniform ” you are making the young men 
realize that the giving up of professional 
and business careers is not all sacrifice 
but an honor and privilege. * * * I 
don’t believe it would be possible to 
handle some 600 or 700 couples of civil- 
ians at a dance and maintain the dignity 
and good behavior-that you have suc- 
ceeded in doing with these men in the 

‘service. The morale that it is making 
among them is of wonderful assistance to 


the officers in maintaining discipline in. 


the service.” 
One of the soldiers wrote some weeks 
ago: “ My sojourn in New York would

I am 
not for an instant 
work that -private 
individuals have 
done, nor have I

the people mean it 
to be that or not. 
I know they don’t,”

PUNISHING THE ARMY DESERTER 


So Far America Has Not Inflicted the Death Penalty—Even Those Who Slept 
at Posts Have Escaped, but Severer Retribution Is Ahead 


HAT punishment is being meted 
to offenders against the Amer- . 


ican Army—to deserters and 
spies? 

It may be said at the. outset that 
no spy, may receive any penalty other 
than death. But, as this is written, no 
death sentences have been inflicted in 
the United States armies, here or abroad, 
according to reports of courts-martial 

@ forwarded to the Adjutant General’s office 
in Washington, and usually received there 
within ten days or two weeks. There 
have been sentences to death for deser- 
tion, but these are subject to action by 
the President, and in each case he saw 
fit to order commutation. 

These facts are worth emphasizing be- 
cause rumor has been busier in this field 
than in any other during the war, and has 
run to opposite poles, apparently as 
suited the purposes of propagandists or 
German sympathizers. On the one hand 
there have been reports of the shooting 
of hundreds in the army, for desertions; 
and on the other there have been tales, 
apparently designed to reach the ears of 
prospective soldiers, of amazing leniency 
toward such offenders, with the implica- 
tion that the crimes were so lightly re- 
garded one might desert with impunity. 


It is possible that some arrangement 
has been made by General Foch as Gen- 
eralissimo of the Allies whereby the 
record of German spies caught within 
the American lines would go to the 
French War Department. If that were 
so, it might be that such spies had been 
shot to death, but representatives of the 
Adjutant General’s office think this ex- 
tremely unlikely. 

Two young American soldiers found 
sleeping at their posts in France were 
sentenced to death, and others have 
been so cordemned forviolation of orders; 
but these cases were referred to Mr. Wil- 
son, and he directed that the sentences be 
commuted ‘to,imprisonments. 

One of the latest was that of George 
Abendschein, who was sentenced to be 
shot to death by a court-martial at Camp 
McClellan, Ala. Abendschein was con- 
victed on several charges of being absent 
without leave and of desertion, and the 
sentence of death was approved by Gen- 
eral Charles G. Morton, in command 


‘there. The sentence was commuted by 


the President to twenty years in the Fed- 
eral Penitentiary. 

Long before the civil war ended it 
came to be a saying among army men 
that if the mother of a deserter sen- 


tenced to be shot got to see the President 
a commutation was certain to be or- 
dered. The instances of commutation 
by President Wilgon thus far, it is un- 
derstood, are in accord with a policy ap- 
proved by the reviewing division of the 
Judge Advocate General’s office—that is, 
against the imposition of the extreme 
penalty where the men to be dealt with 
were. but recently recruited from civil 
life. : 

This is not taken to mean that the 
death sentence for desertion and similar 
offenses against discipline will not be in- 
flicted later, when such a step is con- 
sidered necessary. Under the regula- 
tions the commander of an army in the 
field (General Pershing in this case) 
may confirm, without reference to the 
President, death sentences imposed by 
courts-martial for murder, rape, mutiny, 
desertion, and spying. One exception 
has been made for the time being to the 
breadth of this regulation; this is, that 
all death sentences for desertion must be 
referred to Washington before execution. 

In all European armies the penalty for 
desertion in the face of the enemy is 
death. 

“There is no exception to this law in 
our armies,” said a French officer at- 


tached to the French High Commission 
at Washington, “ unless the man is men- 
tally unbalanced. This refers to any 
desertion in what we call the war zone; 
a desertion in territory out of contact 
with the enemy does not necessarily 
carry with it a sentence of death; it may. 
be imprisonment. But for desertions in 
the face of the enemy I might say that 
in 999 cases out of 1,000 the penalty is 
death. I do not know the approximate 
number of men shot by French Army 
authorities for desertion; these things, of 
course, are the last things to be made 
public; but I feel safe in saying that the 
number has been comparatively small.” 

On Jan. 15 last, Conway Jews, a pri- 
vate in Ist Company, Depot Brigade, 
at Camp Meade, deserted. The military 
police were notified. After a two 
months’ search they caught Jews in Bal- 
timore. The evidence on its face showed 
that his act was deliberate, and his cul- 
pability was aggravated by his efforts to 
avoid detection and capture. A court- 
martial sentenced him to twenty years’ 
imprisonment, which the reviewing au- 
thoritieés approved.

NE of the greatest problems facing 
this country after the war will be 
the rehabilitation of men suffer- 

ing from shell shock.” ; 

So spoke Dr. L. Pierce Clark, a prom- 
inent psychiatrist and member of the 
” special committee of the National Com- 
inittee. for Mental Hygiene, in charge of 
a@ war emergency Summer school, to be 
opened at Smith College July 8. In this 
school women will be trained to help spe- 
cialists in the reconstruction of those men 
nervously deranged by Shell. shock. The 
Boston Psychopathic Hospital will co- 
operate with Smith College in the work, 
and Colonel Pierce Bailey, Division of 
Neurology and Psychiatry, Surgeon. Gen- 
eral’s office, has given official agsurance 
that graduates of the training school will 


be used in military service here- and’ % 


abroad. 

«* We speak of 2 man és suffering drome 
shell shock,” Dr. Clark continued, “ when 
his nervous system is so disorganized 
that he cannot return to the activities of 
civil life until he has received trained 
care for a time. I know of ¢ases ‘of 
shell shock in which the patients never 
have heard the explosion of a shell at 
tlose range. Such a ‘condition may be 
due, for instance, to ‘the intense nervous 
strain which precedes ‘a charge over the 
top. It may. be due to fear, producing a 
state of hysteria commonly diagnosed as 
malingering. ‘More often, of course, ‘the 
actual explosion of a shell near by has 


caused the patient to lose some normal. 


faculty of nervous expression. 

“To be brief, I am allowing the term 
to embrace any bad case ef nervous dis- 
organization directly brought on as a re- 
sult of participation in the war. . : 

“ According to a report recently given 
out, 90 per cent. of the men who have 
been returned. to Canada are suffering 
from shell shock. I am not unduly. pes- 
simistic when I say that we may face a 
similar situation. The point is to make 
preparations to meet the problem. 

“ By a series of gradations the patient 
is gradually led from his deranged. state 
_ to a point where he can again take an 

active part in the life of the community 
in which he is living. Most of the initial 


treatment hospitals are near the front. ~ 


There are several reasons for this 
proximity. One of them is the need of 
men on the battlefield. In many cases 
the shock is slight and incapacitates a 
man for a short time only. He receives 
immediate treatment and is sent back to 
the front as soon as he is pronounced 
fit for service. 

“The Allies have resorted to this 
method a great number of times. Men 
are continually sent back to the trenches 
after a short period of confinement in 
which the symptoms of neurasthenia dis- 
appear. Very often the men themselves 
express a desire to go back to the front. 
Another reason given by. prominent psy- 
chiatrists for the nearness of these hos- 
pitals is that the scene of the shock is 
the best plate to work out a cure. That 
is, they work on the assumption that the 
stimuli which gave the shock may also 
have power to remove it. In several in- 
stances this has been found: true. - Where 
a man has lost his power of hearing or 
speech through the excessive shock of a 
shell bursting near him it has very often 
happened that a similar burst of shell 
will bring these faculties back to him. 

“Many of the American psychiatric 
hospitals have been put up near the 
front. But we have not yet reached the 
point and probably never will reach the 
point where we will be handicapped by 
a dearth of men. Just so long as that is 
true the best. place for the man who is 
suffering from nervous trouble is home, 
or a place where he can have the treat- 
ment that. will make his presence at 
home safe. 


“ After a man has been held at a base 
hospital for some time and his mentai 
and physical condition does not improve, 


. he is removed to what is called the ‘ sec- 


_ondary -retreat.’ -Many of these are in 


England. Every effort is made to dis- 
. tract the person’s mind from the things 
constantly weighing upon it. 

“The work of trying to make the in- 
dividual realize the need of a conscious 
‘effort to get back to his normal self be-_

charge of the ghell-shock work in Can- 
ada, makes use of a unique method which. 
he calls ‘the explaining. system.’ He 
or-an aid sits down: with the patient, 
ard by a series of simple‘ pictures and 
charts of-the human nervous system ex- 
plains the functioning of each part.

tells him how an injury or a shock af-- 


fects him, He shows him how the dead- 


ening of the different nerve centres af-. 


fects the mental activity of the individ- 
ual. Eventually he brings the case down 
to the patient before him and tells him 
where ard how he has been affected. 
His aim is to bring the man ‘to a con- 
scious self-directed effort to make his 
nerve centres function normally again. 
Very often it succeeds. 

“Tt is during the period of adjustment 
that the man is most helpless. Up to the 
time he is dismissed from the hospital 
or farm or sanatorium he is constantly 
under medical supervision. Just as soon 


‘as he is pronounced cured he passes: out 


of professional care and must to a great 
extent shift for himself. It is here that 
he virtually becomes lost. He is thrown 
from an environment where he was 
among human beings he understood and 
who understood him and is thrust into 


an environment where he is considered . 
* abnormal and unusual. Some of the cities 


in Canada tried to meet this problem by 
having the. civil social bureaus co-operate 
with the hospitals. When a man left a 
hospital he received a card directing him 


to a social service station. 


“But it didn’t work. It was a case of 
taking a man from specialized treatment 
under professional care and putting him 
under the hit-and-miss good-will and de- 
sire to help of amateurs. These social 


™~

ly.. This was done by affiliating the in- 
dustries of Canada with’the Government 
shell-shock work. Appreciative of the 
fact.that it takes months and sometimes 
years: before a man can take up the nor- 


imal routine of a day’s work; the Govern- 


ment of ‘Canada has so arranged it that 
a man is allowed to work for only that 
period (sometimes an hour or two a day) 
that he can work. 

“Carada virtually said to the in- 
dustrial heads of the country: ‘See 


‘here. This large group of* men has 


been mentally and nervously weak- 
ened: by participation in the war. We 
have done: for them all that medical 
power can do. It is up to you now to 
give them a chance to find themselves 
economically. That can only be done 
through industrial co-operation. Their 
mental and nervous powers and their in- 
dustrial ability will come back to them in 
time. You have got to wait until that 
time comes and bear with their oddities 


_ until then.’ The irdustrial heads agreed 


to this program. 

“ Whether our Government will inan- 
gurate a system like that I do. not know. 
I do know, however, that we shall be in 
great neéd of social workers who have 
been trained in psychiatric work. The 
experience of Canada is proof of that. 
The work of the psychiatrist, the medical 
man, is not. sufficient. The work of in- 
dustrial organizations is not sufficient. 
We need a corps which will act as a sort 
of clearing house for all the problems 
confronting the shell-shock man. We 
need people who not only have specialized 
in the usual field of social work, but who 
have made an intensive study of social 
psychiatry. , 

“What the so-called shell-shock man 
needs is somebody who will tie up the 
loose ends of his life for him, samebody 
who can direct him and help him. If find, 
for instance, that if I can give all my at- 
tention to those ‘things that nobody but 
myself can do I car tréat an average of 
300 neurotic patients a day. That means 
that I must depend on some trained 
worker to attend to those things which 
are normally outside my field, but which 
rpust be done in order to insure a cure. 

“ Watching reactions to special stimuli, 
het out family traits, investigating 


uses, straightening out financial diffi- ae 


caition, making records—all these take ~ 
time and need the attention of a trained 


_mind. The hospital eectal worker dees 


that in the usual hospital case. The shell- 
shock man needs a social worker trained 
in that special work. 

“The need for creating bureaus of 


. this kind is immensely important. The 


man with the wounded leg will find him- 
self in time; the man with the crippled 
arm will Jearn how to take eare of him- 
self; in both the mental faculties are un- 
impaired and they can make use of the 
social service bureaus. It is the one who 
can’t forget the ‘things it would be well 
‘for him to forget and who can’t remem- 
ber the things he ought to remember 
who requires attention and treatment of 
thie kind we-will prepare at Smith Col- 
lege ‘to give him.” :

The opportunity to do work in military 
hospitals is, perhaps, the most interest- 
ing opening that the training school 
offers to college women. But it is only 
one part of the service which it is hoped 
the school at Smith College can give in 
the big war program of health conserva- 
tion. Particularly to. the conserving of 
mental health the war has given a tre- 
mendous impetus. The term mental hy- 
giene has gained a new meaning. 

- In all histories of wars among civilized 
nations it has been known that the rate - 
of insanity is much higher in the army 
than in civil life, but in ‘this war the ex- 
traordinary fatigue of modern trench 
warfare, plus ‘the terrific artillery fire, 
has -produced new problems. Profiting 
by the bitter experience of the Allies, the 
Surgeon General has assigned psycho- 
pathic specialists to every camp and-can- 
tonment, and already,:on their advice, 
more than 15,000 men have been weeded 
out. of the army -because of their sus- 
ceptibility, inherited or temperamental, to 
nervous shock. 

This facet is at once a commentary 
upon the state of civilian nerves in Amer- 
ica—because most of these men must 
have been nervously disordered when 
they joined the army—and clear proof 
that there will be another kind of work 
for the psychiatric social worker. Many 
of these men are sent from their camps 
to civil hospitals for treatment. Here, 
as patients or out-patients, they will need 
help. At best they will be discouraged 
by their failure to make good in the army. 
Their old job will be gone. A reputa- 
tion for“ queerness” will hamper them 
in getting another. It is a definite and 
necessary part of war relief work, then, 
to see that they are readjusted—put on 
their feet again as self-respecting, self- 
supporting members of society. This is 


the sort of work that can be done by the 


“woman trained to appreciate and deal 
with mental idiosyncracies.

Among the men at the camps are some 
not physically fit for service overseas.

ble, however, of doing certain kinds of 
work of a noncombative nature. In ad- 
dition there are the aliens and the con- 
scientious objectors ‘who cannot be used 
in the firing line but who can be utilized 
in other ways. 

One of the most important branches of 
the reclamation service is in the food de- 
partment. Here the saving is of a three- 
fold nature. It consists in the healthful 
occupation of drafted men who cannot 

- be put into active service, these men be- 


ing employed in war gardening.: A sec- . 


ond saving is effected in transportation, 
the food grown at the camps resulting 
in the release of many freight. car= and 
trucks for other war work. In the third 
place, it prevents the lying idle of large 
tracts of land which otherwise would be 
nonproductive. 

In connection with the food depart: 
ment the conservation and reclamation 
service of the army also includes the col- 
lection of garbage and its separation for 
advantageous “gale to contractors. 

_ Colonel J. 8? Fair, assistant to the Act- 
ing Quartermaster General, is in charge 
of this important and interesting work. 
The experience of the European nations 
and armies shows the value of cénserving 


and saving every particle: of feod and ° 


other material. At times question 
has been raised as to whether it did not 
cost more to salvage certain articles than 
they were worth. The actual cost, for in- 
stance, of—saving $100 worth of old 
leather might be slightly more than the 
price obtained for it. Is it worth, it? 

The answer to this is that every saving 
is worth while. In these days when mate- 
rials of all sorts are being used up at 
frightful rates it is not a question of 
what price is secured for them, but of 
whether there is going to be enough con- 
tinuously to meet the demands. 

The men who are engaged in this con- 


such good, cléan outdoor. exercise with its 
mental invigoration a quick road to com- 
plete and more rapid recovery. 

_A fine illustration of the value of the 
conservation and reclamation service was 
offered recently at- one of the camps. 
There was a shoe-repair shop there; also 
one for clothing. About twenty men were 
employed in-each place. Orders came to 
get ready to leave for. an embarkation 
point. More shoes were needed quickiy; 


also more overcoats of the light variety. 
The young Lieutenant in chargé of the 
shoe-repair shop set out to. break all 
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service, it would have been necessary to 
send away for new shoes and overcoats. 

At one of the camps when the reclama- 
tion officer in charge started his work of 
gathering up the waste material of 
various kinds for sale to the contractor 
in a nearby city he did not have big re- 
turns to reward his labor. For instance, 
the first few days or so he got only a 
few hundred pounds of old paper each 
day. But it was not long before a new 


_source of this waste accumulation brought 


the total up to a ton or a ton and a half 
every day. This made it eminently worth 
while, not only from the point of view of 
the price obtained but also from that of 
general cleanliness of the camp. 

There is no more interesting phase of 
this work than food production. At prac- 
tically all the camps there was 2 certain 
amount of land not being used for actual 
drill or military purposes which could 
be made to raise vegetables. At Camp 
Dix, N. J., for instance, this amounted 
to about 400 acres. This camp is located 
on what had been good farming land. 

At that place there was planted the 


‘first big camp garden in the United 


States. . It covers every bit of the land 


available for the purpose. One hundred 
and eighty acres have been given over. 


to potatoes, thirty acres to sweet corn, 
a similar acreage to beans, thirty to 
onions, thirty to peas, thirty to beets, 
and the balance to sweet potatoes, cab- 
bage, tomatoes, eggplants, and a variety 
of other garden vegetables. 

When plans had been made for start- 
ing the big Camp Dix “ war garden ” the 
National War Garden Commission rushed 
over from Philadelphia in nine big motor 


trucks all the supplies needed, including: 


seed, fertilizer, machines, and so forth. 
After the commission’s garden had been 
started there it was decided to establish 
similar projects at other camps. 

One hundred “alien prisoners” who 
had been held at Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., 
were dispatched under guard to Camp 
Devens, Mass., for this purpose; and 
plans were put through to take other lots 
to Camp Grant and elsewhere as needed. 

Camp Dix expects to have between 
1,000,000 and 1,500,000 pounds of pota- 
toes fromits-war garden. The land is 
@ood for potato growing; and it is be- 
lieved that the yield will run from 100 to 
150 bushels per acre. Both early and late 
varieties ‘have been planted. ft is prob- 
able that in addition to the immediate 
consumption which will be made of the 
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termaster of the camp, will have a large 
stock of fresh vegetables to supply the 
demands of the 48,000 men who sit down 
to his big table every day. Captain E. 
V. Champlin, reclamation officer, is in 
general direction of the work, and Lieu- 
tenant John F. Bonner has been placed 
in active charge of the gardening. Lieu- 
, an enthusiastic, popular, 
and capable ‘young officer, was well 
adapted to the work, having had a- four 
year course in farming at Pennsylvania 
State College, where he was graduated 
in 1916, as well as several years of actual 
farm experience. 

Germans, Austrians, and representa- 
tives of other nationalities are working 
under Lieutenant Bonner in the Camp 
Dix war garden. Included -in his motley 
array are two Turks. While these men 
—alien enemies and “conscientious ob- 
jectors "—were not desirable or desirous 
of being in the ranks of fighting men, 
they were ready to perform noncombative 
service. They are all well taken care of 
in comfortable barracks, and the food 
supplied to them is as plentiful and as 
clean as that to be found anywhere in 
the big.camp city. 

Captain Champlin found some food on 
the reservation ready to hand. Several 
apple and peach orchards were turned 
over to him. He does not allow any- 
thing to-go to waste, and he planned to 
gather this fruit, with some strawberries, 
for the table. ° 

While the cannon of the ‘practicing ar- 
tillery are booming away in one part of 
Camp Dix, the plows, the harrows, and 
ae cultivators are busy in another sec- 

tion, perhaps nothing more than an old 
worm fence separating them. Command- 
ing officers getting the boys ready for 
France give commands in one place, while 
a hufred-yards away the mule teams 
drive thé plows deep through the. rich 
black soil which is upturned to receive 
the potatoes or other vegetables. Garbage 
wagons dump their collections of grease, 
fat, bones, and other material at the lit- 
tle plant built along the railroad track 
for that purpose, and in the field a hun- 
dred feet away sweet potatoes planted 
by boys in khaki are growing to help 
provide the food which must be kept fol- 
lowing the flag. 

What is going on at Camp Dix is being 
enacted at other army camps and canton- 
ments throughout the country. The war 
gardens planted by the American Army

On. a monthly average the 
little shop had turned out more than 300 
pairs a day of repaired shoes. During the 
rush they raised this to more than 400.

tubers as they ripen a large quantity 
will be stored for Winter use. A big root 
cellar will be constructed for this pur- 
pose. The planting of the potatoes con- 
tinued for more than a’ month after the 
project was started, everything in that 
locality being favorable for this. 

Major Gen. Hugh L. Scott, command- 
ing officer at the camp, has taken much 
interest in the work. He made a per- 
sonal tour of inspection over the big war 
garden soon after it was,started, atcom- 
panied by Mrs. Scott and by his: aid, 
Lieutenant L. R. Harberson. 

Lieut. Col. Edmond Tompkins, quar- 
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will supplement the millions. of . home 
vegetable plots all over the country which 
are adding to the needed supply of food. 
In this work the army emphasizes the 
saving in railroad transportation which 
will be effected. This is of equal im- 
portance with the actual amount-of food 
grown. It is conservation of freight facil- 
ities for other essential purposes at the 
same time that it increases production. 
“Food f. o. b. the Mess Tent Door” is 
the slogan of the army camp war gar- 
dens. The boys have heard the call of 
Pershing and they are responding to his 
message to “ Keep the Food Coming.” 





N army can advance and attack no 
A than its artillery can be 
moved from point to point. Dur- 
ing the recent German drives the 
cablegrams have reported that the Ger- 
mans were waiting, before launching 
another attack, to bring up their artil- 
lery. This weapon, it was made clear 
again and again, was the pivot upon 
which the battle turned. 

There is no close measure of the rate 
of advance of artillery and infantry, but 
it is safe to say that up to this time the 
movement of artil- 
lery istwicieas slow 
as that of infantry. 
In the allied armies 
it is not quite three 
miles an hour, and 
the Germans, it is 
certain, get no bet- 
ter results out of 
their motorized ar- 
tillery. 

To increase the 
speed, then, at 
which an army can 
advance over con- 
tested ground is a 
question of in- 
creasing the speed 
with which the ar- 
tillery may be 
moved forward. In 
a. great offensive 
any reduction in 
the time required, 
as between the op- 
posing armies, is 
likely to be the 
decisive factor. 
Double it on one 
side, that is, raise 
the average of 
three miles an hour 
to six, and there 
would be a great 
advantage indeed 
with that side, and 
that ts what is 
promised for the American Kony in 
France, on the basis of a new artillery 
motor tractor developed by the Ord- 
nance Department and recently sub- 
jected to practical test. 

Dragging a 4.7-inch howitzer and 
caisson, this tractor traveled at the rate 
of: six miles an hour over the roughest 
terrain selected, near Washington, as an 
approach to conditions on a shell-torn 
battle area. The tractor, with its 10,000- 
pound train, making a total tonnage of 
20,000, moved in steady, unbroken gait 
over ground that had previously brought 
the British tank Britannia to a slow- 
down. It climbed over fallen trees, 
plowed through rocky holes, and ascend- 
ed a forty-five-degree hill, where the 
mud was deep on account of recent rains. 
On a road a speed of twelve miles an 
hour was attained. 


The tractor is of the track-laying or 
caterpillar type, and represents experi- 
ments and improvements on the basic 
patent of this model started by the Motor 
Equipment Section of the Engineers’ Di- 
vision of the Ordnance Department be- 
fore America entered the war. The aim 
was to devise a model which would pro- 
vide for the virtual motorization of our 
field artillery, and the results of the tests 
give assurance, in the opinion of military 
observers, that a transportation equip- 


ment never possessed by any army be- 


fore will be at the service of our forces 
in France. 


There are to be three sizes: two and 
a half tons for three-inch guns; five tons 
for the six-inch-class, and ten tons for 
the larger gun class. The motor for the 
small guns is not so advanced, but the 
others are now in course of quantity pro- 
duction. The first order for more than 
5,000 of the five-ton type was placed 


some time ago. Deliveries are expected 
to begin this month. Deliveries of the 
ten-ton model are also expected to be- 
gin this month. It is understood it will 
require not less than 20,000 tractors and 
four-wheel drive trucks for an army of 
1,000,000 men. These are supplied by the 
Ordnance Department and should not be 
confused with the “ good-roads ” trucks, 
which the Quartermaster Corps supplies. 

The new tractor is a development, to 
military needs, of the “ caterpillar ” farm 
tractor. Literally it lays its own road 


as it goes. A broad, continuous moving 
chain on either side carries small weight- 
bearing wheels, as may be seen in the 
accompanying photographs. The motor 
power is in the large wheel in the rear. 
Turning is on the same order as a side- 
wheel steamboat; one side is shut off, 
by means of a withdrawn clutch, and the 
other side pulls the tractor around. The 
tractor may be practically swung around 
in its own tracks. Never was there an 
object so unwieldly that responded so 
readily to the touch of a man’s hand. 

There is another notable advantage. 
The tractor is armored. The engine, 
radiator, and an emergency gasoline tank 
are protected by steel plate one-fourth 
of an inch thick.

New Tractor Doubles Speed in Moving Guns

of ship space. An outfit of sixteen 
horses would require much more space 
in b ship than a tractor. Some of the 
food that the horse consumes can be 
turned to human needs, and the land upon 
which all his food grows can-be put to 
raising food for war workers. A horsed 
regiment of six-inch howitzers uses 14.7 
tons of forage per day. This is true 
whether they are standing or at work, 
and they are often idle. A regiment of 


motorized six-inch howitzers consumes 
four tons of fuel, oil, and grease on a 





day’s march of fifty miles. It requirés 
two days for a horse regiment to traverse 
the same distance, and the tonnage’ of 
food consumed is four times that of the 
fuel used by the tractors. This repre- 
sents another gain in ship space, from 
the standpoint of the maintenance re- 
quirements of horses compared with 
tractors. There is sore need of leather, 
and tractors here provide an important 
saving. The amount of leather required 
for an average regiment of field artil- 
lery would make 11,720 pairs of shoes. 
All these collateral advantages, how- 
ever, sink into second place in compari- 
son with the primary. advantage of in- 
creasing the speed of ‘the army in mov- 
ing to attack. When our troops have 
arrived in France in sufficient numbers 
to launch a drive against the enemy, it 
may well be that these new tractors will

“ Our army motor transportation might 
be divided into two great classes. There 
are first those that travel where there 
are roads, in the area behind the fighting 
zone. These are Quartermaster rear- 


wheel drive trucks, and they were first ~ 


brought to a state of greater efficiency, 
because that development was along a 
line already well advanced. Second, there 
are the artillery motor vehicles, supplied 
by the Ordnance Department, which are 
required to travel where no roads exist, 
and where the country is badly torn by 
shells and in other ways; that is, in the 
fighting zone. There were unique re- 
quirements in this problem. It has been 
worked out to what it is believed will 
prove a successful solution. 

“There are, of course, intermediate 
conditions where there are poor roads or 
ground not absolutely impassable to 
wheeled vehicles, but too much for the 
ordinary rear-wheel drive truck. For 
this service a truck driving on all four 
wheels is suitable and this is the only 
type at present supplied to the artillery 
in addition to their tractors. The 
Ordnance Department has aleady issued 
many thousand good commercial four- 
wheel drive trucks to the artillery, and, 
with the device of the artillery, has de- 
signed a four-wheel drive truck which is 
believed to be as great an improvement 
from an artillery standpoint over. the 
commercial four-wheel drive trucks as 
the artillery tractors are over the farm 
tractors.”

(3) a brigade of infantry, (4) a division 
of infantry, and (5) a division of cavalry. 
This represented all arms of the service 
and he was equally successful in all. 

“In the last thirty days of the war he 
won a reputation unsurpassed in the 
service. He won every conflict in which 
he engaged, captured 3,000 prisoners, 
thirty-nine pieces of artillery, and thir- 
teen battle flags. He was traveling then, 
as one might say in a sporting phrase, 
‘ at the top of his form.’ Circumstances, 
coupled with his youth, had prevented his 
getting a high command earlier, but he 
never failed in any emergency and he 
rose to the great occasion greatly. 

“ After the war our paths separated, 
though I kept in close friendly com- 
munication with him to the day of his 
death. I went into civil life for the pur- 
pose of building and operating railroads. 
I urged Upton to do the same, on the 
theory that it was as meritorious for a 
man of his parts to Jeave the army in 
time of peace as it was to enter it in 
time of war. After careful consideration 
he declined to accept my advice. He told 
me he realized that his campaigning days 
were probably over, but that he felt 
there was a brilliant career open to him 
in the writing of tactics, the study of the 
organization and administration of 
armies, and in the evolution of an effec- 
tive and economical military policy for 
our Government. So it was that his 
great and peculiar abilities were dedi- 
cated to the nation. 

“From the beginning Upton was ruled 
by an insatiable ambition to reach the 
heights of his profession, though only 
with strict honor. He early recognized the 
danger of death in the civil war, where 
the chances were greater than they have 
been at any later period, but he also 
knew that unflinching and unhesitating 
courage was the requisite of a soldier, 
both as an influence over the men to be 
lead and as an inflaence with superiors. 
At the same time his observation taught 
him that the most courageous are fre- 
quently the first to fall. He fully ap- 
preciated all the dangers of his calling, 
yet he boldly and resolutely met them 
whenever duty seemed to require a per- 
sonal exposure. At the same time he 
was not rash or foolhardy. His courage 
was both physical and moral and there- 
fore of the highest type. 

“In the advance on Winchester in the 
Shenandoah Valley Upton was wounded 
seriously, in the thigh. The femoral 
artery was laid bare and he was in hos- 
pital for months. He had just taken 
command of a division after his superior 
officer, General David A. Russell, had 
been killed, and was leading his men 
with conspicuous energy and skill. Gen- 
eral Sheridan in person saw the wound 
and ordered Upton from the field. The 
moment . Sheridan’s back was turned 
Upton called his staff surgeon and di- 
rected him to staunch the wound with a 
tourniquet. When this was done he called 
for a stretcher and had himself borne on 
it about the field. In this way he con- 
tinued to direct the movements of his vic- 
torious division and did not give up the 
command until night had put an end to 
the pursuit. As Sheridan said at the 
time, this marked him as a man of ex- 
traordinary nerve, and was in startling 
contrast to the conduct of other officers 
I knew in the Army of the Potomac, who 
availed themselves of the honorable ad- 
vantage of leaving the field with a slight 
wound and thus escaping peril. 

“It was after recovery from this 
wound that Upton came under my com- 
mand. He expressed his fear that . he 
might become unpopular with his men 
as he would feel obliged. to institute rigid 
discipline, in view of the fact that the 
ranks were depleted, the equipment run 
down, and the morale somewhat dis- 
sipated. That might have been true at 
first, but soon, when his men saw to 
what condition he promptly ‘brought 
them, an efficiency that commanded the 
admiration of all who saw them, and a 
self-respect which promptly made them 


ideal soldiers, they began to estimate 


him properly and soon he was idolized by . 


his command. 

“ After the war Upton began to con- 
centrate his attention on the disinte- 
grating condition of our army. His first 
effort resulted in his book on tactics, 
which was adopted officially on recom- 
mendation of a Board headed by General 
Grant, who said he was satisfied of its 
superior merit, and that ‘ besides, it is no 
translation but a purely American work.’ 
Then, ‘for five years, he was commandant 
of cadets at West Point. 


“During that period the records show 
that a movement was made, at the sug- 
gestion of General Sherman, and author- 
ized by the President, to have Upton 
employed by the Chinese Government in 
organizing an army and establishing a 
military policy for the Celestial Empire. 
Secretary of State Seward took up the 


‘matter with the Chinese Government, but 


nothing came of it. To this short-sight- 
edness of the Chinese the American Gov- 
ernment owes the inestimable value of 
the efforts of the last ten years of 
Upton’s life. 

“In the seventies he made a two-year 
tour of the world, visiting the armies and 
Courts of all nations in Europe and Asia, 
for the special purpose of studying mili- 
tary systems. After publishing the re- 
ports of these observations he began his 
work on ‘The Military Policy of the 
United States, in preparing which he 
spent several years exhaustively study- 
ing all the records of the Government in 
relation to the wars in which it had been 
engaged, from the Revolution. to the civil 
war. He died before this work was com- 
pleted and when he had proceeded only 
to the second year of the civil war, but 
his deductions were clearly finished and 
his theories fully established. 

“ Upton was not a machine soldier. He 
gave loyal and unquestioning support to 
his superior officers and especially to 
those who were chief in command, but 
he was too good a student to shut his 
eyes to the blunders committed around 
him. He studiously refrained from pub- 
lic criticism, but he did not hesitate, even 
when less than 25, to write to his inti- 
mates: ‘I am sorry to say I have seen 
little generalship during this campaign. 
Some of our corps commanders are not 
fit to be Corporals.’ This criticism was 
only too justified, yet none in the army 
at that time knew that Upton had made 


it. His mind was occupied incessantly . 


with trying to solve one after another of 
the problems then confronting the army. 

“It was Upton’s policy, before battle, 
always to prepare, as he said, for failure 
as well as success. Then, from the mo- 
ment he struck he thought of nothing but 
success. It came to be understood in the 
Army of the Potomac that Upton’s bri- 
gade must lead all assaults made within 
his reach. He rarely failed to carry the 
enemy’s position, whether fortified or 
not. It was not mere chance, nor yet 
the result of intrepidity and dash. He 
showed these qualities in their highest 
form,: but he combined with them pru- 
dent foresight and good judgment, as 
well as careful preparation for every 
step of the.undertaking. I doubt whether 
the mettle of any soldier of modern 
times was ever more severely tested than 
was Upton’s during his two years’ serv- 
ice in Virginia, especially at Salem 
Heights, Rappahannock Station, inthe 
Wilderness, and while leading the as- 
saulting column of twelve regiments 
which carried the Angle (the so-called 
‘Bloody Angle’) of the enemy’s in- 
trenchments at Spottsylvania. The abil- 
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ities displayed by. him on these si 
were of the highest character, and se- 
cured for him not only the praises of the 
whole army, but the long-coveted and 
amply earned reward of a commission as 
Brigadier General of Volunteers, and 
also as Brevet Lieutenant Colonel in the 
regular army. 

“So long as our nation has such sol- 
diers as Emory Upton to defend it—and 
his spirit is still with us—it will be per- 
petual.”

command at Camp Sheridan, IIl., was so 
much concerned over the number of de- 
sertions that he concluded a letter to 
General Crowder, Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral, with the following paragraph: 

“As much as I regret the necessity I 
fully believe that the death penalty 
should be meted out in flagrant cases, in 
order to bring these young men to a 
sense of the enormity of the offense,” 

. To this General Crowder replied: 

“Undoubtedly cases will occur during 
the present war, as they have in other 
wars, when it will be necessary to in- 
flict the extreme penalty of death for 
desertion, but this office questions the 
wisdom of attempting to formulate a 
definite policy with reference to this 
matter. As the suggestion of the com- 
manding General does not refer to any 
particular case, or set of facts, anything 
said by this office must be in the nature 
of a general discussion of the subject 
of desertion, its causes and possible cor- 
rective measures. Desertion is a very 
serious military offense, especially in 
time of war. When committed in the 
theatre of war, at points in the line of 
communication, at points of concentra- 
tion and at other places, or in such other 
circumstances as indicate cowardice or 
an active spirit of disloyalty, drastic 
penalties are very often justified. It is 
very seriously doubted whether the im- 
position of an extreme penalty in this 
country, when desertion occurs from 
training and mobilization camps far re- 
moved from the theatre of hostilities, is 
demanded by the exigencies of the 
service or that we would be sustained 
and justified by the sentiment of the 
country. 

“The army now being assembled is 
made up of young men drawn from the 
homes of the nation. Many of them are 
mere ‘boys who, perhaps, have never be- 
fore been absent from home. Many of 
them are undisciplined in mind and body. 
Undoubtedly for a time they will find it 
difficult to distinguish between a call. to 
military service and the ordinary con- 
tractual obligations of civil life, or clear- 
ly to perceive that a change of status 
has been effected and a grave obligation 
to the country either as dor i d 
upon them. 

“The records coming to this office in- 
dicate that in a great majority of cases 
of desertion the offenders are of imma- 
ture years and have been but rétently 
inducted into the military service. They 
have been taken away from all familiar 
surroundings and associations and plac 
in an entirely new environment, and it 
is very possible that many who have de- 
serted and sought to return to their 
homes were impelled to do so by an over- 
whelming sense of unhappiness and 
homesickness. 

“This office is strongly impressed 
with the view that a grave duty rests on 
all officers and particularly on company 
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-commanders with reference to the mat- 


ter of desertions. It is clearly the duty 
to impress on the young soldiers lessons 
of patroitism and loyalty, to teach them 
the necessity of obedience and military 
discipline and, above all, to impress on 
them the gravity of the offense of deser- 
tion. The difference in the status of a 
soldier as compared with that of a civil- 
ian should be carefully explained and 
their purpose laid before the young sol- 
dier in such a way as to make him under- 
stand that in becoming a soldier he has 
subjected himself to new control and has 
assumed obligations of service that do 
not rest with him in the capacity of a 
citizen. 

“Officers should be willing to hear 
the complaints of enlisted men. They 
should take an interest in their company 
life, to endeavor on all occasions to re- 
move the existence of the causes of dis- 
satisfaction and desertion. If the ideas 
advanced could be followed throughout 
the service, undoubtedly desertions would 


. be lessened to a great extent, and this, 


vith the infliction of such penalties as 


courts-martial may. adjudge in such 
cases as are brought to trial, will, it is 
believed, meet all the requirements of 
this situation without attempting to for- 
mulate in advance of actual trial a policy 
which would seem to indicate the measure 
of punishment to be awarded in any 
particular case.” 

From the-steps taken, and the efforts 
made, to reduce desertions, it would seem 
that the War Department was endeavor- 


~ ing to cope with a heavy increase in the 


number of desertions from the normal 
peace period. But such is not the case; 
actually there has been a great increase, 
because of the vastly larger army, but 
proportionately there has been a falling 
off in ratio from the offenses of this kind 
committed in peace years. This is con- 
sidered greatly to the credit of the 
volunteers and drafted men in the new 
army, but .it is no exception to the ex- 
perience in previous wars. The excite- 
ment of war, with its concentrated pur- 
pose reaching all ranks, holds men in the 
service better than do the safety and 
ease of peace time. The monotony of 
military life in years of peace, its aim- 


lessness and idle hours, have been con- 


sidered by competent observers as a 
chief cause of desertion. 

The number of desertions in the United 
States Army from the beginning of July, 
1917, through April, 1918, based on 
monthly estimates, is placed at more 
than 14,000._ The figures also show a 
proportionate decrease in desertions as 
the army increased. There are three 
classifications in the table herewith, ob- 
tained from the Adjutant General’s office 
at Washington—regular army, National 
Guard, and National Army. For an. in- 
telligent reading of the estimates, which 
may be considerably changed when the 
actual figures are available, it should be 
borne in’ mind that during the period 
covered the regular army increased from 
238,000 to 500,000, and that the deser- 
tions from the National Guard are based 
on a total of enlistments amounting to 
450,000, and the National Army on a 
total of 300,000. It will be noted that 
desertions from the National Guard are 
heaviest proportionately; the very high 
rate in August and September is ex- 
plained by the fact that members who 
had just returned from service in Mexico 
and been permitted to return home were 
recalled to the colors, with the result that 
some did not report. The National Army 
did not begin to go to the cantonments 
until September; the other blanks indi- 
cate no data available on which to base 
estimates:

During the fiscal year ended June 30, 


1917, the number of desertions from the~ 


army aggregated 4,834, which was I-86 
per cent. of the whole number of enlist- 
ment contracts in force during the year. 
This percentage was a decided decrease 
from the preceding year, when the figure 
was 3.10. Other recent years and their 
percentages were: 1915, 3.23; 1914, 3.10; 
1913, 4.15. 


In sentences inflicted there were none 


beyond four years’ confinement, and only 
19 of these; 98 received two years; 409, 
one and a half years; 436, one year, and 
333 less than one year. In the list of 
this year’s desertions many are for fail- 
ure to report to the draft boards; ex- 
cepting these and some of ‘the earlier 
cases, the average sentence for desertion 
is belicved at this time to be about ten 
years.

E Morgan gifts to the Metropoli- 
tan. Museum are now installed in 
their own galleries in the new 
Morgan wing, opened to the pub- 
lic last Tuesday. The problem of in- 
stallation was «difficult, owing to ‘the 
great variety of objects included in the 
collection, and their range intime and 


‘place. Mr. Breck, with Mr. Rogers and 


Mr. Cornelius, have paid due attention 
to the aesthetic effect in their. arrange- 
ment of the galleries. There is a sense 
of air and space and sensitive planning 
of color. ‘The visitor entermg the main 
hall is immediately conscious of an at- 
mosphere of leisurely and sustained :en- 
joyment in the presence: of art perma- 
nently and appropriately placed. There 
are. benches. in profusion to lessen the 
physica] fatigue which, in. the majority 
of instances, destroys the mental impres- 
sions offered by museum collections. 

In the effort to achieve quietness and 
neutrality of background there has been 
a remarkably successful avoidance of 
dullness. In the gallery given to early 
Christian, Byzantine, and Romanesque 


_art the rough. plaster walls are warmed 


to the tones of rich marbles and _ivories, 
with here and there a deep note of red 
in a hengirig and of green in the case 
linings. This color background enters 
into the collections with the ancient 
ivories and bone carvings, the gold and 
silver of the Byzantine vessels, the book 
covers, and enamels. — 

With the early Gothic art the color 


grows stronger and more varied. The 


thirteenth century stained glass in the 
-windows of the gallery in which it is 
placed strikes the note of splendor 
echoed in the fine tapestries on the walls 
and the Limoges enamels in ciboriums, 
crosses, candlesticks, book covers, and 
reliquaries burning with the intense fires 
of color that have sunk almost to ashes 
_In the gallery 
devoted to the Gothic art of the four- 
teenth and fifteenth centuries the key of 
the color scheme is given by the lovely 
-rose-color occurring in the tapestries of 
the middle fifteenth century in France, 
made probably from the designs of Jean 
Fouquet, and showing men and women 
in elaborate costumes. of the period

against a background of rose branches 
and stripes of red, green, and white. 
There is a tint of rose in the walls and 
a darker tone of it in the velvet case lin- 
ings, and there is a vivid crimson in the 
stained glass of the windows. 

This march of color, disciplined, yet 
free, is a source of great enjoyment and 
as rare in museum installation as it is 
welcome. The same aesthetic tact and 
clear judgment are seen in the spacing 
of the collections, another problem made 
inconceivably difficult by the variations 
in size and shape of the almost innumer- 
able objects to be placed: The most cor- 
dial praise is due to those responsible for 
an arrangement, that will exercise an in- 
fluence’ over all who come to the galleries 
either for re¢reation or study, and that 
wil] aid materially-in the refreshment of 
minds confused or jaded by. the restless- 


" ness of contemporary surroundings. 


The contents of the galleries are, of 
course, generally known to the Museum. 
public which has followed. with any de- 
gree of persistence the procession into 
the. Museum of gifts from-the Morgan 
family. “In December, 1917,” the new 
guide book reminds us, .“the long: and 


‘splendid series of gifts and loans to the 


Museum which was begun by;the late J. 


_ Pierpont Morgan in 1897, and continued - 
after his death by his son, reached its. 


climax in the. presentation-of all the 
works of art then remaining in the Mu- 


seum under his name. This latest gift. 
comprised upward of three thousand ob- '_ 
jects, including many of the most im-.. 
portant and valuable which had been col- — 
‘lected by the elder Mr. Morgan and em- 


bracing nearly ‘every branch and period 
of art which is represented in our col- 
lections. Among the treasures that have 


‘thus come into the possession of the Mu- 


séum a large number, such for example 
as the early enamels and ivories, could 


not positively be replaced or duplicated. 


‘today, since they are literally beyond 
price, and hence the ambition of the 
father that the Metropolitan Museum 
should become ‘one of the great mu- 
seums and educational influences of the 
world,’ has beendargely realized gains 
the. personal interest of the ee 

the son.” e 


The organic idea at the base of the 
Museum lies in this wish that it become 
one of the great educational influences 
of the world, and the beauty of the pres- 
ent installation covers with a lovely robe 
of color and design the sturdy and effi- 
cient body af material which must do its 
work of training the eyes and minds of 
our American craftsmen and our Amer- 
ican public. There could be no. better 
time than the present for insisting upon 
the importance of these ireasures drawn 
to America by the farseeing enthusiasm 
of a man who acted in advance of his time 
and built for an emergency greater than 
even he could have dreamed. 

To these galleries will come weavers 
-and textile designers to trace the devel- 
opment of tapestry from the thirteenth 
century bit in Gallery F 2 to eighteenth 
cen‘ury examples in the upper rooms, to 
study the art as it expresses the life of 
its period and the technical conscience 
wake in its service, and to debate the 
relation between the life of our own 
period and the_ weavings that shall re- 


veal its weaknesses and strength to the

future. In these galleries metal workers 
will watch the evolution of their art from 
the bold force and directness of. the 
earlier ages to Cellini’s overwrought del- 
icacies and_ elaborations, and will \ ask 
themselves how the bewildering’ com- 
posite of the twentieth century, stricken 


. by the most ferocious war in history, yet 


wearing the aspect of fastidious civiliza- 
tion, is to find its memorial in these im- 
perishable materials that tell us of other 


_ civilizations long perished. They will 


note the effect upon design of restric- 
tions in market values and of social 
usages, and if they are the valiant army 
of mdustrial workers that we are ex- 
pecting for our salvation they will busy 


‘their minds to- find for. their own age an 


‘art as worthy of it as these-arts of the 
past’ are to represent the great — 
from which they come. 

Furniture “makers will find in the 
massive oak chests and ornate little 


- dressing tables models that will teach 


them not to imitate forms empty. of 


. present significance, but to emulate excel- 


lence of workmanship and design in 
furniture made for the America of today 
and of that salutary tomorrow in which 
bric-é-brac and superfluities shall have 
been turned into war stamps and Liberty 


‘bonds. There are manifold lessons to be 
learned from the ‘collections, historical, . 


technical, and aesthetic, but this one 
lesson must first be mastered, that art 
can live only as it expreses contempo- 
rary life. In every gallery all the quiet 
objects so beautifully displayed thrill 
with the truth of this most fundamental 
assumption, and it will be a dull student 
indeed who can manage to escape it. And 
the galleries are eloquent also of the 
interplay among the arts where nations 
are intelligently aware of the importance 
of art as discipline. A soldier acting 
upon individual caprice in a situation 
that. demands co-ordinated effort is- not 


‘a more painful sight to a military ex- 


pert than a conceited craftsman unwill- 
ing to conform to the harmony of his 
age would have been to the. educated 
mind of gothic France. 

The handbook prepared for the collec- 
tions in the Morgan wing comprising 
the Merovingian, early Christian, Byzan- 
tine, Mediaeval, and Renaissance groups 
will be published in the course’ of the 
next few months, and will be followed 
by a secord handbook dealing with the 
French art of the seventeenth and eight- 
eenth centuries. These handbooks will 
follow the careful methods already illus- 
trated in similar publications by the 


Museum and will constitute a very valu- 


able addition to the literature of art. 





“The Widows of Kossovo.” 
Serbia has one really great sculptor 
who has to his credit works in which in- 
tensity of feeling is expressed with ruth- 
less directness. It was 576 years ago 
that the Serbian leaders went down be-

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fore the Turks on the plains of Kossovo 
but Ivan Mestrovic in his symbolic 
groups commemorating that tragic event 
in the history of his nation has brought 
.the past into the atmosphere of the very 
present. 

The mourning maiden going about the 
battlefield, turning over the dead to find 
her lover, the struggling Turks and Ser- 
bians, the grim, sad women widowed by 
the enemy, are sculptured by him in a 
spirit of sombre grief and heroism as far 
as possible removed from the ordinary 
perfunctory spirit of commemorative 
sculpture. His plan for a great national 
temple of which these now detached fig- 
ures should form a part may never be 
carried through, but enough of it exists 
to prove the character of the sculptor’s 
strange and primitive genius. Charles 
Aitken in the Burlington Magazine says 
of the subject illustrated here, “The 
Widows of Kossovo,” that it is “ perhaps 
the finest of his conceptions of the fierce 
grief of the women of his race deprived 
of-love and victory but resolute to with- 
stand all tyranny.” ,

Here and There in the Art Galleries. 

A decorative painting by Edwin H. 
Blashfield made for the Daughters of 
the American Revolution © (Missouri 
Kansas City Chapter) is on view at the 
Knoedler Galleries. The composition is 
intended to give a historical outline of 
the development of the State. Before 
the Louisiana Purchase Missouri belonged 
to France, then to Spain, and, again, to 
France. During the civil war she waa. 
tossed from the Confederate to the Union 
side. The wide range of her racial and 
political affiliations is indicated in the 
painting. Missouri is symbolized by a 
seated female figure watching the de- 
parture of her troops. Over her head the 
Stars and Stripes billows on-a strong 
wind in noble folds. Clad in armor, her 
hand grasping a sheathed sword, she 
looks out over a vast expanse of rolling 
country under a sky filled with clouds. 
Behind her stand a group of trumpeters 
representing Old France, Old Spain, and 
the Union and Confederate forces, while 
in front of her is a figure in khaki rep- 
resenting the Union of the present time, 
sounding the call to arms. The troops 
responding are carrying the American 
flag and the Missouri State flag. The 
handsome color scheme, the bold divi- 
sion of the masses and the extraordinary 
beauty of the flag make the decoration 
one of the most attractive of those recent- 
ly painted by Mr. Blashfield’s skillful and 
indefatigable brush. 

Later in the scason Childe Hassam is 
to bring together his already numerous 
flag pictures and have an exhibition of 
them. In the meantime, he has one of 
the finest of the group, “ The Flags of 
the Allies,” in the exhibition of war pict- 
ures at the Macbeth Galleries. There is 
something in the conjunction of flags 
and city buildings that stimulates the 
imagination. One gets from it the idea 
of thé city, a place built by men for their 
satisfactions and activities, to be defend-~ 
ed with passion from a destructive en- 
emy. -No fairer sight than the blonde 
wide lane of Fifth Avenue, with its in- 
numerable banners, can well be imagined, 
and Mr. Hassam has precisely the vision 
and palette to commemorate its effect of 
stern gayety, of laughing beauty march- 
ing fearlessly to victory. Pictures of 
trench life and war horrors, symbols of 
slaughter and ruthlessness are strangely 


‘contrasted in the galleries with these 


veracious portraits of American places 
where the aspect of war is jubilant, new, 


shining, and whole. 


J. Alden Weir’s charming fragile 
American girl knitting for the soldiers 


‘ is another picture that emphasizes the 


difference between the idyllic and the 
practical side of the war. If she were a 
heroine of fiction it inevitably would be 
said that “the war had not yet touched 
her.” Other pleasant pictures devoid of 
the faintest suggestion of the horrors of 
the battlefield are Gifford Beal’s Hud- 
son River town with its marching regi- 
ment and its interested onlookers; 
Chauncey Ryder’s pathetic “Soldier's 
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Farewell,” in which a little mute farm- 
house nestling against the slope of a hill 
plays the principal part, the young soldier 
looking back upon it as he hastens to his 
regiment appearing as an almost indis- 
tinguishable part of the landscape fore-

terpretations on view this month at the 
New York Public Library in the W. S. S. 
poster collection. The poster artists re- 
joice in the violent contrasts of the red, 
white, and blue, and when they attack 
this tricolored scheme with the greatest 
daring they achieve the greatest success. 
One ccubistic arrangement’ has much 
beauty of color. The collection contains 
examples of weak drawing and generally 
inexpert technique, but it is, on the 
whole, surprisingly effective. The ma- 
jority of the designs are supported by an 
intelligible idea which is definitely ex- 
pressed, and, in marked contrast to the 
earlier poster work, energy of feeling is 
the rule, not the exception. The soldiers 
and sailors who throng the library cor- 
ridors are not, however, to be won over 
by feeling alone. Their criticism on 
the technical qualities of the posters 
often is keen and invariably exacting. If 
a poster soldier rushes over the top with 
excessive length of limb the fact is cold- 
ly noted; if a portrait of the Kaiser lacks 
verisimilitude its usefulness as a target 
for enthusiastic buyers of war stamps 
fails to save it from exasperated com- 
ment. 

The Summer exhibition in the art gal- 
lery of the Hotel Majestic is given to the 
work of Colin Campbell Cooper and 
Emma Lambert Cooper. A large, fine 
landscape by the former, called “ Some- 
where in France,” is priced at $1,200, and 
if sold $850 will go to the Red Cross, the 
remainder defraying the expenses of 
framing, material, &c. 

The subjects of the paintings are Euro- 
pean and American, and the picturesque 
side of life in this country as it is found 
not only in California, but in Massachu- 
setts, is brought out effectively. The 
Italian garden at Great Barrington fits 
remarkably into the landscape. The shad- 
ows on the San Juan Mission are lumi- 
nous, and the water-lily pond of “ A Cali- 
fornia Residence” is as lovely as any- 
thing the Old World has to offer. In the 
“Canadian Building: San Diego~Exhibi- 


tion,” by Mr. Cooper, and in Mrs. Cooper’s 
“Temple at Jaipur: S. F. Exhibition,” 
the difference between modern antiquity 
and the original type is cleverly dis- 
criminated. The Delhi, Benares, and 
other India subjects by Mrs. Cooper are 
interesting in color, but miss somewhat 
the blazing quality of the light which 
other artists have accustomed us to ex- 
pect.in such themes.

The Question of War Medals. 

Among the resolutions adopted by the 
American: Federation of Arts at the re- 
cent convention is one relating to the de- 
sign of medals of honor and crosses to 
be given for distinguished service in our 
army. It was resolved that as these 
medals and crosses will be compared 
with those of other countries and will be 
considered now and in the future as 
examples of our development in art at 
this time, the designs for them should 
in all cases be appre ‘ed by the Federal 
Commission of Fine Arts: before being 
authorized by Cong-ess. _ 

The idea is onc that should receive 
encouragement. I. is not probable that 
our soldiers will took critically at the 
decorations bestowed upon them by 
grateful country in return for the free 
offer of priceless life; but the fact that 
an ugly bit of stamped metal would carry 
with it a thrill as potent as the loveliest 
bas-relief of the Renaissance is no argu- 
ment in favor of. unnecessary ugliness. 
Our sculptors will jump at the chance to 
do their best for the men at the front, 
and we certainly should not consider 
their best too good. Theresis no danger 
of prettiness in the result. The temper 
of the artists is that of the country at 
large and their effort would be to com- 
bine simplicity, boldness, and precision 
in their designs. 





Exhibition of Mohammedan Art. 


There has just been opened at the Uni- 
versity Museum, Philadelphia, the first 
exhibition of Mohammedan art ever held 
in this country. More than three hundred 
specimens are exhibited, ranging from a 
mirhab, or shrine, from a twelfth century 
mosque to some of the finest Persian 
miniatures extant, including some of the 
treasures of the J. P. Morgan collection. 
Pottery and porcelains are most plenti- 
ful, covering eight centuries of produc- 
tion, notably some fine glazed ware with 
deep colors. Enrico Caruso exhibits a 
beautiful bowl of the twelfth century. 

Bronzes include large lavers decorated 
with quotations from the Koran in large 
letters, and some smaller ware. There 
are some large rugs of priceless value, 
and small sections of some famous me- 
diaeval weaves which have been cut off 
and kept as jewels. 

The collections are in part the result 
of recent purchases by the University 
Museum, in part loans from the great 
private collectors, generally from New 
York, and the rest are contributed by 
dealers. 

The works cover art development from 
the seventh to the sixteenth century, 
and range from Cairo to the Indo-Persian 
border. It was not known that this coun- 
try possessed so many treasures of the 
sort, as collectors have turned their at- 
tention to this class:of art only in the last 
few years and have found it difficult, as 
well as expensive, to secure specimens 
owing to the ravages of time. 

The most curious object is a large he- 
raldic bud with a woman’s face, standing 
about two feet high, and much “ re- 
stored” as to the body. The curls have 
the appearance of snakes. No one knows 
exactly what it was intended to represent. 
_ The most valuable, because unique, ex- 
hibit is the mirhab, which is some fifteen 
feet high, and wholly made of highly 
glazed tiles in various shades of blue. 
No other such specimen is known, and it 
is perfect except for a few tiles on one 
corner. It probably was ‘the artistic cli- 
max of an unusually gorgeous mosque. 
| Visitors from various cities are daily 
visiting the University Museum to see 
this collection, which in its entirety gives 
an excellent idea of the splendor of the 
art of Islam."

‘memorandum presented by Socialist 
legates from Bosnia, Herzegovina, 
Croatia, and Slevonia to the Dutch- 
Beandinavian Socialist Committee, 
qhich is still investigating peace pos- 
through the Socialist moye- 
ment. In this document the tconomic 
repression with which Austria-Hungary 
‘has afflicted the Jugoslav provinces is 
dwelt upon, and the Socialists of the 
Jugosigyv territories present arguments 
to cenyince other Socialists that it ig 
their first task to fight for the estab- 
lishment of an independent and united 
Jugosiay State wefore there ig any 
possibility of conditions which could 
make possible the-realization of the So- 
‘Galist program. 

Dr. Mihailo Radoshevitch says in the 

ace; 

ere y people which is oppressed by 
anpther is by that very fact debarred 
from evolving normally in any direc- 
_ tiop. All its forces are wasted in the 
ageinst the intolerable foreign 
yoks. ‘Under these circumstances ‘it is, 
of ceyrse, impossible for the Socialist 
Movement to develop among the South- 
€1h Blavs, since all conditions fayorable 
to a class struggle are lacking. 

“Mo clags of the Jugoslav population 
hag suffered more from the division of 
the race than the proletariat; that is 
why our Socialists were the first to 

the source of all the ills 
from which the whole nation is suffer- 
ing and to understand the need for 
union.” 
Kept in Ignorance by Austria. 

The memorandum recites the histori- 
eal oppression of thg Jugoslays by Aus- 
tria, the economic wars designed to’ 
keep Serbia poor, and the refusal of the 
Austro-Hungarian authorities to. en- 
courage any public or private systems 
of education in the Jugoslav provinces. 

‘By this policy toward our desires 
for enlightenment,” says the memo- 
Fandum, “ it is made utterly impossible 
‘for the Jugoslavs to fight egainst ignor- 
@nce among the masses. Thosg who, 
_ nevertheless, attempt the struggle are 
4mmediately, prosecuted by the Kultur- 
traéger, the bearers of civilization, as 
their masters. are wont to style them- 

es, and accused of high treason be- 
Judges of excessive severity. As 
a.matter of fact, the Austro-Hungarian 
powers that be in the Jugoslay lands 
do not trouble about education in the 
lands intrusted to their wisdom. They 
are too much taken up with.cares con- 
cerning the development of the police 
and the gendarmerie. Thus in Bosnia 
and Herzegovina the annual expenses 
‘fer the gendarmerie amount to 3,753,- 
189 crowns, and those for public im 
struction barely to 675,000. 

‘““What we have just said touching 
primary education applies equally to 
secondary and higher education. The 
only. establishments belonging to_ this 
category which are encouraged by the 
Austro-Hungarian Government are the 
ecclesiastical © seminaries, (Catholic, 
Orthodox, and Mussulman.) There is 
no university either in Dalmatia or in 
Bosnia-Herzegovina, or in Carniola, 


slav lands we haye the modern form of 
serfdom, the serfdom of the mortgage 
weighing down the rural masses; they 
are still paying off the price of. their 
emencipetion from serfdom in 1848. 

‘ Thig financial burden weighs all the 
more heavily on the Jugoslavy peasants, 
as all the banks and loan inajtutions are 
run by squires and priests. In the end 
the Southern Slavs found no other means 
of counteracting these miseries than 
escape from our ill-starred lands. Ac- 
cording to the official statistics of 1910, 
400,000 persons, {. ¢., from 10 to 15 per 
cent..of the whole population of Croatia- 
Slayonia, were at the time in America. 
It is the same with the other provinces. 
If one takes into consideration that these 


men, one will readily understand that 
emigration on this scale ig tantamount 
to positive depopulation, to an ex- 
eenhent be of the Southern Slavs in 
Austria-Hungary. 
“In most Cases the emigrants are re- 
placed by Gorman and Magyar settlers. 
is superfluous to comment further 
from the Socialist point of view upon t 
method of internal colonization solely 
tpg the object of ousting spe people. at 
e pepense of another +t is why Ae 
as Socialists, and therefore hostile to th 
oppression of any peopte, protest saa 
fight so emphs tically apelo nst this form 
rmanization and Magyarization.’’ 


Terrorist Regime Maintained. 


The memorandum then gives an ac- 
count of the summary trials both be- 
fore and during the war and the mili- 
tary execution of several thousands of 
Jugoslavs. 

‘Thus it is perfectly true.’’ it says, 
“that for decades militarism, feudal al 


action, the rule of the squire and th 
priest brigaded with incapable offici ale, 
foreigners, corrupt and corrupters, were 
the only‘ glories’ of the policy ef na- 
tionality as practiced by the Austro- 
Hungarian ruling powers toward the 
Southern Blavs, with the help of. gal- 
lows, bayonet, and prisons, and that to 
this policy there was no other seett 
possible than bombs and revolver shots. 

‘Our Austrian comrades cannot be 
ignorant of this deplorable system of 
government, because similar oppression 
is extended also to the other nationali- 
ties of Austria-Hungary. Still, this has 
not prevented them from stating in their 
memorandum that the policy of Austria- 
Hungary is favorable to e preserva- 
tion of small nationalities. It is alto- 
gether incomprehensible to us how one 
can, from.a Socialist point of view, con- 
sider favorable to small. nationalities a 
policy which poisons the public life of 
the people by agents provocateurs, drives 
its citizens to despair and purposes the 
extermination of whole nations from an 
ethical, political, and economic point of 
view—a policy which is tarmianed by 
forgeries, by the gallows and judicial 
murders. 

“In order to insure that tomorrow’s 
peace shall be a true peace, without an- 
nexations or indemnities, based on the 
free self-determination of peoples, we 
claim, in the name of the Southern 
Slavs, Serbs, Croats, and Slovenes, and 
in the interests of the world’s prole- 
tariat, as well as in that of the world’s 
peace, that the Jugoslav nation be grant- 
ed_the right to constitute itself into an 
independent State, from the economic 
and political point of view, a sovereign 
State inyested with all the powers proper 
to it, so as to enable it to join the 
republican confederation of all the other 
Balkan States and in future to serve 
the interests of untversal peace to the 
utmost of its power.’

he No Rent Increases will Be Permitted 
a in. Weehington Until: One

Bs last week was fairly well 
distributed between business and resi- 
ental properties. Additional pur- 
chases in the Port Morris section of 
the Bronx for a large industrial im- 
provement heightened interest in. the 
identity of the purchaser which has not 
yet been,satisfactorily established.

Seventy-ninth Street which was 
bought by Henry F. Sinclair from the 
triistees of the Metropolitan. Museum of 
Art. 

Astion Kieotact Profiteers in Wash- 
ington. 

The recent action of the Board of 
Aldermen whereby each member of the 
Board ‘was instructed to make an in- 
quiry in his’ district regarding alleged 
landlord profiteering, has centered con- 
siderable interest on the more drastic 
action taken some time ago in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. The situation in that 
city has ‘been summarized in a. state- 
ment issued by the Advisory Council.of 
Réal Estate Interests: 

“The Congressional ‘frame of mind as 
to the possibility of controlling the rental 
situation in Washington is most clearly 
indicated by describing its action on the 
Various proposed’ remedies. The House 
of Representatiyes passed a bill to levy 
a tax of 100 per cent. upon rentals which 
exceeded the rate charged Sept. 30, 1916, 
plus 10 per cent.. No attempt was made 
té distinguish even. between private 
houses, apartment buildings, and hotels, 
atid diiring the hearings before the 
Séhate Committee it became evident that 
thé date specified occurred while rénts 
‘wété uhprofitably low, that the relative 
expetisd of carrying and managing the 
different classes of realty must. be 
recognized and that the increaséd cost 
of upkeep and operation was more than 
‘the percentage allowed. 

“#* The Senate thereupon discarded the 
House bill and adopted the proposal of 
the real estate interests for control of 
profiteers by means of a. Federal Rent 
Administrator. hae rents were to be 
standardized at 7 per cent. per annum 

ton Saha aivis: to be determined under 
Faneisies laid down in the bill. While 
thé’ Sénate and House bills are in con- 
ference, and because of a ‘general belief 
that the bills cannot be harmonized and 
therefore that neither will pass, there 
Yas been passed and signed by the Presi- 
dent the following: 

“© Joint resolution to prevent rent 
profiteering in the District of Columbia, 
‘Whereas, by reason of the existeace 
ofa state of war, it is essential to the 
national security and defense, and for 
the successful prosecution of the war, 
to establish Governmental control and 
assure adequate regulation of reai es- 
tate in the District of Columbia for and 
during’ the period hereinafter set. forth: 

**"Pherefore, be it 

“* Resolved, by the Senate and House 
of’ Representatives of the United States 
of America in Congress assembled, that 
until a year after the war no judicial 
order for the recovery of possession ot 
any freal estate, now or hereafter held 
or acquired by oral agreement or writ- 
ten lease for one month or any longer 
period, or for the ejectment or dispos- 
session of a tenant therefrom, shall be 
made, and all leases thereof shall. con- 
tinue. so long as the tenant continues 
to-pay rent at the agreed rate and per- 
forms the other conditions of the ten- 
ancy, except on the ground that the 
tenant nas failed to take reasonable 
care of the premises, or has committed 
waste, or has been guilty of .conduct 
which is a nuisance or amounts to a 
disturbance of the peace of adjoining. or 
neighboring occupiers or a violation of 
law, or that the. premises are reason- 
ably required by a landlord or bona 
fide purchaser for occupation by him- 
self or -his family while in -the employ 
of.or officially. connected with the Gov- 
ernment, or where the. property has 
been disposed of to a bona fide pur- 
chaser. for his own. occupancy; and 
where such order has been made, but 
not.executed before the passage of this 
resolution, the court by which the order 
was made may, if it is of the opinion 
that. the order would not have’ been 
made if this. resolution had been in 
force at the date of the making of the 
order, -rescind or .modify the order in 
such -a. manner as the court may deem 
proper for the purpose of giving effect 
to. this resolution. 

ee .¢ Provided, That alt judicial remedies 
of the lessor based un any provision 
‘in any oral agreement or written leasé 
that the same shall. be. determined or 
forfeited if the premises shall be sold 
are hereby suspended while this reso- 
lution shall be in force, and every pur- 
chaser shall take the conveyance of 
any premises subject to the rights of 
all tenants in. possession thereof under 
the provisions of this resojution.’

STRIKER TITLES . GOOD. 


important. Decision involving Thir- 
teen Manhattan Properties. 


A case of considérable importance to 
real estate interests has just been de- 
cided -by the Court of Appeals. The 
question involved affected the title to 
some thirteen parcels of improved land 
on the upper west side of Manhattan. 
The action just decided was a test case 
which was defended. by. the Title Guar- 
antee and Trust Company, who had’ in- 
sured some of the titles. 

The action was brought by. Josephine 
R. Striker as guardian ad litem of her 
infant. son, Joseph. M. L. Striker. Her 
claim was that the property had been, 
without authority, conveyed by her hus- 
band, Elsworth Il. Striker, who died in 
the City of New. York in 1912. { 

It seems 'that the father of Elsworth 
L. Striker left a large éstate, including 
the property in question, and left a will. 
whereby he appointed his. son, Elsworth, 
4nd a friend, one George C. Miliér, 
éxecutorsB and trustees of his. cstate. 
Both the executors qualified. and Millér 
thereafter resigned. The-power of.sale, 
granted to both executors, was there- 
after executed by Elsworth alone, he 
under the-will being entitled only to 
the net income of the property during 
his life. 

It was the plaintiff's . claim that 
Miller’s resignation: had been brought 
about by fraud and collusion so as to 
permit the other executor to convey the 
property and receive the proceeds and 
money which should have been kept for 
the benefit of. the children. 

The claim of the defendant,the present 
owner of the property, was that since 
the will had given the power of sale to 
both executors, and one of them had re- 
signed, the other exécutor had full power 
to dispose of ‘the property. This view 
has been sustained-by the Court of Ap- 
peals. Judge Andrews, who, wrote. the 
opinion in the Court of Appeals, sus- 
tained the title of the present holders of 
the property upon the ground that, by 
the will a trust was created and that the 
power of sale, being a mere incident in 
the carrying out of this trust, was validly 
executed by the remaining executor after 
the resignation of the other one. 

The decision just rendered disposes of 
several other pending actions which were 
held in abeyance until this case could 
be finally decided.

“The bridges sis haseae lift-bridge at 
Grassy Bay (north side channel,) one 
fixed span each at Goose Creek and 
Raunt (in mid-bay) and a 250-foot draw- 
bridge at Beach Channel (near. Rock- 
away)—Mr. Lewis estimated will cost 
about $100,000, a cost which, he says, 
‘clearly should be assumed by the city

Concerning the boulevard as a whole, 

Chief Engineer Lewis says in hie re- 
port: . 
“The plan is designed to provide ‘a 
direct connection bétween the centre of 
the Rockaway Beath section and other 
territory in the ‘Borough of Queens 
north of Jamaica*Bay, as well as with 
the Boroughs of Brooklyn and Manhat- 
tan, no other route being available at 
the present time without passing out 
side of the city limita. 

‘“‘The carrying out of the plan would 
have the effect of shortening. the dis- 
tance from Manhattan to the centre of 
the Rockaway Peninsula by about ten 
miles, while Brooklyn fraffic would be 
similarly advantaged to the extent -of 
about 6.5 milés. 

“The plan would also have the. ef- 
fect of substantially relieving thé ocon- 
gested condition of the Rockaway Beach 
Boulevard by removing the necessity 
to which, such traffic. is now subjected 
of traversing the entiré length of the 


street in order to reach the westerly 
portion of the Peninsula.”’ 

The Committee on City Plan will 
make an inspection ‘of the Proposed 
route this week.

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John J. Merrill, State Tax Commis- 
siner, speaking at the New York State 
conference. of Mayors last week, de- 
clared that the present tax law must be 
rewritten because it was both: unfair 
in theory and unworkable in practice.

and other rented realty. 

“ Exemptions. and offsets for debts 
have. déveloped and been extended with- 
out cause or-reason. What equity is 
there in allowing an offset for debts 
against personalty, and also allowing 
deduction. against personality of incum- 
brancesg on realty, whereas no such de- 
duction is allowed against the real prop- 
erty assessment? If personal~ property 


| subject to debt is not wealth belonging 


to the ‘holder, why do we assess mort- 
gaged realty? j 

‘Today: nothing even resembling 
equality exists under the tax law. Even 
the taxation of real property is in- 
equitable in every phase. First, Wwe 





distribute the tax burden. unfairly 
through exemptions, and then the proc- 
ess is continued by inefficient assess- 
ment. _Assessors are not selected be- 
cause of competency for the work, and 
the general result is ‘that one of the 
most important branches of govern- 
ment is placed in the hands of those 
least able to perform it. 

“This breakdown of our entire sys- 
tem of taxation.is the direct result of 
taxation whi is not based upon 
wealth or ability to pay.” There has de- 
veloped in this State a system of graft- 
ing upon the limbs of the tax law ail 
kinds of freak scions.. About its roots 
a multitude of suckers flourish, and the 
old trunk is literally grown gray with 
lichens feeding upon the very vitality 
of the body upon which they rest. 

‘““The best citizens. of - every com- 
munity as a class are those who own 
or wish to own the roof above the heads 
of their families” Yet we are so ar-

ranging our tax system that he of all 
men receives the least consideration. 
Next to him comes the man who hires 
his. dwelling place and who must pay 
enough rent to cover the tax, as well 
as other carrying charges on the prop- 
erty, just as he pays his proportion of 
the taxes and other overhead charges of 
the butcher, baker, and candlestick- 
maker. 

‘“‘State and local government cost 
$325,000,000, in 1916. This is $32.50 per 
capita for ‘every man, woman, and 
child, including paupers and personal 
property owners. Where is the justice 
in a system which collects a tax of 
$44.80 “on a cottage assessed at $1,600 
and in additfén shifts to the occupant 
by some manner another $100 through 
his purchases of the necessitics of life? 

‘Our tax system is so. cumbersome, 
complicated, and inefficient that equity 
is impossible. There is no hope of ad- 





vancement or betterment under the

present tax law. We are. living under 
a tax system that, in effect, is largely 
a single tax whereby 95 per cent. of | 
personal property is exempted and the 
owners and occupants. of. real property 
are penalized. We drive manufacturing 
plants to more favorable localities, and 
necessarily the employes. follow. We 
are thereby reducing the natural growth 
of our towns and cities, we are re- 
eciving as an equivalent only ‘the sat- 
isfaction of keeping. within our borders 
those tax slackers who are willing to 
be protected, to have the béncfits of 
our markets. and the protcction of -our 
Government, for all of which they fail 
to contribute.”’ 

Mr. Merrill proposed a uniform levy 
upon all _ and personal property: in 
the State, “which he estimates at $100,- 
000,000,000. A’ssessed at even 60 -per 
cent. of value, the levy. would fall “to 
less than 5 mills on the dollar, which 
would be an inducement for money’ té 
flow into the: State for permanént tin< 
vestment. Industry, as well as family | 
life would, in his opinion, be stabilized. 
It would make unnecessary the indirect 
taxes on mortgages, - investments, stock 
transfers, insurance premiums, and oth- 
er schemes, ‘all: of which are the 
merest makeshift.’’

WOMEN OPERATORS 





The New York Building Managers has 
} called attention to a revision of the city 
ordinances affecting charges for waten 
‘supply. Chahges-aro two'’new sections 
of the code, as follows: 

MA, Boilers, Permanent.—The annual 
rate for water supply in houses for 
boilers, except those used exclusively 
for heating purposes, shall be $2.16 per 
boiler horse power installed. 

21A. Ice Machines.—For any machine 
or apparatus used in the production of 
ice or refrigeration a yearly charge of 
$20 per ton shall be made for actual 
capacity of the machine'or apparatus. 

The meaning of this is that if you 
have an apartment house with 500 horse 
Aower not used exclusively for heating 
purposes the water charge will be over 
$1,000 per year. 

A member of the Apartment House 
Committee of the same. organization 
makes the following report on. women 
elevator operators: 

“ The new Government order in effect 
July 1 undoubtedly means girls .on. ele- 
vators. It would be well for all build- 
ing m@nagers to take a census and pre- 


pare accordingly. From all reports girls 


are a success, provided they are prop- 
erly supervised. In some cases they 
are being Satisfactorily used on night 
shifts. 

‘“‘Major Bleecker, manager of the 
Singer Building, is now using success— 
fully twenty-one female elevator opera- 
tors and four women starters, 

“The girls are clad in neat blue. serge 
Norfolk suits, businesslike in appear- 
ance, and. polite.in manner, creating 
immediately a favorable impression and 
comparing in drastic contrast to the so 
frequently met slovenly male operator 
with the ever ready ‘ back talk.’ Major 
Bleecker does not consider his experi- 
ment ‘as such, but refers to speak of 
the innovation of women (operators in 
the light of a permanently established 
benefaction and, something to be thank- 
ful for. . 

‘“‘He has not received a single com- 
plaint of the service from tenants, and 
the operators all express themselves as 
highly pleased with the work.. The 
general opinion is that the women opera- 
tors in the Singer Building are operat- 
ing the cars equally as well.as, if not 
better than, men.’

LAND TITLE COURT. 


Request Made for Judge In Torrens 
Cases. 


Presiding Justice John Proctor Clark 
of the Appellate Division has been: re- 
quested by the Board of Registrars of 
Greater New York, Edward Polak, Chair- 
man, to assign-a ‘land title ’’ part of 
the Supreme Court-for the adjudication 
of land titles to be registered under the 
new Torrens law. 

In this ‘connection a similar request 
was made for the assignment. of a 
Justice to preside exclusively in that 
part, in. conjunction with his other 
duties—very.much the same ‘as now in 
vogue in the State of Massachusetts. 
The Registrars also decided ona uni- 
form petition and other legal forms for 
the examination of land fitles, so that 
thé proced=re in each: county of the 
greater city will be a standard one.
